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INTO DU 


THE following Work, the reſult of many years experi- 
ence, owes not its preſent publication to lucratiug views, 
or the vanity of becoming an author. The only motive 
which induced the editor to this undertaking, was his ſin- 
cere aefire of making Himſelf uſeful to the young practitioner. 
On this occaſion, tne learned phyſicians, and authors of 
the preſent age, have been conſulted, and the lateſt improve- 
ments, in the art of healing, introduced. : 

Health is ſo great a bleſſing, that every attempt directed 
towards its preſervation, muft, at leaſt, deſerve ſome ſmall 
ſhare of public approbation. The air we breathe has a 
great effect upon our bodies; it is well known that e can 
exiſt much longer without food than without air; and the 
ſalubrious quality of this element redounds greatly to the 
well-being of the human frame; it is therefore of the utmoſt 
conſequence, in all our inveſtigations of diſeaſes, to inquire 
very minutely into the late of the atmoſphere ; 2 We may 
probebly have more occaſion to recommend a change of that, 
than of diet; the latter of which we ſoinetimes conſider as 
the immediate cauſe of indiſpoſitions, when, in reality, it 
may proceed from à fault in the air. 

The ſeaſons, in our climate, vary ſo much and ſo ſud- 
denly, that it requires the greateſt attention to guard 
againſt their effects, in the care of our clothing, and in 
a proper regard to the non-naturals. North and north-eaſt 
winds are efteemed bracing and healthy ; yet, to the vale- 
tudinarian, ſouth and ſouth-weſt winas are much more 
comfortable. Dry ſeaſons are more healthy than wet : 
in winter we eat with keener appetites, and digeſt better, 
than in ſummer. The temperaments of the air have a 
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great influence over the tempers and diſpoſitions of the hu. 
man body; and I have known perſons cf a gav, cheerful, 
and eaſy turn, who, in conſequence of long-continued eaſterly 
winds, have become iraſcible, previſh, and moro/e. 

We ſhould be particularly cuhreſul in the choice of our 
food : perhaps many of the complaints, ſo frequtent in this 
city, ariſe from our inattention to this de. Ihe lumury 
of the age, and the fajmiomavie mode of £17 ant expeiſive 
eating, are not only a difarace to our reaſon, but are do- 
ſtructive alſo of our fortunes aud conflituticns. 

A variety of diſhes introduces @ variety of diſeaſes. 
Thoſe are the wiſeſt men who live the moſs ſimply and cal 
moderately. Rich ſauces, ſpicy ragouts, and entremets 
heighteied with the fragrant aromatics of bi the Indies, 


however ſaveury and preafing lo ine taſte, are moſt afſurediy 


the deſtroyers of the ver y bes conftituiionz. The beauties 
of a deſſert may be agnired by the eye; but beware how 


you indulge your paialte with 160 many confefrions, and 
feweet-meats : nothing palls the appetite ſo much, nor is .o 
hard of digeſtion. 

Full and hearty ſuppers, even though we may have had 
little or no dinner, are of dangerous tendency : they cannot 
cell be too light and ſparing. 

Bread well baked, made of pure flour, and one day old, 
zs the beſt. Toe fleſh of animals, in the viger of ae, is 
the moſt proper; mutton is preferable to any other butcher”s 
meat, but more eſpecially if the animal be avout fix years ol. 

GALEN has obſerved, e That pore 1s the me? nu. 
ing food for ſtrong and robuſt men, who are much uſed t9 
ftrong and violent exerciſes.” The Ainiete, who were 
trained up for the Olympic games, fed upon it; and toben 
ever they altered their method of living, became leſs vig- 
rous, and leſs fit to enter tne lifts. Netwithfanding this, 
it is remarkable that pork, fed in London, is far from 
being wholeſome diet. | 

Fiſh taken out of ſtaguant or ſtanding waters, and ſuch 
as are of a fat vr ſlimy nature, are not eofily digeſted : 
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lea-jiſm, on the contrary, are light and nutritious. They 
” 2 beſt, and eafieſs of digeſtion, wyoen boiled; fried 8. 
roafted, they are not quite fo AY and nutritious ; 
and if cooxed ſoon after they have been caught, they are 
better than <when rept for ſome days. 

alen, wile conſtitutes ſo great a part of our drink, 
and which 1s, the moſt Nala, as well as the moſt 
wwho/ojoine beverage, fpould be iimpid and pure; light, 
with "reſpe? to its ſpecijic gravity, and without taſte or 
fea vor. Our common water in Lendon, fhould be 
72 ralne 7 thy 019 a filtering tone, or remain for ſome 
conficerable time in are Bing Jars or veſſe!s, ſo that it may 
ve purged of its impurities, which will, by ibis means, 
ſuvjude to the bottom. Jn general, if water mixeth uni- 
formiy with ſoap ; or if peas are ſoon boiled to ſoftneſs 
in il, uo inconventencies may be feared, 

Our fleep, as well as our Han ſhould be moderate. 
—Eaje and luxury are the banes of health ; many evils 
have ariſen from an inactive life, and an indulged appe- 
ttte. 


HIPPOCRATES „ 4s, © That the paſſions of the 


mind have a very great inſtuencè on our bodies, and are of 


mnjinite conſequence in the regulation of our health.” 

Every exceſs is an enemy to Nature: tco greet a pleni- 
tude, as well as too diolent an evacuation is dangerous.— 
Llabits foould not be too Juagenty changed : the great ſe- 
eret of Preſerving Health, lies in 2 juft knowledge of pro- 
Portioniig our co. 'y of living to cur exerciſe ; for as mode- 
rate aliment nou riſnes, ſo "does violent exer ciſe debilitate : 
wwe ut therefore keep up the due equilibrium. 

More dangerous ond more acute diſeaſes happen in con- 


ſequence of repletion, than from a contrary ſlate. The 


ſymptoms of a plethoric habit, a heavy, and interrupted 
reſpiration ; a ſenſe of weight end fullneſs in the day and 
reſtleſſneſs at night ; uneaſy frightful dreams ; pain, laſſi- 
tuge, flatulency, attended in ſome habits with a diarrhea, 
aud in others with troubleſome dyſenteries, a florid com- 
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plexion inclining to red, a heavy pain of the head, and 
inclination to ſlee du ing the day, are likewiſe ſymptoms 
of this habit. Temperance, exerciſe, and gentle evacuali- 
ons, are in general, the beſt cure. 

Immogaerate exercafſe is generally followed by loſs of appe- 
tite and loathing of food. This cvill jo;aerimes be attended 
with a pain and heat in the vowels, coſtiveneſs, rigors, Or 
ſhiverings, weakneſs, laſſitude, and even with a ſyncope 
or faiuting. In this laſt caſe we may have recourſe to 
glaſs of wine, but with moderation : warm bathing, quiet 
and comfortable fleep, and a moiſt nouriſhing diet, will 
have very happy and deſirable efjefts. 

There remains a greater evil, and yet not attended to, 
which is more alarming as it affefts the fair ſew ; and 
which, I am perſuaded, is very diſtreſſing do them ; 1 
mean, the little regard they have to reeping their legs 
and feet warm.—This ſolutary meaſure is unhappily ne- 
glected by them, when, at the ſame time, their heads 
are frequently loaded with woot, and artificial and un- 
natural curls, to the diſgrace of nature and of their 
own charms, as well to the ruin of their health and con- 
fſrituticns. 

Me may eaſily account for ihe puny race ſo frequently 


feen in the families of eur nobility and rich citizens, when 


we conſider that diſſipating and pernicious cuſtom of tea- 
drinking; nay, what is of fiill more dreadful conſequence, 
the too great indulgence in wine and ſhirits, card-playing, 
and late hours; than which nothing can be more prejudi- 
cial. Flence chiefly ariſes that long and diſmal catalogue of 
complaints which accompanies chronicle diſeaſes. It is @ 
pity that cojjee is not ſubſtituted for tea, fince it is 
much more wholeſome, eſpecially when it is boiled over- 
night, with an equal proportion of milk. This not only 
renders it a palatable, but a very deſirable breakfaſ. 
Chee firengthens the ſtomach ; tea, un the contrary, re- 
{axes il. 

They who indulge themſelves much in hearty meals of 


High- 
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high ſeaſoned meats, ſhould drink largely of cold water, 
either during dinner or afterwards ; ihis might ſave many 
the trouble and expence of going to Bath, Buxton, Tun- 
bridge, or other places where that element is found to 
reftore the health and appetite loſt by intemperate living. 
Old men ſhould eat leſs, and drink more than young men. 
Too free an uſe of the bottle is deſtructive, eſpecially to 
young people. Bacenus and VENus are deities to whom 
they ſhould by no means too ardently devote tbemſelves- 
they enervate both the body and mind.—Sobriety, Tem- 
perance, and Virtue, inſure vigour to the conſtitution, and 
keep the underſtanding free and undiſturbed, —T his happy 
fate cannot but be the wiſh of all men, for as JUVENAL 
rightly expreſſes it, 
Grandum eſt, ut fit mens ſana in corpore ſano. 


Before we conclude the introduttory part to The Lon- 
pon PRACTICE OF PHYSIC, i may not be amiſs to ob- 
ſerve, that the Work bath received, in its preſent ſtate, 
great additions and improvements ; among the reſt, the 
author bath thought proper 16 rauge the various diſeaſes of 
which he treats, in a Syſtematical Order, after the 
inauner of the celebrated SAUVAGES, and others ; the 
preſcriptions have titles adned, and an index being given 
referring to them, the book cm ains tne moſs complete mo- 
dern exiemporanegrs pbarmacopeia now extant. 
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In an age like this, where Science and Arts 
are making large ſtrides towards perfection, the 
Profeſſors of Medicine have a juſt claim to no 
{mall ſhare of public approbation : their aſſiduity 
in expunging former errors, clearing away 
doubts, and making unprovements 1n every de- 
partment, merit the higheſt praiſe ; particularly, 
as they have laid aſide all hypothetical reafoning, 
and A chiefly, if not altogether, on experi- 
ment and practical obſervation tor eſtabliſhing 
their doctrines. 


Theſe truths are readily evinced to every 
common reader; when he obſerves the modes 
practiſed in different medical ſeminaries ; when 
he views men of the firſt abilities forming 
themſelves into ſocieties, and communicating to 
the world the various improvements Which o- 
cur to them in the routine of private prac tice; 
all which to collect, and of them to give clear 
and ſuccinct views, is the buſineſs of the fol- 


lowing ſheets. 
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It cannot on this account be expected that 
the diffuſe reaſoning, and the various arguments, 
however well founded and ſtrongly ſupported, 
on different ſubjects, ſhould have place in a 
work where ſimple recitals of facts, and con- 
ciſeneſs, form its excellence: thoſe things there- 


fore can only be conſidered which conſtitute the 
baſis of a found and rational practice. 


Hence has particular attention been paid 0 
the deſcription of diſeaſes; and thole ſymptoms 
which moſt commoniy make their appearance, 
enumerated ; and from thence ſuch a ſelection 
in each complaint taken, as form the pathog no- 
mic or certain ſigns of cheir exiſtence: to vchicl 
ſucceed the moſt approved methods of 1 


ment, whether preventive, palliative, or cura- 
tive. 


Such then the nature of this performance, 
there can little doubt remain of its m deting Veith 
gener: al ſupport : and notwithſtanding, from 
the great increaſe of its ſize, much may be ex- 
pected; on the pernſal, it is hoped, the im- 
provement will be found fully adequate.

So denominated, becauſe they run on without any 
mtermiſſion, or conſiderable remiſſion, for a num- 


ber of days or Weeks. 
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CONTINUED, Or CONTINUAL FEVERS. 


As fevers are the moſt frequent of all diſeaſes, 
in a work of this kind they claim our firſt at- 
tention : and before we enter into ſpecific ac- 
counts of different fevers, it may be uſeful to 
give a general idea how they may be diſcovered 
at their approach: for in this ſtate of the diſeaſe, 
great good may be done by the gentleſt means, 
and often prevent the alarming miſchiefs which 
are too apt to ſucceed a careleſs inattention 


at 
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at this period. They ſometimes invade gradu- 
ally, ſometimes ſuddenly. 

When they come on in the firſt mode; a lan- 
guor, debility, with ſoreneſs of the fleſh, {ici 
as people feel after ſevere exerciſe or labour, 
attend: pain alſo, and heavinets of the head; IM 
loſs of appetite, or nauſea, with a clammineſs 
of the mouth: theſe are ſucceeded by excetirve IM 
heat, violent thirft, and inability to fleep, per- | 
haps without any previous ſentation of exceſſive 
cold, or with only thght and tranſient ſhiver- 
ings. 

When in the ſecond, they always make their 
attack with an uneaſy ſenſation of excetlive cold, 
attended with weakneſs and loſs of appetite: 
the cold is frequently accompanied with rigor, 
or ſhivering, oppreſſion about the præcordia, and 
with nauſea or vomiting. Hence we may de- 
fine a fever a combination of exceſlive heat, 
thirſt, loſs of appetite, weakneſs, and inability 
to {leep. 

We ſhall now ſpeak of thoſe of the continu- 
ed form, which are of five kinds ; the fimple, 
inflammatory, nervous, putrid, and mixed: 
and firſt, of the ſimple, and inflammatory fever. 
The ſimple continued manifeſts itſelf by no 
diſtinguiſhing figns of inflammation, no ver 
diſtrefling nervous ſymptom, nor any cvident 
corruption of the fluids ; and where the heat 
cannot be ſaid to be either of the truly inflam- 
matory or of the putrefactive kind, the oppreſ- 
ion, nauſea, and weakneſs, are not extreme; 

and the head, though uſually much pained, re- 
mains 
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mains tolerably clear ; the pulſe, though fre- 
quent, is uniform, po without any remarkable 
haranets. 

But where there 1s great vaſcular ſtrength, 
and firmneſs in the conititution, the blood denſe 
and copious, revlete with the red cruor, ſhould 
the continued fever here make the attack, the 
heat and dryneſs will be raiſed to the higheſt 
degrees; and the groſs particles being forced 
into veſſels which only ſuffer the finer and more 
ubtile fluids to paſs naturally, by the force of 
ge kimulus applied to the heart and arteries, 
Al aj ſte nd the veilels, and, diſtracting the ſen- 
ible fibres, produce redneſs, and fluſhing of the 
jace and eyes, a- companicd with violent pain in 
the head and other parts of the body. This 
inecies cf fever, from the full, ſtrong, hard, 
and rapid pulle, and the remarkable excels of 
heat which diſtin "ary Top it, is termed the inflam- 
matory fever. By theſe deſcriptions we ſhall 
ll judge how to diſtinguiſh one of theſe

IT Was neceſary to make the diſtinction above, 
as ſome light difference may be obſerved in the 
treatment; but ſome authors conciſely ſet down 
the ſymptoms ol both unitedly, making them 
*nly form one fever; as follows: 
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The ſigns are, firſt, a ſhivering ; which, if 
great, 1s ſucceeded by a proportionable degree 
of heat, and a quick pulſe; ſometimes the 
pulſe is ſluggiſh, ſometimes full and ſtrong ; the 
heat ſoon becomes univerſal, and varies accord- 
ing to the degree of fever; there is great unea- 
fineſs and anxiety ; pain in the back and head ; 
a dryneſs of the tongue, mouth, and fauces ; 
and unuſual thirſt. 


The Cure in general. 


Where the ſymptoms are in the milder de- 
grees, in the ſimple continued fever, the affair 
may often be truſted to nature; enjoining abſti- 
nence in the patient, free dilution, and keeping 
in bed to encourage perſpiration : but if there 
15 a good deal of oppreſſion and heat, the pulſe 
full, and rather hard, ſome few ounces of blood 
mult be taken away. 

Dr. Mead lays it down as a rule, that all fe- 
vers require bleeding in the beginning; but 
inſtances daily occur Where great miſchief ariſes 
from this practice. Bleeding may be neceſſary 
at the beginning, in young perſons particularly; 
and the more ſo, if the pulſe be full and ſtrong; 
though this requires caution, more eſpecially in 
London, where inflammatory diſeaſes foon aſ- 
ſume a different appearance, and require a ma- 
nagement different from what they do in the 
country. The pulſe will beſt direct us how 
much blood may be taken away, and when and 
how frequently it may be repeated. It is to be 
remarked, however, that perſons lately come 
from the country require larger and more fre- 
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quent bleeding than thoſe who have been reſi- 


dent in London for any time. Care however is 


neceſſary, in all caſes, not to reduce the patient 
too much, leſt he ſhould want ſtrength to carry 
him through the diſcaſe. After this, if the 
body is coſtive, a ſolution of ſome of the neu- 
tral purgative ſalts with manna, in weak white 
wine whey, ſhould be taken once in three or 
four hours, till it procures three or four alvine 
evacuations, and at bed- time a gentle anodyne; 
ſuch as the following:

For this will not only tend to compoſe and 
quiet any little diſturbance that the conſtitution 
might have experienced, but aſſiſt in taking off 
the ſpaſmodic conftriction, which we conclude 
exiſts in fevers. 

If in the ſucceeding day the febrile ſymp- 
toms ſtill continue, ſuch as the heat and oppreſ- 
ſion; the ſkin remains dry, the tongue foul, 
and the night has been reſtlets ; let the ſubſe- 
quent mixture be had recourſe to:

Theſe may be ſo divided, that a ſixth, a fourth, 
a third, or half a grain, may be given, accord- 


ing 
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ing to the age and conſtitution of the patient, 
once in three or four hours. 

Small diluting liquors are to be uſed freely; 
and where there appears a putrid tendency, they 
may very properly be acidulated. Barley- water, 
baum and ſage-tea, whey, &c. are very proper 
drinks. For tood, panada, barley-gruel, or 
light puddings ; but all kinds of animal food 
ſhould be abſolutely forbidden ; even light broth, 
though made of the Jean part of freſh meat. 

An emetic will be very proper, eſpecially 
where a nauſea, or the ſuſpicion of a foul ſto- 
mach, indicates it : bleeding being, however, 
firſt premiſed, eſpecially in full plethoric hat its.

This laſt frequently vomits, procures a ſtool, 
produces a diaphoreſis, and terminates the diſ- 
eaſe. After the operation is over, and three or

four hours allowed for the ſtomach to ſettle, let 
the antimonial julep or powder be again re- 
turned to, and continued in the ſame manner, 
allowing the patient to drink freely of diluting 
liquids. | 

Some recommend the ſubſequent powder, to 
be repeated every two, four, or fix hours 5

If this courſe is applied in time, we ſhall ge- 
nerally ſucceed; but ſhould the ſymptoms in- 
creaſe, the head-ach grow more diſtreſſing, and 
no ſleep be procured, more blood mult be taken 
away, unleſs the patient be remarkably ' weak, 
and the pulſe finks ; the antimonial continued 
in ſmall doſes, and if the body 1s not kept open 
by this remedy, a clyſter ſhould always be 
thrown up in the evening. 

But notwithſtanding theſe efforts, ſhould the 
fever run on beyond the fourth or fifth day, the 
ſymptoms increaſing in violence, we may look 
upon it as eſtabliſhed, and will continue for 
ſome days longer: however the fimple-conti- 
nued fever ſeldom exceeds the fourteenth day ; 
during which time the patiefit muſt be ſup- 
ported by ſheathing ſubacid drinks; and ſuch 
thin diet; as the ſtomach can reliſh, and bear 
with eaſe. As to medicine the following jule 
is recommended: |

This will generally keep the bowels free ; 
and diſpoſe the cutaneous pores for giving way 
to the ſweats when the time comes for their 


being thrown off. * If the head becomes much 
B affected, 
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affected, and the pain there very diſtreſſing, 
bliſtering between the ſhoulders, and bathing 
or fomenting the feet, will bid fair to procure 
eaſe, and diſpoſe the patient to reſt. In caſe of 
acidities in the ſtomach and bowels, magneſia Þ 
alba may be given with the julep above ; and 
towards the cloſe of the fever, if the pulſe be- 
gins to flag, and there appears a neceſſity for 
rouſing nature, give wine-whey, wine and wa- 
ter, or ſometimes pure wine, and preſcribe the 
following julep :

If the urine lets fall a copious ſediment, the 
pulſe becomes full, equable, ſoft, and leſs fre- 
quent, whilſt the pores of the {kin give way to 
a plentiful and general ſweat, and, at the fame 
time, the patient's ſenſes return, after having 
ſlept, we may expect a favourable termination, 
which 1s generally completed from the eleventh 
to the fourteenth day, the force of the diſeaſe 
being firſt broken on the former, gradually ſub- 
fides to the latter, the pulſe falling four or five 
ſtrokes in a day, till it gets even below its na- 
tural rate. 

The inflammatory fever differs little from 
this, except in the violence of the ſymptoms, 
and the peculiar diatheſis of the conſtitution, 
which 1s of an inflammatory nature. Hence, 
the heat in this caſe is much increaſed, the 
pulſe is frequent, ſtrong, and hard, the uw 
18 1 
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high- coloured, and the functions of the ſenſo- 
rium alittle diſturbed. In the beginning of this 

fever we muſt bleed, and eſtimate the quantity 
of blood to be taken away, from the degrees of 
ſtrength and violence of the ſymptoms ; and 
if the pulſe, in fix or eight hours, be little or 
not at all ſoftened, and the febrile ſymptoms do 
not abate, it muft be repeated a ſecond time, 
though not in the fame quantity ; and, indeed, 
a third, if the ſymptoms continue to be urgent. 
But when the fever is advanced beyond the 
fourth or fifth day, bleeding is deemed impro- 
per, leſt nature ſhould be diſturbed in her ope- 
rations in forming a criſis. However, there 
are cures which will require a repetition in the 
more advanced ſtages of this diſeaſe, and thoſe 
in full and ftrong habits, where the lungs are 
threatened with inflammation, which we may 
infer from the oppreſſion, and great difficulty 
of breathing ; or where the brain is in danger of 
being ſurcharged with a load of blood, which 
will manifeſt itſelf from the ſevere pain in the 
head, with high delirium, ſucceeded by a 
coma. In theſe caſes, bleeding at any time of 
the diſeaſe will be proper, and may poflibly re- 
lieve the patient. 

But, however, if the pulſe is high, and in- 
tlammatory ſymptoms continue, to the pulvis 
tebrifugus add acids and gentle laxatives. 

In caſe of nauſea and ſickneſs, give antimo- 
nials to create vomiting ; and procure alvine 
evacuations, ſo that the prime vie may be 
cleared from any acrid ſaburra, or bile, or indi- 
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geſtible food; then perſiſt in ſmall doſes, as be- 
fore directed, and ſhould theſe ſymptoms con- 
tinue, give

Every thing which is drank ſhould be cool, 
the bed- clothes not weighty, nor the air of 
the room warm or cloſe. 

If a delirium ſhould come on with watch- 
ing, the pulſe will then be the beſt guide to 
direct us in our future meaſures ; if it proceed 
from inflammation, give a clyſter, and cooling 
and nitrous medicines, and bleed. Leeches 
applied to the temples often do more ſervice 
than general evacuations. But if it be attend- 
ed with ſpaſms, with a /ubſultus tendinum, and 
with a low, depreſſed pulſe, bliſter the neck 
and arms, and apply the following plaſters to 
the feet, after bathing the legs and feet very 
well in warm water for fiiteen or twenty mi- 


nutes :

When the ſkin continues dry, and the fe- 
ver has got to a dangerous ſtage, the warm 
bath may be uſeful; as there have been in- 
ſtances Where this has brought on a favourable 
criſis; but a vapour-bath is better, as it may 
be applied when the patient lies in bed.— 
Hence all the inconveniencies of the former 
will be avoided, and every good purpoſe an- 
ſwered. See a pamphlet of Dr. Denhman's on 
this ſubject. 

Many of theſe fevers run on to a conſiderable 
length, without any remarkable or uncommon 
ſymptoms. Our buſineſs, in this caſe, is to 
watch and affiſt nature in her motions and 
intentions; to check the impetus of the blood; 

and 
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and to moderate it ſo as to keep it, as much as 
poſſible, within its due bounds. 


CHAP. II. 


Of the Milk Fever. 


"THIS fever generally ariſes about the ſecond, 
though oftener on the third or fourth day after 
delivery ; at which time the patient's ſleep be- 
comes more diſturbed, attended with unpleaſant 
dreams; and ſometimes does not ſleep the whole 
night through ; ; an inquictude comes on, and 
ſometimes pain in the head, the pulſe riſes and 
becomes quicker, a chillneſs is alſo felt through 
the courſe of the ſpine of the back, between 
the ſhoulders, and often through the whole 
machine, which is ſucceeded by an encreaſed 
heat. The breaſts begin to be painful, diſtend- 
ed, and tumified, ſhooting frequently to the 
axille. Reſpiration becomes in ſome degree 
more laborious, the lochia decreaſe, and, at the 
ſame time, on account of the tenſion of the 
neighbouring parts, the arms are moved, not 
without ſome inconvenience. If the patient 
is permitted to reſt quietly, take freely of thin 
diluting liquids, and thin diet; in four and 
twenty hours theſe inconveniencies ſubſide by 
a general ſweat, ſufficiently copious, particu- 
larly about the cheſt, and the breaſts fill with 


milk; or it continues a day or two, and ends 
ſpontaneouſly 
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ſpontaneouſly on the inflammation ceaſing in the 
breaſts, and the milk flowing freely, at which 
time there are often profuſe ſweats, or large 
quantities of pate urine. Or, if the milk is 


ſuddenly repelled, the patient is ſometimes re- 


lieved by a diarrhœa. 

In ſome women, indeed, of good conftituti- 
ons, this fever is found ſo flight, that except 
paſſing rather a reſtleſs night, there is nothing 
of any moment occurs, eſpecially if the infant 
is put to the breaſt. 

If it ſhould prove violent, eſpecially in young 
women of a plethoric conſtitution, we ſhould 
abate the inflammation by bleeding: however, 
this is rarely neceſlary. But, in every conſtitu- 
tion, the body muſt be kept open by gentle 
cooling cathartics, or clyſters. The - breaſts 
may be drawn by the child, in preference to 
any other perſon, or contrivance ; but if the 
mother does not deſign to give ſuck, by ſome 
proper perſon, by whom no pain will be given 
by ſucking, and only ſo as to leſſen (not empty) 
the fullneſs of the breaſts. - But this is rarely 
required. —If the breaſts are hard, very turgid, 
or inflamed, emollient fomentations and ca- 
taplaſms may be applied to them. The com- 
mon poultice of bread and milk, with the addi- 
tion of a little oil, may be uſed on this occaſion ; 
and warm milk, or a decoction of elder flowers, 
for a fomentation, or ſuch as are made partly 
of emollients, partly of dil-1tient aromatics, 
in which a proper proportion of Venice ſoap 
has been diflolved : all theſe ſhouid be boiled in 

; milk, 
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milk, by which they loſe much of the volatile 
ſtimulus of the aromata, and are particularly 
uſeful, when there is an infarction of the 
breaſts, along with an inflammation, not very 
violent. But where there is great heat, redneſs, 
and pain, then the moſt emollient remedies are 
to be preferred. The patient ſhould uſe a thin, 
{lender diet, conſiſting only of panada, or ſome 
other farinaceous ſubſtances. Herdrink may be 


barley-water, milk and water, weak tea, or 
the like. See Inflammation of the Breaſts.

Of the nervous, or flow Fever. 


AS the inflammatory fever conſiſts in an af- 
fection of the vaſcular ſyſtem, in which there 
is an intenſeneſs of motion; this is founded on 


the nervous, which experiences thoſe morbid 


affections conſtituting fever. Hence, in con- 
ſtitutions where the blood is poor and thin, and 
the nervous ſyſtem remarkably ſuſceptible of 


impreſſions, when a fever ſeizes, the heat is 


ſeldom high, the pulſe neither full nor ttrong, 
though quick and irregular, and the thirſt ſel- 
dom ſo violent as to create any great degree of 
uneaſineſs: but as the folids are in general in a 
ſtate of morbid relaxation, the pores of the ſkin, 
for the moſt part, allow the ſubcutaneous fluids 

| to 
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to ouze forth in clammy ſweats, while the 
weakneſs is ſtill more remarkable than in the 
inflammatory fever; and there is a much great- 
er tendency to ſpaſm, and to the other ſymptoms, 
which depend on diſorders of the nervous ſyſ- 
tem. Hence this fever is not ſo rapid in its 
progreſs, nor of ſo ſhort duration as the inflam- 
matory ſpecies ; therefore called flow or ner- 
vous. This fever is brought on by exceſſes of 
any kind, bad food, too thin clothing, a moiſt 
air, grief, &c.; and 1s frequently epidemic, 
after warm and moiſt weather ; and prevails 
moſt in low and damp ſituations. People who 
drink freely of wine are obſerved to be the 
leaſt ſubject to this complaint. 

It may be diſtinguiſhed by dread of dying, 
which is ſometimes ſo great that the patient 
fears to ſhut his eyes; a pale and deſpondent 
look, light chills and ſhiverings, great laſſitude 
and wearineſs all over the body, a ſighing, 
amazing anxiety, and dejection of ſpirits, pain, 
load or giddineſs in the head, loathing of food, 
a white tongue, with a browniſh or yellow mu- 
cous lift running along the middle of it, ſome- 
times covered over with a thin white mucus ; 
and after the fever is formed, and has continued 
{ome days, grows dry, red, and chapped, but 
little or no thirſt ; the lips are dry ; there is a 
nauſea, ſometimes encreaſed ſo far as to occaſion 
retching, which brings up nothing but ifipid 
phlegm, difficulty of, or oppretiive breathing; 
a weak, quick, and unequal pulſe ; the pulſe, 
heats, and chills, are very fluctuating and une- 
qual;

ual ; ſometimes a ſudden glow and florid co- 
lour in the cheeks, while the tip of the noſe 
and ears thall be cold, and the forchead perhaps 
in a dewy ſweat ; pale, limpid urine, with a 
dull ſenſe of pain and coldneſs in the back part 
of the head, and drowſineſs, but without fleep ; 
at the firſt, better when in the air. All the 
compaaints generaily encreaſe towards night. 
About the time the patients have been confined 
in bed ſeven or eight days, the pain and heavi- 
neſs in the head becomes much more diſtreſſing 
and ſevere, and they are tormented with a noiſe 
and buzzing of the ears, which are the prelude 
to a delirium, which is ſeldom violent, but ra- 
ther a continual muttering and faultering in their 
ſpeech, which, as the fever advances, encreaſes, 
and, in ſome caſes, the power of pronouncing 
is loſt altogether. Sometimes miliary eruptions, 
and profuſe ſweats, ſtrike out in this fever, but 
ſeldom give any relief. When the ears, face, 
and head are cold, the face ſeems fluſhed. The 
extremities are cold, while the blood is deter- 
mined to the head. And there is great ſenſibi- 
lity to light and noiſe. 

The nervous fever hath no regular critical 
days, nor is there often any thing completely 
critical happens. On the ſeventh day ſymp- 
toms increaſe. If the patient dies, it is uſually 
on or before the fourteenth day; if they can be 
ſupported to the twentieth, or thereabouts, 
they commonly eſcape. A. continuance of 
this fever occaſions idiotiſm, which goes off as 
the ſtrength returns,

An erect poſture cauſing fainting, is, with 
cold clammy ſweats, a ſign of great debility. 
In the advanced ſtages of this fever, if the 
tongue and hands trembie when moved, weak- 
neſs is extreme ; if apthæ appear numerous and 
crop after crop, or if they are confluent or large, 
or brown; if ſwallowing becomes difficult; if 
profuſe ſweats break forth all at once, without 
bringing any relief, but, on the contrary, ſtill 
weakening more and more; and looſe watery 
{tools ; or if an hiccuping comes on: if the 
pulſe links conſiderably ; or if miliary erupti- 
ons appear, there is great danger: if the extre- 
mitics grow cold; the nails become pale or li- 
vid; and the pulſe ſo quick, that it may be ſaid 
to n and flutter rather than to beat; if 
from being exceedingly ſuſceptible of impreſſi- 
ons, fearful and ſtarting at the leaſt noiſe, they 
become quite inſenſible and ſtupid, ſo as ſcarcely 
to be rouzed by the loudeſt noiſe, or affected 
with the ſtrongeſt light, we may expect a fatal 
ermination, for the delirium now ends in a con- 
ſtant doſing, the ſtools, urine, and tears ſteal 
off involuntarily, general convulſion enſues, and 


ſoon cloſes the ſcene. On the contrary, an 


early moiſture on the Kin, a ſalivation without 
aphthæ, or a conſtantly moiſt tongue, deafneſs, 
{welling of the parotid glands, angry eruptions 
about hu noſe and mouth, a moderate diarrhcea. 
&c. are favourable ſymptoms. 

As in the inflammatory, ſo in this kind of 
fever, the fate of the patient uſually depends on 
the management during the firſt few days. The 
: cure 
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cure is effected by a gradual change in the mov- 
ing power, not by diſcharge of blood, &c. as 
in inflammatory fevers ; or by ſtool, as in pu- 
trid ones. 

A more generous diet than is allowed in in- 
flammatory fevers, ſhould take place here; thin 
chicken broth, beef tea, or panada, and light 
jellies, ſhould be allowed. The drink may be 
light cordial liquors, encreaſing gradually from 
the weaker to the ſtronger ; muſtard whey is 
uſeful ; and toward the height of the diſeaſe, 
wine and water, cool wine-whey, or even pure 
wine, may be plentifully allowed; when we 
find the pulſe ſoft, and full upon its uſe, it 
may be indulged in conſiderable quantity, for it 
has been known to allay delirium and procure 
ſleep in theſe fevers, and has been taken with 
ſuccefs to the quantity of ſome quarts in the 
courſe of twenty-four hours: the indications for 
giving it with ſuch freedom, are, when we find 
the pulſe ſoft and low, and the patients in a 
comatoſe delirium. If the patients long ex- 
ceedingly, as is ſometimes the caſe, for cold wa- 
ter, they may be indulged ; for it is only in caſes 
of topical inflammations that cold drinks may 
be hurtful. Avoid every kind of fatiguing exer- 
eiſe. In the beginning, a gentle vomit of ipe- 
cacuanha, or a lenient clyſter, may be very uſe- 
ful. Avoid coſtiveneſs by ſmall doſes of P. rhab. 
tint. Rheœri kali tartariſatum. manna, &c. 

Remedies of the mild, diaphoretic, and cor- 
dial kind, ſeem to promiſe the beſt ſucceſs:

It is of great conſequence in this diſeaſe to 
keep the patient in bed, to keep him calm, in 
the dark, and never, if poſſible, to let ſleep be 
wanted in the night. Order him to drink freely, 
yet not ſo as to promote a profuſe ſweat; 
pedilaves three or tour times a day are uſeful ; 
much ſweating in theſe fevers is not only very 
improper, but extremely hurtful, and might 
often prove of fatal conſequence. If the ſkin 
is dry, give the aqua ammonia acctata. & miſ- 
tura camphorata. 

But we are to expect the greateſt relief from 
bliſters ; and their early application, if they are 
applied before the patient keeps his bed, fo 
much the more proper ; for, if we wait till 
there 1s great diſturbance in the nervous ſyſtem, 
the ſenſe of hearing, feeling, and ſeeing, grow 
more acute than natural; the ſtimulus of bliſ- 
ters may increaſe. the diſtreſs ; if not therefore 
applied in the beginning, they mult be poſtpon- 
ed till there appears ſome degrees of inſenſibility. 
They ſhould firſt be applied to the legs; ſut- 
tered to lay on till they have produced their ef- 


fects 8 
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fects; then taken off; the bliſters ſnipped, but 
not dreſſed with any acrid plaſters ; for it is the 
ſtimulus here wanted, not the ſerous evacuation. 
If the head ſhould be affected with ſtupor and 
drowſineſs, and the uſe of bliſters become re- 
quiſite, they ſhould be applied to the head : 
ſome think, if laid on the back, they anſwer 
every purpole. 

Light antiſeptic drinks to ſupport nature, are 
of the utmoſt conſequence throughout, eſpeci- 
ally in ſummer. Wine is the moſt powerful 


cordial and ſpecific : old hock or Rheniſh are 


the beſt. It ſhould always be moderately dilut- 
ed with water. During the uſe of wine, attend 
to the pulſe, and direct it more or leſs freely, 
as it renders the pulſe ſlower, firmer, and more 
diſtinct. Made into negus is perhaps the beſt 
mode of giving wine in theſe caſes. If pains 
come on like the colic, bleeding, evacuations 
are injurious : for, in general, ſuch pains are 
ſpaſmodic, and yield beſt to cordials and ſmall 
doſes of anodynes.

If a remiflion ſhould appear after the fever 
has continued a week or longer, the bark will 
be found eſſentially ſerviceable, infufed in cla- 
ret, either alone or with an equal quantity of 
water. 

It is uſeful in preventing mortification, which 
in the latter end of fevers are ſometimes apt to 
occur in the place where bliſters have been 
applied, or where there has been much preſ- 
ſure from lying fo long. It alſo ſtops colli- 
quative {weats. 

If an intermiſſion appears, with turbid urine, 
&c. throw in the decoction of the bark with

If theſe do not operate ſufficiently, we ſhould 
have recourſe to ſmall doſes of tartariſed anti- 
mony. 

At the decline of the fever, the bark and 
ſnake - root ſhould be joined to the cordial medi- 
eines, interpoſing now and then a little rhubarb, 
to carry off the putrid matters in the firſt paſ- 
ſages. 

Bliſters, ſome adviſe and affirm, may be ap- 
plied at any time of the diſeaſe, with ſafety and 


advantage. 
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advantage. Their ſtimulus is wanted, not their 
diſcharge. Apply them firſt on the lower ex- 
tremities, then on the upper; heal the firſt 
immediately, and apply others: thus a proper 
ſtimulus will be continued. When this fever is 
neglected, to raiſe it to a proper type let the 
common drink be rum and water, wine and 
water, and good wine-whey ; give nouriſhing 
ſpoon-meats, and apply bliſters to each arm and 
each foot. Thus a kindly perſpiration comes 
on, the patient feels lighter to himſelf, and the 
diſorder begins to vaniſh. 

In order to reſtore the patient, a light nu- 
tritious diet, (ſuch. as chocolate, jellies, ſago, 
and ſalop; which laſt ſhould be always boiled 
ſome minutes before it be taken, as it is of a 
crude heavy nature without boiling ; broth of 
lean mutton and beef, whitings, flounders, 
W foals, &c.) ſhould be adviſed, and taken judi- 
cioufly, often in ſmall quantities at a time. 
The patient ſhould get into the country, where 
he can enjoy a healthful air, moderate exerciſe 
on horſeback, and drink aſſes' milk in its 
8 greateſt perfection. 


CHAT. Iv. 


Of the putrid malignant Fever. 


THosE fevers on which we have before diſ- 
courſed ſeem not to have had much injury done 
to the craſis of the blood, at leaſt previous to, 
C 2 or 
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or at the commencement of the diſeaſe : but we 
frequently meet with appearances and ſymptoms 
that manifeſt high degrees of corruption and 
acrimony, and ſhew the crafis of the blood to 
be much difiolved or broken as the fever ad- 
vances, particularly thoſe which begin with 
high degrees of inflammatory heat: for from 
theie cauſes the blood often tranſudes through 
the pores of the ſubcutaneous arteries, or per- 
haps corrodes them, and eſcapes into the cellu- 
lar parts of the ſkin, raifing up the cuticle, and 
forming ſpots of various hues. But there 1s 
another ſpecies of continued fever, which, from 
the very onſet, appears to have the fluids in a 
corrupt or depraved ſtate : hence the name of 
this fever which we are treating of, called pu- 
trid, from the evident tendency to putrefaction. 
The morbific matter which gives riſe to putrid 
fevers appears in ſome caſes to be generated 
gradually in the body, and is deemed the conſe- 
quence of teeaing on ill-cured animal food, 
without a ſuilicient quantity of ſound vegeta- 
bles to correct the putreicent tendency. At 
other times putrid fevers are caught by infection, 
and are cauſed by thoſe ſubtile matters called 
miaſmata, which take their riſe in different 
ways, and are capable of being conveyed to dil- 
tant places. The moſt diſtinguiſhing ſymptoms 
of this fever are, more remarkable degrees ot 
weakneſs, oppreſſion, and nauſca, either from 
the firſt attack, or very ſoon enſuing, than 
what are met with, in any other ſpecies ; and 
this extreme and ſudden proſtration of ſtrength 
is, for the moſt part, accompanied with as re- 

| markable 
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markable a d:ſpondency, or dejection of mind; 
o, w at 3s ſtill more alarming, with an uncom- 
mon d gree of inſenſibility, and want of appre- 
= henſio:. 

Putrid malignant fevers are preceded by a 
vertigo, or giddineſs, and confuſion in the head: 
the head is ſooner attacked in this than in ner- 
vous fevers, and often is affected witha pain in its 
fore-part, which ſhoots into the eye-brows, one 
or both, and the bottom of the ſockets ; the 
eyes at the ſame time appearing full, heavy, and 
as it were inflamed ; at other times they have 
a yellowiſh caft : both proofs of the diſſolution 
of the blood. The patient from the firſt attack 
© Wo feels an exceſſive burning inward heat, which 
far exceeds the cold that alternates with it, at- 
tended with nauſea and vomiting ; great and 
ſudden proſtration of ſtrength ; he is heavy, 
very much dejected and watchful : and in caſe 
of any ſleep, is not at all refreſhed by it: the 
pulſe is ſometimes at the firſt hard, tenſe, and

beginning, grows daily more dark-coloured and 


1 dry, until at length it becomes almoſt black; 
6 and this blackiſh tinge does not diſappear for 
1 ſome days, even when the fever terminates in a 
* favourable criſis. The urine is equally various 
6 with the pulſe, both depending on diverſity of 


I. conſtitution, 


* 
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conſtitution, eſpecially in caſes where the fever 
originates from infection, and Where the pu- 
treſcent diatheſis is very prevalent, the urine is 
thin, crude, and often very offenſive in its 
ſmell, the nauſea and oppreſſive ſickneſs never 
abate, and it is uſual for the patients to fetch 
deep, heavy ſighs often, and ſeem, as it were, 
to pant for breath : there is alſo an averſion to 
animal food ſooner and greater than in any other 
fever. The thirſt at firſt is but moderate, but 
increaſes every day as the fever advances : no 
kind of drink pleaſes, but all ſeem either bitter 
or mawkiſh. But when the caſe grows very bad, 
the patient loſes the ſenſe of thirſt ; notwithſtand- 
ing the tongue, together with the lips and teeth, 


are at this time parched up, and covered with 


dark-coloured ſordes. On the fourth, fifth, 


and ſeventh day, petechiæ often appear without 


relief, which are therefore rather ſymptomatical 
than critical. The nearer they approach to a 
livid or blackiſh colour, the more alarming their 
appearance ; though, if they continue of a 
brighter red, the more favourable the prognoſ- 
tic. 

The pain, heavineſs, and confuſion of the 
head, which are among the firſt ſymptoms, are 
ſoon followed by delirium, different in degree 
in different ſubjects, in ſome accompanied with 
toſſing and reſtleſſneſs, in others with a doſing 
and lethargic diſpoſition; and it is obſervable, 
that in theſe caſes, where the patient is in this 
comatoſe ſtate, the pulſe is ſometimes not 
quicker, weaker, or more irregular, than in the 
time of perfect health. Fevers of this kind are 

moſtly 
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moſtly accompanied with remiſſions in the be- 
ginning, which become leſs perceptible in their 
increaſe : they are ever attended with conſidera- 
ble danger, even when the ſymptoms ſeem moſt 
favourable. | 

Some epidemic fevers are originally putrid ; 
others, though ariſing from common cauſes, de- 
generate, by continuing beyond a certain time, 
into a putrid ſtate, eſpecially where bilious hu- 
mours prevail. Though contagion is ſaid to be 
a general cauſe of putrid and malignant fevers ; 
yet the bad management of inflammatory and 
nervous fevers 1s a very frequent one. 

At the onſet of putrid fevers, from the full- 
neſs and ſtrength of the pulſe, ſometimes they 
put on the appearance of thoſe of the inflamma- 
tory type ; but the pulſe ſoon flags, eſpecially 
after bleeding, and ſometimes ſinks ſo low, that 
it can never be raiſed. Hence, where great de- 
bility is obſervable at the firit attack, and the 
patient ſeems ſcarce able to ſupport himſelf, 
blood ſhould be taken away if neceſſary, 20116 
extreme caution ; for this extreme weakneſs 1s a 
{ure ſign of a putreſcent diatheſis. 

A griping in and ſwelling of the belly are 
ſometimes early ſymptoms : whenever they oc- 
cur, if they abate not in proportion to the ſtools, 
2 mortification takes place in the bowels, and 
the event is fatal. Numerous and dark-co- 
ured apthæ, hiccup, cold ſweats, fœtid urine 
and ſtools, are amongſt the threatening ſymp- 
toms. 

Sometimes an itching angry raſh, or ſcabby 
eruption, appears about the noſe, lips, and cor- 

ners 
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ners of the mouth ; both which are favourable, 
A depoſition from the urine, if not high-co- 
loured, is good : and deafneſs coming on in the 
decline is alſo favourable. 

Theſe fevers are different in point of their 
duration, ſome terminating in death in the 
courſe of ſeven or fourteen days ; but when 
they ſurpaſs twenty-one, recovery is the com- 
mon conſequence ; yet there are inſtances of 
putrid fevers running on to ſix weeks; but theſe 
could not be attended from the firſt with a 
putreſcent ſtate of fluids. 

The favourable figns are—when the pulſe 
grows ſtronger, and more equable ; the ſenſes 
begin to clear up ; warm ſweats break out in 
moderate quantity, and the patient lies under 
them without toſſing or raving, the urine at the 
{ame time ſhewing marks of concoction, by de- 
poſiting a whitiſh ſediment. 

The unfavourable or fatal ſigns are, when the 
pulſe ſinks, grows more quick, and intermits ; 
the tendons ſtart ; the tongue faulters, the fea- 
tures change, the fick perſon lies on his back 
in a comatoſe ſtate, ſlides down in the bed, and 
is conſtantly fumbling with his fingers, and 
picking the bed-clothes : when cold clammy 
ſweats break out, the urine and faeces come 
away involuntarily : the hypochondria being 
tenſe, and the extremities cold. 

All food mult be avoided here that has not a 
tendency to acidity ; plentiful dilution with ſmall 
red wine, old hock, and orange-juice, mixed 
with water, whey, barley-water, ſmall beer, 
&c. with a very free uſe of acids, will be proper.

Bleeding in general is hurtful in this fever, 
unleſs particularly indicated by the pulſe and con- 
ſtitution, ſhewing a tendency to inflammation. 

Some eminent practitioners think that there 
is one period, at the beginning, for taking away 
blood, but the pulſe in theſe cafes will always 
be the beſt guide. No 7me is 79 be loft in theſe 
kinds of fever, for whatever is to be done, fhould 
be done immediately and in the beginning. After 
the operation of bleeding, if that be found ne- 
ceſſary, on account of the hard pulſe and head- 
ach, we ſhould begin the cure by giving fmall 
doſes of emetic tartar, with neutral ſalts, or ſen- 
na, and repeating them every third or fourth 
hour, till they either vomit, purge, or throw 
the patient into a plentiful ſweat : but as the pa- 
tient is to be ſupported throughout, if at the 
firſt attack the debility ſhould be ſo great as to 
forbid bleeding, all other profuſe difcharges are 
alſo to be avoided. Vomits and purges are moſt 
directly proper to evacuate the putrid matter, 
which ſeems firſt and principally to be in the 
firſt paſſages. Beſides Jaxatives by the mouth, 
during the firſt ſtage, give a clyſter every twenty- 
four hours, of the common decoction, or, in 
want of it, warm water. After theſe, give as 


follow:

After the neceſſary evacuations from the 
primæ viæ this effectually ſupports the cuticular 
diſcharge : but ſtill, if neceſſary, a ſtool muſt 
be daily procured by a few grains of rhubarb 
or other gentle laxative. 

Bliſters in the beginning of this fever are of 
no uſe, but when patients begin to grow co- 
matoſe and inſenſible, then they are often ſuc- 
ceeded by happy effects. 

London porter has been lately recommended 
in this fever for drink, and apparently with good 
ſucceſs: the patient may drink it at pleaſure, and 
particularly before being expoſed to a cooler 
air. Some phyſicians adviſe their patients to 
be carried into the open air (during the height 
of the fever) or otherways expoſed to it, as is 
practiſed in the ſmall-pox, and that particularly 
when a profuſe colliquative ſweating is brought 
on by bad management ; and have thereby occa- 
ſioned a favourable change ſooner than could 
otherwiſe have been expected ; with which, a 
free uſe of the bark and cordial liquors, they 
have rarely failed to effect a cure. Due eva- 
cuations being made by vomit and ſtool, the 
bark is to be given freely, without waiting for 
either intermiſſion or remiſſion. It acts in a 


double 
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double ſenſe, both as a tonic to brace up the 
debilitated fibres, and as an antiſeptic, to correct 
the putreſcent ſtate of the fluids, and muſt be 
given as ſoon as the diſſolution of the blood is 
perceived, either from numerous petechiæ, or 
hæmorrhages. In the latter of which it is uſual 
to give the vitriolic acid along with the bark: 
if this does not check the bleeding, give the 
following :

If the ſtomach cannot bear the bark in ſub- 
ſtance, a very ſtrong decoction, in which ſome 
of the finer part of the powder 1s retained, 
hould be given; but if the patient can take it 
leſs than two ounces of the powder, in twenty- 
our hours, cannot be depended on. Some, 
who cannot keep either the powder or the de- 
coction, will drink three or four pints of the 
cold infufion in a day and night, with ſenſible 
advantage. During this free uſe of the bark, a 
ſtool ſhould be procured every day. 

In ſtupors, attending this fever, bliſters may 
be applied advantageouſly to the head. Though 
bliſters are not thought to be ſo uſeful in theſe 
as in nervous fevers, yet the violent head- ach 


which attacks in the beginning is relieved by a 
bliſter 
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bliſter on the back. The following preparation 


of the bark deſerves attention :

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This is conſidered as correcting the colluvies 
in the ſtomach, and flexure of the duodenum, 
and thus may be of uſe in removing part of the 
ſource of the fever, and ſhortening the diſeaſe. 

If a profuſe diarrhoea ſhould ſupervene, and 
threaten to ſin the patient's ſtrength, it muſt 
not be reitrained ſuddenly, we ſhould therefore 
try only ſmall doſes of ipecacuanha every third or 
fourth hour, in order to promote a diaphoreſis, 
and by that means relieve the bowels, for ſome- 
times this diarrhœa proves critical, Mild opi- 
ates are recommended; and a few drops of 
tinctura opii, properly repeated, will check a 
ſymptomatic colliquative diarrhœa. Wine, and 
panada, with orange juice, and a free generous 
regimen, muſt be ordered, and cloſely adhered 
to, according to the exigencies of the caſe. 

After theſe fevers, people ſometimes become 
dropſical, or have œdematous legs: tonics and 
ſtrengtheners, not purgatives as in other drop- 
ſies, are the remedies in this caſe. 

Towards the decline of all fevers, as to what 
kind of food is moſt proper, the taſte of the 
patient is generally the beſt guide. 

In eruptive fevers it is commonly allowed that 
the patient thould be kept in bed, for fear of 
checking the eruption. But this does not al- 
ways prove true, for ſometimes the contra 
will happen, and ſitting up out of bed has even 
been found favourable thereto. 

The air of the patient's room ſhould be kept 
as pure and well ventilated as poſſible, and the 
floor be frequently ſprinkled with vinegar. 
And after the ſickneſs is over, the place 

of 
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of confinement may be beſt cleared from in- 
tection by fumigating it with brimſtone, or gun- 
powder. | 

To prevent a relapſe, it may be proper firſt 
to give a lenient purge, or two, by which an 
accumulation of any offenſive matter in the 
prime viz will be avoided, and then we muſt 
attempt to recover the tone of the viſcera, and 
to ſtrengthen the habit in general, by means of 
light and eaſily-digeſtible food, moderately ta- 
ken; by exhibiting aromatic bitter infuſions 
of orange peel, calamus aromaticus, chamomile 
flowers, or lignum quaſſia, together with the 
uſe of chalybeate waters, and gentle exerciſe.

MixED FEVERS. 


IN practice we very often find, that violent 
continued fevers are ſo indiſtinctly marked, and 
accompanied with the ſymptoms both of the 
inflammatory and nervous, or putrid kind, ſo 
equally blended, or running into one another 
by ſuch imperceptible gradation, that there is 
no particular ſpecies they can be referred to. 
Thus extreme nauſea, and total loſs of ſtrength, 
which are diſtinguiſhing ſigns of the putrid fe- 
ver, are often found along with great heat, and 
a quick, hard, and ſtrong pulte, which are 
pathognomic ſigns of the inflammatory fever. 
Theſe ſymptoms appearing at the ſame time, 

are 
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are obvious proofs of both the nervous and vaſ- 
cular ſyſtem being morbidly affected; and hence 
ſuch fevers are properly ſtyled mixed fevers; 
hence, however, the ſymptoms are combined. 

We muſt take the indications of cure from 
thoſe ſymptoms which are moſt preſſing, and 
appear to demand moſt the antiphlogiſtic, the 
cordial, and antiſpaſmodic, or the ſtrengthen- 
ing, and antiſeptic courſe : according as we 
happen to find the ſigns of inflammation, ner- 
vous diſturbance, or putrefactive diatheſis to be 
chiefly prevalent.

REMITTENT FEVERS. 


REMITTENTS are thoſe kinds of fevers, 


which, from the beginning to the end, never 
totally diſappear, but in every ſtage return at 
determinate times; indeed, many of them, with 
chillineſs, or yawning, coldneſs, or ſome ſimi- 
lar {paſmodic effort, with a ſubſequent encreaſe 
of heat and other ſymptoms, without any evi- 
dent cauſe, or procatartic principle. But ſome- 
times in their courſe they often ſo nearly reſem- 
ble continued fevers that they are not to be 
diſtinguiſhed but by the moſt attentive and ac- 
curate obſervation. They are indeed of a mid- 
dle nature, between the continued and inter- 
mittent, partaking perhaps more of the nature 
of the laſt than firſt, from their yielding to no- 

thing 
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thing with ſo much certainty as the bark, from 
their ariſing from the ſame cauſe, marſh miaſ- 
ma; in the ſame places, at the ſame ſeaſon of 
years, each of them being epidemic together; 
and very often in the fame man, the ſame diſ- 
eaſe which appears, ſometimes exhibits an 
intermittent type, ſometimes that of a remit- 
tent. 

Theſe fevers generally proceed in the follow- 
ing manner: — They begin with yawning and 
{ſtretching ; nauſea, or bilious vomiting, and a 
ſentation of cold; then ſucceeds extreme heat, 
thirſt, pain of the head, back, and ſtomach ; 
reſtleſſneſs; difficulty of breathing, and gene- 
rally delirium. The pulſe is now hard, though 
feldom very full; the tongue white and moilt ; 
with a yellowneſs very perceivable in the whites 
of the eyes, and ſometimes over the whole bo- 
dy. Theſe ſymptoms continue for two or three 
days ; ſometimes for five or fix ; at length, a 
ſweat breaking out preſerves the patient, and 
renders him tolerably eafy for a few hours; but 
the fever again rekindles, ſometimes with, 
ſometimes without the cold fit. After the con- 
tinuance of a certain number of hours, different 
in different ſubjects, this ſecond fit ſpends its 
force, and again remits; to which a third acceſ- 
fion of the uſual ſymptoms ſucceeds ; and in 
this manner the diſeaſe proceeds, till death, or 
perfect recovery. This will furniſh a general 
idea of remittents, which practical utility di- 
vides but into two ſpecies, inflammatory and 
putrid. In the firſt the ſymptoms of exceſſive 
heat, thirſt and pain, all run remarkably high, 

attended 
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attended with a dry ſkin, and a ſtrong, full, 
and hard pulſe. In the laſt, the ſymptoms of 
nauſea, vomiting, oppreſſion, extreme weak- 
neſs, and dejection; with diſcolouring of the 
ſkin, and weak pulſe, ſhew plainly the putre- 
five diatheſis.

Of the ſimple Remittent F ever. 


TE moſt perfect of the fevers called remit- 
tents, is that which has received ſeveral names, 
viz. bilious fever, marſh fever, autumnal re- 
mittent; yellow, Weſt Indian, Bengal, and 
camp fever. It generally comes on ſuddenly, 
and begins with a ſenſe of debility, and a very 
great lowneſs of ſpirits. Theſe ſymptoms are 

attended with a greater or leſs degree of chilli- 
| neſs, a giddineſs, nauſea, pains in the head and 
loins, and trembling of the hands ; the counte- 
nance 1s pale, or has a yellow caſt, the ſkin is 
's commonly dry, the eyes dull, and ſometimes 
- ellow, the pulſe quick and ſmall, and the 
n breathing generally difficult: as the paroxyſin 
encreaſes, the nauſea becomes more violent, or 
there is a vomitting of bile. Sometimes bile is 
alſo voided by ſtool. The tongue becomes foul, 
a delirium follows: a flight moiſture appears on 
the face, and from thence ſpreads to the other 
parts, and a remiſiion enſues. On the fever's re-

* the pulſe returns almoſt to its natural 
te. 

This is the mildeſt degree of this fever; but 
when the diſorder gains ſtrength, or is very vi- 
olent, the remiſſion is ſcarcely obvious, and is 
immediately followed by another paroxyſm, 
wherein all the ſymptoms are increaſed. The 
mouth, teeth, and infide of the lips, are not 
only covered with a black cruſt, but the tongue 
becomes ſo dry and ſtiff, that the patient's 
voice can ſcarcely be heard. And when the diſ- 
eaſe proves fatal, the matter of the different 
excretions becomes almoſt cadaverous ; the 
ſtools are involuntary, the pulſe quick, ſmall, 
and irregular ; a cold ſweat is diffuſed over the 
whole body ; the face becomes convulſed ; the 
patient is employed in feeling and picking the 

d-clothes ; then comes on a ſubultus tendinum, 
and convulſions, with which the ſcene cloſes. 
The more favourable ſymptoms are, livid or 
inflammatory ſpots in the laſt ſtage of the diſ- 
eaſe, particularly on the breaſts, arms, or belly : 
the greater the number of petechiæ, the more 
hope of an happy iſſue. A copious and uni- 
verſal perſpiration ; and the repeatedly voiding 
great quantities of urine, are very beneficial. 
To theſe, as favourable prognoſtics, the abſence 
of the dangerous figns may be added. 

Men of ſtrong rigid fibres, and valetudinari- 
ans, are very liable, in the hot dry months, to 
ſevere bilious fevers. In both the danger is 
great, but greateſt and moſt ſpeedily ſo in the 
robuſt. Women, children, and thoſe of a ten- 
der hab are more rarely affected; nor are the 
ſymptoms in theſe patients ſo alarming. i 
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If the pulſe be full and hard, and the heat 
intenſe, bleeding may be performed ; but this 
is to be ordered with ſome caution. Though 
the ſtrong tenſe pulſe, with laborious breathing, 
may indicate bleeding, and the patient feels 
himſelf more light and eaſy, his pulſe more ſoft 
and open, yet in a few hours, the ſymptoms 
will be more or equally violent, and the patient 
low, feeble, and very dejected, with rigors and 
an inſupportable load in the precordia, &c. 
This ſhould be peculiarly attended to in hotter 
climates. But when there is a ſtaring wildneſs 
of the eyes, with redneſs in them, inattention 
to the attendants, a profuſe bleeding at the noſe, 
2 proneneſs to action, the pulſe low and feeble, 
pain in the hypogaſtric region, &c. a few ounces 
of blood may ſafely be taken away. 

After this operation, if required, or if not, 
give the

After the evacuations, which ſhould be firſt 
upward, then downward, the ſaline draughts 
may be given, in order to bring the fever ſooner 
to a criſis, or to regular intermiſſions. Every 
mitigated period ſhould be watched, and not a 
moment neglected, in which proper medicines 
may be g1ven, to ſecure complete, though ſhort, 
remiſſions. To promote perſpiration, give the 
tartariſed antimony, in ſmall doſes with nitre, 
m any convenient vehicle ; if this fails, after 
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giving a few doſes, add to each, a ſmall quan- 
tity of camphor; or join the mildantimonials with 
ipecacuanha and camphor ; and, if needful, im- 
merſe the patient in a tepid bathof water and vine- 
gar. As ſoon as a remiſſion is perceived, the bark is 
to be thrown in, repeated very frequently, and 
in a ſufficient large quantity, during each remiſ- 
ſion, in ſuch a manner and form that a dram, 
or two ſcruples, may be given, and repeated 
every ſecond or third hour, ſo that five or ſix 
drams may be taken in the courſe of ten or 
twelve hours, leſt the opportunity ſhould be loſt 
of giving a ſufficient quantity of the medicine; 
as the fits about this period, that the bark is 
admiſſible, are apt to become double, and the 
fever to run into a continued form.

If the bark ſhould vomit, or purge, a few 
drops of tin. opii may be added to each doſe. 
One ounce and an half of the bark is generally 
ſufficient to put a ſtop to the fever; but it :s to 

be 
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he continued daily, though in ſmall doſes, till 
the patient has recovered his ſtrength. _ 

The bark, though it does not always imme- 
diately put a ſtop to the progreſs of the fever, 
yet it invigorates the ſyſtem, prevents the more 
dangerous ſymptoms, and brings on the criſis 
much ſooner, and with leſs diſtreſs than where 
things are left to themſelves. 

It is a miſtaken notion which has prevailed 
relative to the bark exerting too much of a re- 
ſtringent power, and thus ſuppreſſing natural 
diſcharges ; for its exhibition has been ſuc- 
ceeded evidently by a laudable ſeparation in the 
urine, with warm, profuſe, univerſal ſweats, 
and plentiful bilious ſtools ; though it effectu- 
ally reſtrains all thoſe premature and colliqua- 
tive ſweatings, which are common in theſe and 
intermitting fevers, 

The patient's drink may be pure water, toaſt 
and water, or barley-water, acidulated with 
lemon-juice, cream of tartar, or ſpirit of vitriol. 
The air 1n the patient's room ſhould be kept as 
pure and cool as poſſible, and he ſhould be as 
much expoſed to it, as he can well bear. 

A frequent repetition of ſome proper laxative 
is neceſſary, to clear the alimentary canal from 
indurated, &c. colluvies, which are always ge- 
nerating during the progreſs of this diſeaſe. If 
the milder laxatives fail, give five grains of ca- 
lomel with half a drachm of rhubarb for one 
doſe, which, if neceſſary, may be aſſiſted with 
oily clyſters. Coſtiveneſs muſt be oppoſed with 
reſolution. 

Before we quit this ſubject, it is neceſſary to 
obſerve, that in cold climates, a too early uſe 
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of the bark, in this fever, is hurtful ; but that 
in hot climates, ſuch as the Eaſt or Weſt Indies, 
unleſs recourſe be had to the bark on the very 
firſt intermiſſion, though imperfe&, the fever 
is apt to aſſume a continued and dangerous form. 
In the remittents of an inflammatory type, 
too early an exhibition of the bark may be dan- 
gerous. Their cure ſhould be begun with 
bleeding, cooling purges, and ſmall doſes of an- 
timonials, to break the force of the fever, and 
procure a remiſſion; then the bark may be given 
with advantage ; but in thoſe of a putrid form, 
after proper evacuations have been made with 
mild purgatives, ſuch as manna, fal polychreſt, 
tartariſed kali, &c. and the nauſea and vomiting 
have been relieved by repeated doſes of anti- 
emetic mixtures, the bark may be freely exhi- 
bited, which generally completes the cure. 

If this fever attacks a female patient, on or 
near the time of the menſtrual evacuation (which 
is moſt frequently the caſe) and either ſuppreſſes 
or prolongs that diſcharge, the event is gene- 
rally fatal, unleſs reheved by free bleeding, or 
ſuch medicines as promote or reſtrain the diſ- 
charge, (as one or the other 1s required.) 
Bleeding therefore is more neceſſary in the firſt 
part of the diſeaſe, in ſuch caſes, than ever is 
obſerved with reſpect to men, and the more vi- 
gorous of either ſex, who labour under this 
diſorder. 

Cleanlineſs 1s a great promoter of health, and 
a ſtrict obſervance of it in all inſtances is peculi- 
arly refreſhing to the fick, in this and all other 


diſorders of the putrid and the bilious kind. 
CHAP. 
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| Of the Arg na Maligna, or Putrid ſore Threat. 


'THIs fever 1s a putrid remittent of the erup- 
tive ſpecies, accompanied with an ulcerated ſore 
throat. It is epidemic at times in the different 
countries in Europe, very fatal among children, 
and for the moſt part has for its aſſociate a ſcar- 
let effloreſcence on the ſkin. The inflamma- 
tion is here more of the eryſipelatous than of 
the phlegmonic kind. It comes on with a giddi- 
neſs of the head, chillineſs, or ſhivering, fol- 
lowed by great heat; and theſe interchangeably 
ſucceed each other during ſome hours, till, at 
length, the heat becomes conſtant and intenſe. 
There is at the ſame time, a languor, ſickneſs, 
and vaſt oppreſſion; the pulſe is ſmall and de- 
preſſed, but extremely quick; the breathing 
trequent, and laborious; the ſkin exceſſively 
hot, but not perfectly dry; the tongue moiſt, 
eſpecially toward the root, covered with a whi- 
uſo, ſoft mocus, like cream. Sometimes a nau- 
lea, a vomiting, or purging, or both, attend; 
there is a pain in the head, ſoreneſs of the throat; 
the eyes are inflamed and watery, as in the 
meaſles; there is a faintneſs and anxiety, toge- 
ther with a florid colour on the inſide of the 
throat and tonfils. Inſtead of this redneſs, a 
broad irregular ſpot, of a pale white colour, is 
:ometimes to be ſeen ſurrounded with a florid 
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red; and on the ſecond or third day of the dif- 
eaſe, the face, neck, breaſt, and hands, to the 
finger ends, become of a deep erylipelatous co- 
lour, with a ſenſible tumefaction; a great num- 
ber of ſinall pimples, alſo, of a more inten: 
colour than that which ſurrounds them, appear 
on the arms, and other parts; though the ef- 
floreſcence on the ſkin does not always accompa- 
ny this diſeaſe ; when it does 1t generally ap- 
pears on the third day, but brings no relief; 
on the contrary, the oppreſſion, difficulty of 
breathing, and nauſea, increaſe oftentimes with 
purging ; and the patient, who by this time 
begins to grow delirious, is either conſtantly 
toſſing in bed, or hes in a comatoſe ſtate : the 
ſtrength, which hitherto has kept up more than 
might be expected, now entirely fails; the 
breathing becomes more laborious, and ſwal- 
lowing difficult ; and, before the fixth day, life 
ends by ſuffocation. 

The ſoreneſs of the throat is attended with 
ſloughs, and ulcerates, different from what 
happens in the apthoſe fever; the parotid 
glands commonly ſwell, and are extremely pain- 
ful; a delirium frequently comes on, with heat 
and reſtleſſneſs, eſpecially towards night; and 
a gentle and agreeable ſweat breaks out towards 
the morning, and a remiſſion enſues, which 
ſometimes gives this diſeaſe the appearance of 
an intermittent: a faintneſs, nevertheleſs, ſtill 
attends ; the pulſe is quick and ſmall ; in ſome 
ſoft and full, but ſeldom hard. An offenſive 
bad taſte in the mouth is perceived in this diſ- 
eaſe, and (in the otherwiſe weak and — 
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who are chiefly the ſubjects of it) an acute pain 
affects the head. The breath is infectious, and 
ſhould therefore be guarded againſt. 

This fever molt frequently occurs in the latter 

art of the autumn ; and attacks children and 
pcople with lax habits. 

We ſhould allow ſtrong whey made with 
mountain, or any other rich wine, very freely ; 
age Lea ; and, in caſe of great ſickneſs at the 
ſtomach, mint tea, negus, or other acidulated

cent diatheſis, and hurries on the fatal ſymptoms 
th dependent on that cauſe. Indeed all evacuati- 
at ons, except gentle ſweats, are generally injuri- 
id ous in this diſorder: and therefore, if a looſe- 
n- neſs and vomiting ſhould come on, and prove 
af violent, notwithitanding the complaints in the 
nd throat, and other ſymptoms, may ſeem to indi- 
ds | cate their utility, they ſhould be checked by 
ch ſtimulants and opiates. On the firſt attack of 


the diſeaſe, a vomit is highly ſalutary, not only 
in cleanſing the ſtomach and inteſtines of any 
ſordes which may be lodged there, and aſſiſt in 
aggravating the complaint, but by very often 
putting a total ſtop to the diſeaſe. An emetic, 
m, therefore, ſhould be exhibited, and chamomile

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tea drank plentifully, by which means you may, 
in a great meaſure, ſtop the fickneſs, and pre- 
vent a ſupervening looſeneſs, which very fre- 
quently attends in this diſorder ; and then order 
thus :

By this method the ſloughs will ſeparate, and 
the ſymptoms in general abate; but will leave 
the patient languid, weak, and low, with ſome 
hectic appearances. At this time it will be 
proper to order the cortex, with the addition of 
acid. vitriolic. dilutum, and preſcribe aſſes 
milk, a country air, generous diet, and gentle 
exerciſe.

INTERMITTENT FEVERS, er AGuxs. 


I. Quotidian. 2. Tertian. 3. Quartan. 


THIS fever takes its name from there being 4 


total ceſſation of all febrile affection between the 


paroxyſms : as in remittent fevers, there is only 
an abatement or mitigation of the ſymptoms : 
ſo in this, there is a total freedom, and the pa- 
tient feels, during that interval, as if not op- 
preſſed with the diſeaſe. This fever has three 
regular ſtages, viz. the cold fit, the hot fit, 
and the ſweating. „ 

The 
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The firſt begins with yawning, ſtretching, 
pain in the back, and at the ends of the fingers; 
to theſe ſucceed great coldneſs and ſhivering, 
which laſt is ſometimes very violent. There is 
alſo a difficulty of breathing, with great oppreſ- 
fion, nauſea, and frequent vomiting ; the lips 
and cheeks are pale ; the nails livid, and the 
whole ſkin ſhrivelled up, and contracted ; the 
pulſe is weak but quick; and the urine, if any 
is made during this ſtage, is thin, crude, and 
diaphanous. 

This cold fit will ſometimes continue four or 
five hours, in other caſes not laſt longer than 
half an hour, but in general it remains between 
one and two hours ; afterwards the hot fit com- 
mences, in which the ſickneſs, anxiety, and 
difficulty of breathing remain, but go off by 
degrees as the pulſe gets fuller and ſtronger ; 
along with the heat there is exceſſive thirſt, 
violent head ach, and frequently delirium ; 
ſometimes, in very dangerous caſes, a degree of 
ſtupidity, or coma. The breathing is quick, but 
free; the pulſe ſtrong, full, and rapid; the 
urine high coloured. 

How long this fit will continue 1s not certain, 
it has no determinate period, but as a ſweat 
comes on, which generally does, all the febrile 
ſymptoms vaniſh, and appear to be carried oft 
by this cuticular evacuation. Then ſucceeds 
the interval of eaſe, which is different according 
to the ſpecies of the intermittent, which 1s 
commonly divided into the quotidian, the ter- 
tian, and the quartan. In the qguoriazan, there 
is a fit once in every twenty-four hours; in the 
tertian, 
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tertian, there is an apyrexy, or intermiſſion, for 
at leaſt twenty - four hours; and it is called a 
auartan, when the patient is two days free from 
the fever ; and this 1s more difficult to cure than 
atertian or quotidian, which laſt are often cured 
by 5 { of good bark. Quartans frequently ex- 
tend from autumn to ſpring. An autumnal 
ague is more dithcultly cured than a vernal. 
Quotidians, and double tertians, eſpecially when 
they anticipate the hour of their return, are apt 
to change into continual fevers, and are then 
attended with greater danger. 

Profuſe ſweats mult never be promoted in the 
courſe of intermitting fevers ; for by ſuch me- 
thods you weaken your patient to ſuch a degree 
as to render the diſtemper dangerous, and the 
cure difficult. 

At the beginning of fevers, it is very often, 
nay almoſt always, impoſſible to tell whether 
they will turn out continual, remittent, or in- 
termittent ; and, therefore, if any thing is ne- 
ceflary to be done, the ſtate of the conſtitution 
will point of what nature it muſt be. If the 
pulſe 1s full, and the habit plethoric, bleeding 


will be required ; if the ſtomach appears loaded, 


or foul, an emetic ſhould be exhibited ; and 
thould it fail to clear the inteſtines, ſome proper 
purgative ſhould be given; or an emollient 
clyſter thrown up. Indeed a vomit ſhould 
ſcarce ever be omitted, when the fever has put 
on, and manifeſted its intermittent type. Four 


Ipoonfuls of the following may be given, and 


continued at proper intervals, till it has produced 
its effects:

If no nauſea or ſickneſs attend, fome think 
the tinct. aloes, vel pil. ex aloe & myrrha, pre- 
ferable to an emetic ; the aperient medicine 
though muſt be given in the intermiſſion, im- 
mediately after the fever hath ceaſed, fo that its 
operation may be over before the return of the 
next fit.

By theſe means, very often the diſorder will 
be conquered ; but ſhould they fail, and the 
febrile affections {till keep their ground, antimo- 
nials, as in caſes of continued fevers, may be had 
recourſe to. Let the fever be of what nature it 
will, the method here laid down will be proper; 
but, if in ſome time it clearly ſhews it to be a 
ſpecies of intermittent, if the paroxyſm appears 


regular, paſling through the cold, hot, and 
ſweating 
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ſweating ſtages, and the intermiſſion is attended 
with an even, ſteady, ſoft pulſe, and a well- 
charged urine, we may boldly venture to throw 
in the bark; but otherwiſe it is of great conſe- 
quence to be wary in the exhibition of it ; as it, 
if not well timed, might be productive of very 
dangerous obſtructions.

ad WM fidered as a practical rule, that patients ſhould, 
during 
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during the intermiſſion, take as much bark as 
is ſuthcient for the prevention of the return of 
the paroxyſm. Adults generally require from 
ſix to eight drachms; and the continuance of the 
apyrexy will point out the times in Which it 
ought to be taken. In a quotidian, the bark 
ought to be taken every ſecond hour; in a ter- 
tian, every third or fourth; in a quartan, the 
firſt day free from febrile affection, the medi- 
eine may be omitted; but the ſecond and third 
ſhould be taken every ſecond or third hour. 

This medicine, properly adminiſtered, ſeldom 
fails to ſtop the return of the fever in a ſhort 
time: then, in order to prevent a relapſe, after 
this has happened, the medicine ſhould ſtill be 
continued every fifth or ſixth hour for two or 
three days; then twice a day for one week ; and 
once a day for another ; the patient avoiding 
night air, and refraining from any ſort of food 
that is cold, flatulent, and watery. 

Some ſtomachs will not bear the bark either 
in ſubſtance or decoction ; in which caſe it may 
be agreeably taken in the following manner:

Six drams of bark in 
a julep, v emed with ſome ſpirituous water, is 
the moſt effectual mode; but if this cannot be 
ſubmitted to, and a quantity requiſite cannot 


taken, bark clyſters may be given.

[ Pyrmont water, and riding on horſeback, wil 
aſſlit much in Iecuring the body from farther 
attacks; and where the viſcera are Perie Ms 
ſound, cold bathing may be of great uſe in pre. 
venting a return of "theſe fevers ; and the bark 
ſhould be taken at the end of every two or three 
weeks, and repeated at proper intervals occaſi- 
onally.

The opium relieves the head-ach and fever, 
and remote a profuſe ſweat. Dr. Lind, (who 
inuc uced this practice) gives theopiate in about 
two ounces of che tinct. facra, when the patient 
is coſtive, ordering the bark immediately after 
the fit. Thus the At is ſhortened, and the in- 
teſt ines cleanſed before giving the bark. 

For children labouring under this diſeaſe, a 
waiſtcoat with powdered bark quilted between 
the folds of it has been of ſervice : alfo bathing 
in a ſemicupium, made of a decoction of the 
cortex ; or rubbing the ſpine, at the approach 
of the fit, with a mixture of equal parts of tinc- 
tura opii and linimentum ſaponis. If theſe 
ſhould not produce the deſired effect, two or 
three tea-{ſpoonfuls of the ſyrup. papav. alb. 
may be given in the hot fit. And for the entire 
removal of the diſeaſe, after purging with the 
magneſia alba, one drachm of the extract. cort. 
Peru: with a few drops of the tinct. opii, may 
be given in a clyſter, and repeated every three 

hours, for a child of about a year old. 
Pills made of cobwebs have been known to 
cure the ague. Indeed there are few diſorders 
that have ſuch a multiplicity of empirical reme- 
dies recommended for the cure ; Dr. Lind has 
collected 
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collected no leſs than forty, in his Eſſay on Diſ-

ERUPTIVE FEVERS. 


CH A-F - + 


Of the Small Pox. 


THE ſmall- -pox are commonly divided into 
two ſorts ; the diſtinct and confluent. 

The firſt ſymptoms of the diſtinct ſort are 
like thoſe of moſt other fevers, a ſenſation of 
cold, ſhivering, great oppreſſion, nauſea, and 
vomiting, with pain in the head and back, ex- 
ceſſive heat and thirſt, ſtraightneſs about the 
precordia, drowſineſs, ſometimes a degree of 
delirium, and, in young children, convulſions, 
which in them are conſidered as a favourable 
ſymptom. In ſtrong plethoric patients the pulſe 
is frequent, full, and hard ; the eyes red and 
ſparkling, the ſkin moiſt and ſoft. 

About the ſecond, third, or fourth day from 
the firſt ſeizure, little red pots are ſeen, like 
flea-bites, which feel hard in the ſkin, when 
— with the finger; which hardneſs diſtin- 

guiſhes 
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guiſhes them from other eruptions, particular], 
the 'meaſles, which at their firſt appearance can 
ſeldom be felt in this manner, being rather ef. 
floreſcences, not elevating the cuticle ; and 
theſe ſpots appear on the face, hands, and fore 
part of the arm, neck, ,and upper part of the 
breaſt, ſucceſſively, attended with reſtleſſneſs. 
The pain, ſickneſs, oppreſſion, and febrile 
affections, decreaſe as the eruption appears, 
and, except the ſkin continuing hot and moiſt, 
go off in a day or two. About the fixth day 
from the attack, the puſtules begin to ſwell, 
grow hot, and painful, and round their bahis 
the colour of the ikin appears of a florid red ; 
the whole face, and particularly the eye-lids, 
are ſoon after fo puffed up that the eyes are often 
cloſed ; and the whole countenance io changed 
and inflated, as to have ſcarcely any reſemblance 
of the natural features. Now the febrile ſymp- 
toms begin to be rekindled, and encreaſe until 
the ninth, tenth, or eleventh day, according to 
the particular circumſtances reſpecting the quan- 
tity of eruption, and ſeverity of the diſcaſe. 
The puſtules on the ninth day are at their 7 
and now the face and eye-lids ſwell ; and, il 
numerous, the eyes cloſe up; the hands alſo 1. 
gin to tumefy; the puſtules having many of 
them acquired the ſize of peas, and being arriv- 
ed at complete maturation, and filled with yel- 
lowiſh pus, begin to turn of a dark colour, to 
dry, and become rough ; on the tenth day, on 
the face; on the eleventh the ſwelling ſubfices, 
and, as that happens, the hands and feet puff 
up, and the * do not fall till the four- 
teenth 
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teenth or fifteenth, when the puſtules begin to 


ſcale off. 

In the confluent kind all the above ſigns are 
greatly aggravated ; the ſpots are more red, 
thick, and cloſe, and the ſpaces between them 
much more inflamed ; livid ſpots alſo frequent- 
iy attend. This kind of pock firſt appears about 
the fourth or fifth day, and comes to its ſtate 
about the fifteenth. The fever does not give 
way on the eruption, as in the diſtinct. A ſpit- 
ting, in adults, is a regular ſymptom in the 
coniinent {mall pox, from the ſixth day till after 
the criſis, the ſudden ſtoppage of which is at- 
tended with dangerous circumſtances, unleſs it 
be ſucceeded by a remarkable ſwelling of the 
hands. A diarrhea, in children, often precedes 
this kind of ſmall pox. 

In caſes where the ſurface of the body is, in 
a manner, entirely covered over with the erup- 
tion, and this hardening into a continued cruſt, 
what with the abſorption of the purulent mat- 
ter, what with the offenſive ſordes from the 
inteſtinal canal, and what with the obſtruction 
of the cutaneous diſcharges, the blood again 
appears to be affected with a morbific acrimony, 
which raiſes a new fever, that frequently de- 
ſtroys the patient, in ſpite of every effort to 
avert the fatal cataſtrophe. 

This ſecondary fever ought, perhaps, rather 
to be attributed to the incomplete ſeparation and 
expulſion of the vairolous matter ; and from 
hence, alſo, proceed nauſea, and want of appe- 
tite, hectic heat, inflammations of the eyes, 
edematous ſwellings of the hands and feet, 
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abſceſſes, and untoward ulcers, eſpecially in 
ſcrophulous habits, and fooliſhneſs, a degree of 
delirium, without fever, a cough, and other 
phthiſical ſymptoms. The ſureſt remedy for 
every one of theſe complaints is the cortex, as a 
tonic, an antiſeptic, and corrector of acrimony, 
and grand reſtorative, joined to a proper courſe 
of diet, change of air, and the prudent interpo- 
ſition of cathartics. 

The danger of this diſeaſe is generally eſti- 
mated by the number and nature of the puſtu- 
les, and chiefly by: thoſe on the face ; alſo, by 
the manner of their coming out; the more flow 
and regular their appearance, the more univer- 
ſal will be the ſeparation of the variolous matter. 
The fewer there are in the face, and about the 
throat, or on the breaſt, or the neck, the better. 

Where it 1s fatal, the patient generally dies 
on the eighth or ninth day, in the diſtinct kind; 
and on the eleventh in the confluent. 

The regimen ſhould be determined by the 
ſymptoms and ſeaſons of the year: the patient 
for inſtance, muſt be kept warmer in winter 
than in ſummer : a hot regimen, at all times, 
is now juſtly and univerſally exploded. 

The diet ſhould be light, and not heating; 
the apartment thould be kept cool, and the pa- 
tient fit up ſome hours every day, if the ſtrength 
will permit. | 

The drink ſhould be cold water, or barley- 
water, milk and water, milk-porridge, barley- 
gruel: ſmall white-wine whey, in ſome caſes 
may be allowed. Attenuating drinks cannot be 
too much inculcated in either the diſtinct or con- 


fluent 
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fluent pock; but, above all, the free admiſſion 
of purc air. ; 

It appears abvious, that the ſmall pox is to be 
tre ted according to the nature of the fever 
which accomianies it; if the diſcaſe ſhould 
ſeize people whoſe conitituuon labours under 
an inflammatory diatheſis, and have the ſyinp- 
toms of an inflammatory fever, copious diced- 
ing, and that repeated if the ſymptoms do not 
abate on the firſt evacuation, is neceflary, anti- 
monials in ſmall doſes, with nitre, and cooling 
ſub-acid drinks; and clyſters to empty the 
bowels. If, on the contrary, thoſe of an oppo- 
fite temperament, who have been exhauſted by 
previous diſorders, or who have weak and re- 
laxed fibres, with a poor and thin ſtate of fluids, 
and ſhould ſtea] on in a gradual way, like a ner- 
vous fever, we mult endeavour to rouze the lan- 
guid animal motions, by giving warm wine, or 

rong {ack-whey, with ſome drops of compound 
ſpirit of ammonia in each doſe ; and, on no ac- 
count, to attempt, to leflen the quantity of 
blood, or give any thing that may bring on a 
number of looſe ſtools : a gentle emetic will be 
beneficial, as its ation may not only tend to 
promote the eruption, but, alſo, by unloading 
the ſtomach, may remove the heavy ſickneſs, 
and relieve the anxiety.

If the ſymptoms go on properly, and a coſ- 
tiveneſs attends, many chooſe to procure a ſtool 
by an emollient clyſter every ſecond or third day; 
others omit it till the ninth di ; but this laſt 
cannot ſurely be maint::nea as a reaſonable 
practice; ſince expericice evinces the propriety 
of keeping tne br gently and regularly 
open. 

After the eruption 18 complete, fyr. papav.

In ſome caſes of the confluent pox, anodyne3 
are by no means indicated in a diarrhœa, as it 
may be a critical diſcharge of part of the vario- 
lous matter by the bowels. If the ſuppuration 
does not go on kindly, and petechiz appear, the 
bark ſhould be given. 
in caſe a delirium and lethargic ſymptoms 
come on towards the criſis, with reſtleſſneſs, 
and difficulty of breathing, bliſters muſt be im- 
mediately 2 pplied to the legs and arms ; but, 
above all, there ſhould be a 2 full adm: ilſion of pure 
air, with as much cold water for drink as the 
thirſt requires, and the bowels ſhould be con- 
ſtantly kept open. 
Gentle cardiacs, in almoſt all caſes of this 
kind, ſhould not be omitted.

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This ſymptom (viz. bloody urine) ſometimes 
attends the beginning of the ſmall-pox, and 
is joined with great pain in the back ; in ſuch 
the eruption never riſes. All which I have ſeen 
under theſe circumſtances have died. Bleeding 
in this caſe is eſteemed injurious, though the 
pain may ſeem to indicate it. 

Some phyſicians have lately recommended 
mercurials in the confluent ſmall-pox, ſo as to 
raiſe a gentle ptialiſm ; this practice undoubtedly 
merits farther conſideration. 

Gentle purgatives are recommended towards 
the decline of this diſtemper ; ſuch as intuſ. 
ſen. tinctur. ſen. ſal. Rupellenſ. vel kali tar- 
tar. then ſtronger cathartics, ſuch as the ex- 
tract. colocynth. cum aloe gr. xv. vel, yi. pro 
doſi, & repetend. ad quatuor vel ſex vices. 

Some greatly diſapprove of ſevere purges 
after the ſmall-pox, ſuppoſing that they bring 
on various diſeaſes; ſuch as ſcrophulous tumors, 
&c. It is moſt certain we often find, where 
they have been neglected at proper intervals, 
that many troubleſome diſorders enſue ; ſuch as 
ſtrumous ophthalmies, ſwellings, &c. which, 
when they do happen, are beſt removed by al- 
teratives and mild evacuations.—But if ſuch 
complaints ſhould ariſe, in tender habits, from 
too ſevere purging, or ſhould not ſubmit 
to the former method, we muſt have recourſe 


to the cortex, and to aſſes milk: perpetual 


bliſters, and, in groſs, ſcrophulous ſubjects,

iſſues, at the decline of this diſorder, will be of 
infinite ſervice. | 


Small doſes of calomel are very ſucceſsfully 
uſed 
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uſed after the ſmall-pox, and injure the tender 
conſtitution leſs than profule purging. 


Of INOCULATION. 


I Noculation is the happieſt method of commu- 
nicating the ſmall-pox : yet, notwithſtanding 
the great ſucceſs that generally attends it, it 
requires preparation, with reſpect to the ſuhject 
of inoculation, and diſcretion, with reſpect to 
the operator. The patients ſhould be ſound 
and healthy, or at leaſt free from acrimonious 
humours. | 

The beſt age is from two years, and up- 
wards ; as the proportion of children dying 
before that period thews how much they are 
liable to diſeaſes of other kinds. Indeed very 
young children are ſubject to have a great 
number of puſtules, which always indicate 
danger. 

As to the ſeaſons for inoculation, there is no 
reaſonable objection to be made to any, unleſs 
{ome epidemic ſtate of the air prevails. 

With regard to the preparation, the great 
point is thought to lie in reducing the patient 
if in high health, and in ſtrengthening him if 
weak; alſo to clear the bowels from all crudities. 
In order to effect this, it is proper to abſtain 
from all animal food, broths, butter, cheeſe, 
eggs, ſpices, and fermented liquors ; and enter 
upon a diet of puddings, gruel, ſago, milk, 


rice,

rice, fruit, greens, potatoes and vege- 
tables; with the uſe of tea, coffee, and cho- 
colate. This courſe is to be purſued for a week 
or ten days; during which time he is to take 
taree preparative pills ; or the medicine may be 
given in the form of a powder, and taken in 
currant-jelly or ſyrup, going to reſt ; and the 
next morning purged off with a doſe of Glau- 
ber's falt A ed in barley- water or water- 
gruel. 

The firſt doſe ſnould be given at the entrance 
of this courſe; the ſecond, three or four days 
after ; and the third, on the eighth or ninth 
wy ; and the inoculation ſhould be performed 
the day after tne laſt 404 has been taken. Some 
caſes may occur, of weakly patients, where the 

ove plan, both as to diet and medicine, may 


be diſp z1enſed with; and boned chicken or any

light food may very judiciouſly be adminiſtered : 


—— 
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and whore a few alteratives, ſach as æthiops, for 
ſome day s, with a gentle purge or two, may be 
lun icient. 

The preparative medicine is to be compoſed 
of prepared calomel, and crabs' claws, of each 
eight grains, and one eighth part of a. grain of 
tar arte antimony. Theſe ſhould be intima tely 
mixed in a glaſs mortar. This quantity is a full 
doſe for a healthy man or woman ; and it muſt 
be regulated in proportion to the age and con- 
ititution. 

For girls of ten or twelve years I have com- 
monly given three grains of calomel, and three 
of crabs' claws, and one ſixteenth part of a grain 
of tartariſed antimony. 


Notwith- 
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Notwithſtanding what has been ſaid on pre- 
paration, previous to inoculation, it muſt be 
acknowledged that many eminent practitioners 
now doubt its efficacy, and boldly inoculate all 
perſons in health without any previous prepara- 
tion. Perhaps this method is not leſs ſucceſsful, 
but it will ſcarcely ever be ſo acceptable to the 
patients or their friends, ſimplicity and want of 
myſtery being always diſliked by the majority of 
mankind. | 

As to the manner of communicating the in- 
fection; a little of the matter is to be taken from 
the place of inſertion, if the patient is under 
inoculation, or from a puſtule, if in the natural 
way, on the point of a lancet. This is to be 
introduced in that part of the arm where iſſues 
are cut, deep enough to paſs through the ſcart- 
Kin, and juſt to touch the ſkin itſelf. It is in 
general proper to make two of theſe punctures, 
cloſe to each other, in order to render the in- 
fection more certain. Neither bandage, plaſ- 
ter, or covering 1s to be applied. 

Many recommend the taking the matter in a 
crude ſtate, or during the eruptive fever ; and 
it ſeems indifferent whether it be from a patient 
who has the ſmall-pox in the natural way, or 
by inoculation. 

About the third day after the operation, the 
{mall punctures appear inflamed. At that pe- 
riod it will be proper to give three grains of 
prepared calomel, and as much crabs' claws, 
with one-tenth part of a grain of tartariſed an- 
timony, very intimately mixed, going to reſt, in 
the form of a powder or pill ; purging the patient 

next 
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next day briſkly with jalap or vitriolated natron. 
This ſhould be repeated about the ſixth or ſe- 
venth day, and by many 1s again practiſed du- 
ring the eruption. About the ſixth or ſeventh 
day, pains come on in the arms, which indicate 
the eruption; then follow pains in the head, 
back, loins, &c. with a fœtid breath, and bad 
taſte in the mouth. And now, the eruption 
being completed, little remains to be done, but 
to give a gentle laxative draught of infuſion of 
ſena and manna with Zi. or 31. of tartariſed 
kali, provided the feveriſh ſymptoms run high. 
Should the ſmall wounds not appear inflamed, 
but remain pale and flat about the edges, with 
other unfavourable appearances, then the pow - 
der or pill firſt ordered muſt be given over- 
night, and purged off next day. 

At this period it is indiſpenſably neceſſary to 
keep the patient out of bed, and to let him 
have as much free air as poſſible, either by 
walking out, or (if the weather forbids that) 
by having the windows up, and that he be kept 
In gentle motion. Frequent caſes have occurred 
of very tender, delicate girls, who chuſe rather 
to fit by the fire than move about ; yet, upon 
their having a window thrown up, and a glaſs of 
cold water given them, even when the fever 
ran high, pleaſing ſenſations of relief were the 
immediate conſequence. 

The ſucceſs of inoculation depends greatly 
upon this method of keeping the patient out of 
bed, and expoſing him to the cold air during 
the eruptive fever. | 


F I have 
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I have inoculated with matter during the 
eruptive fever, and with matter taken in the 
mature ſtate; but am not able to determine 
which is preferable, both having anſivere! 
eq. II 0 „ell. 

I had never had a boil or ſwelling of any 
kind ſo much complained of in this new me- 
thod of inoculation : yet have had frequent en- 
perience of very troubleſome fyei.ings in the 
old way. 

Three doſes of phyſic, after the eruption is 
gone, ſeem neceſſary to be given at proper pe- 
riods. 

After the completion of the eruption, the 
mercurial antimonia! medicine is recommended 
to be taken at proper intervals, till the puſtules 
are brought to their height; and any light, 
purging apozem may be uſed to procure a {tool 
or two every day. 

The patient, during this ſtage, if he be ſo un- 
fortunate as to have many puſtules, a thing 
which happens but rarely with {ſkilful operators, 
ſhould not be raſhly carried into the open air, 
becauſe nature may {tand in need, and often 
does, of reſt and nouriſhment; therefore, lying 
on the bed, and being at eaſe, muſt be the bu- 
ſineſs of this ſtate. A pleaſant drink is ordered, 
at this period of the diſeaſe, by ſome experienced 
inoculators, to be made with one part of diluted 


vitriolic acid, and two parts of ſp. ætheris vi- 


triol. Half an ounce of this is to be added t 
three pints of barley- water, or as much pecto- 
ral decoction, and is uſed to much advantage %

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To conclude ; the preparation in full habits 
of body ſeems moſtly neceffary ; but in others it 
may be omitted : and inoculation has been as 
ſucceſsful, where it has been performed after 
one calomel pill and a doſe of phyſic, as after 
the long courſe. The laxative ſtate of the body, 
with pure and cool air, during the eruptive pe- 
riod, appear always neceſſary: and theſe, con- 
trary to former practice, are intended to abate 
any feverith ſymptoms, which are now looked 


upon as the greateſt enemy, inſtead of nature's 
friendly agent as heretofore. 
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Of the Swine and Chicken Pox. 


TAE {wine and chicken-pox are of a milder 
nature than the ſmall-pox, and differ but in the 
name. 
Theſe pocks break out in many without any 
illneſs, or previous fign ; in others they are pre- 
ceded by a little degree of chillineſs, laſſitude, 
cough, broken fleep, wandering pains, loſs 
of appetite, and feveriſhneſs for three days. 
Moſt of the eruptions are the common fize of 
the ſmall-pox, but ſome are leſs; they are not 
confluent or numerous. On the firit day they 
are reddiſh ; on the ſecond, on the top of moſt 
of them, there is a very ſmall bladder about the 
lize of a millet-ſeed : this is ſometimes full of a 
1 watery, 
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watery, colourleſs, ſometimes of a yellowiſh li. 
quor, contained between the cuticle and ſkin, 
On the ſ:cond, or at the fartheſt on the third 
day from the beginning oi the eruption, as many 
of theſe pocks as are not broken, ſeem arrived 
at their full maturity ; and thoſe which are full. 
eſt of that yellow liquor very much reſemble 
what the genuine ſmail-pox are about the fifth 
or ſixth day, eſpecially where there happens to 
be a larger ſpace than ordinary occupied by the 
extravaſated ſerum. When the little bladder is 
burſt by accident or rubbing, as happens ſome- 
times on the firſt day, there forms a thin ſcab, 
and the ſwelling of the other part abates with- 
out its ever being turned into pus, as it is in the 
ſmall-pox. The few whicheſcape being burſt, 
have the little drop of liquor contained in the 
veſicle at the top of them turn yellow and 
thick, and dries into a ſcab. On the fifth day 
of the eruption, they are almoſt dried, and co- 
vered with a {light cruſt. The patients ſcarce 
ſuffer any thing through the whole progreſs of 
the illneſs, except ſome languidneſs of ſtrength, 
ſpirits, and appetite. A proper regimen, witl 
plenty of dilution, ſeems to be the chief inten- 
tion neceſſary for the cure, with a few mill 
purges. The principal marks by which the 
chicken-pox may be diſtinguiſhed from the 
ſmall-pox are, the appearance on the ſecond 0! 
third day from the eruption of the veſicle ful 
of ſerum upon the top of the pock, and the 
cruſts which covers the pocks on the fifth day; 
at which time thoſe of the ſmall-pox are n0! 


at the height of their ſuppuration. Thy 
| who 
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who have once had the chicken-pox are not ca- 
pable of having it again. It is proper to re- 
mark here, that they ſometimes are ſo large, 
and come to ſuch maturity, as to be miſtaken 
for the ſmall-pox. Theſe inſtances have given 
riſe to the ſuppoſition of ſome perſons having 
had the true ſmall-pox a ſecond time; and 
where inoculators have been ſo unwary as to 
take infection from them, have, beſides injur- 
ing the reputation of the practice, occaſioned 
{ome falling ſacrifices to a fatal ſecurity. The 
predominant epidemic, aud the way in which 
the infection had been received, ſhould ever be 
enquired into before infection 1s taken from a 
natural ſmall-pock, attended with a very fe 

eruptions, | 

There is a cutaneous diſeaſe believed to be a 
more malignant kind of chicken-pox, and thus 
deſcribed; the diſorder is preceded for three or four 
days by all the ſymptoms which fore-run the 
chicken- pox, but in a much higher degree; on 
the fourth or fifth day the eruption appears with 
very little abatement of the fever; the pains 
licewiſe of the limbs and back ſtill continue, to 
which are joined pains of the gums. The packs 
are redder than the chicken-pocks, and ſpread 
wider, and hardly riſe ſo high ; at leaſt not in 
proportion to their _ Inſtead of one little 
head or veſicle of a gerous matter, theſe have 
trom four to ten or twelve. They go off juſt 
like the chicken-pox, and are diſtinguiſhable by 
the fame marks; beſides which, the continu- 
ance of the pains and fever after the eruption, 
and the degree of both theſe, though there be 
not 
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not above twenty pocks, are what never happen 
in the ſmall-pox. The mode of cure is ſimilar 
to what has been delivered above. 


Co AT. II. 


Of the Meaſles. 


'THE meaſles are known by the appearance of 
{mall eruptions, reſembling flea-bites, over the 
face and body ; but particularly about the neck 
and breaſt, not tending to ſuppuration. Many 
of theſe ſpots ſoon join, and form red ſtreaks, 
or ſuffuſions, larger or ſmaller, which inflame 
the ſkin, and produce a very perceptible ſwell- 
ing of the face; each ſmall ſpot is raiſed a little 
above the ſurface, eſpecially in the face, where 
they are manifeſt to the touch ; in the limbs 
and trunk they form only a roughneſs. 
The ſigns are a general aneaſineſs, chilli- 
neſs, and ſhivering, pain in the head, in grown 
perſons ; ; but, in children, a having and 
ſoreneſs in the throat, fever, ſickneſs, and vo- 
miting, as happen in moſt fevers; but the 
chief characteriſtic ſymptoms are, a heavineſ 
about the eyes, with ſwelling, inflammation, 
and a defluxion of ſharp tears, and great acute- 
neſs of ſenſation, ſo that they cannot bear the 
light without pain, together with a diſcharge of 
ſerous humour from the noſtrils, which pro- 
duces — The heat, and other febrile 
0 ſymptoms, 
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ſymptoms, encreaſe very rapidly; to which ſuc- 
ceeds a frequent and dry cough, a ſtuffing, great 
oppreſſion, and oftentimes retching to vomit, 
with violent pains in the loins, and ſometimes 
a looſeneſs ; at other times there is great ſweat- 
ing, the tongue foul, and white ; the thirſt 
very great, and in general the fever runs much 
higher than in the milder ſort of the regular 
ſmall-pox. The eruptions appear about the 
fourth or fifth day, and ſometimes about the 
end of the third. On the third, or fourth day, 
from their firſt appearance, the redneſs dimi- 
niſhes, the ſpots, or very ſmall puſtules, dry 
up, the cuticle peels off, and is replaced by a 
new one. The ſymptoms do not go off on the 
eruption, as in the ſmall-pox, except the vo- 
miting; the cough and head- ach continue, 
with the weakneſs and defluxion on the eyes, and 
a conſiderable degree of fever. 

On the ninth, or eleventh day, no trace of 
redneſs is to be found, but the ſkin aſſumes its 
wonted appearance ; yet without there have 
been ſome conſiderable evacuations, either by 
the ſkin, kidneys, or by vomiting, the patient 
will not recover ſtrength, but the cough will 
continue, the fever return with new violence, 
and bring on great diſtreſs and danger. A ſimi- 
lar method nearly as in the ſmall-pox is here re- 
quiſite; only in this caſe the patient ſhoud be 
ma moderately warm air, keep in bed, uſe 
great quantities of weak tepid drink, dilu- 
tion being very requiſite, as the diſeaſe is at- 
dag with inflammation; eſpecially of the 
ungs. 


Bleeding , 
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Bleeding, is abſolutely neceſſary, if the fever 
be high, the pulſe hard, the load and oppreſſion 
heavy, and all the ſymptoms violent, and, if 
poſſible, before the appearance of the eruption: 
however, if it has not been done before, it muſt 
nevertheleſs by no means be neglected, or muſt 
be largely repeated, according to the urgency of 
the caſe ; for as the lungs are chiefly concerned 
in this diſtemper, great regard muſt be had to 
them ; and if the head and cheſt are much af- 
fected, blood ought to be drawn from the feet 
in preference to the arm. 

Vomits are to be uſed with great caution 
here, as the blood is much agitated, and the 
pulmonary veſſels much weakened by cough- 
ing. Though ſmall doſes of antimonials ſhould 
be given every fix or eight hours, and thin aci- 
dulated liquids be drank freely, and if coſtive, 
agliſter given every day ; and, indeed, the mea- 
ſles, in their dangerous ſtate, ought in ge— 
neral to be conſidered merely as a peripneu- 
mony. 

The pediluviam is ſometimes of uſe to re- 
lieve the head and cheſt ; and ſteams of hat 
water received into the lungs, are often of ſer- 


vice in reheving the cough and ſoreneſs of the 
throat.

At the turn of this diſeaſe, when peripneu- 
monic ſymptoms come on, gentle purging is ne- 
ceflary : if the cough be conſiderable, and the 
fever artended with a difficulty of breathing, 
bleeding ſhould be again repeated, eſpecially if 
the ſymptoms be urgent. 

The belly ſhould be kept ſoluble, and a bliſ- 
ter applied between the ſhoulders, and made 
perpetual, if the cough continues obſtinate. 
Iſſues between the ſhoulders, or a ſeton, are alſo 
of infinite ſervice ; and the antimonial powder 
ſhould be often repeated, as preſcribed in the 
hooping-cough. Repeated ſmall bleedings are 
here alſo neceſſary. | |

A Iouſeneſs ſucceeding the meaſles will often 
give way to bleeding. It is by ſome ingenious 
3 reckoned a great error to purge im- 

mediately after the meafles, as this diſeaſe 1s 
: . <a by them to be occaſioned by a light ac- 

poiſon thrown on the {kin ; and which, at- 
_— the diſappearance, ought rather to be carri— 
ed off by a natural perſpiration, or gentle 
diaphoreſis. Cooling lenitive medicines are al- 
ways neceſlary after f dis malady, to carry off the 
remaining indammatcry ſtate of the humours ; 
and perhaps no aſe; e requires a longer conti- 
nuance of laxative or gently purging medicines.

and generally obſerve that, by the following 


treatment, the uſual bad conſequences are en- 
tirely prevented: Apply a buſter, and continue 
its diſcharge from the firſt appearance of the diſ- 
eaſe ; keep the bowels lax, allo from che be- 
ginning and throughout; and tor common drink 
give 2 ſmali proportion of brandy with water. 
The bliſter is ſaid to prevent the eyes from being 
affected, to moderate rae cough, and prevents 
the diſeaſe from ſettling on the lungs. 


CHAP. IV. 


Of the Scarlet Fever. 


This fever takes its name from the ſcarlet 
effloreſcence which appears on the ſkin of the 
whole body, not rifing above the ſurface, at- 
tended with heat, dryneſs, and itching. It 
commences with a chillineſs and ſhivering like 
other fevers, but without great ſickneſs; and 
theſe are ſucceeded by heat, thirſt, and head- 
ach; ſometimes in a very moderate degree, at 
others more violent.— The {kin is covered with 
red ſpots, more numerous, much broader, of a 
fuller red, but leſs uniform than thoſe of the 
meaſles. After two, three, or four days, the 
effloreſcence diſappears, the cuticle peels off, 
and there remains a kind of branny ſcales, diſ- 


perſed over the body, which {ſometimes re-ap- 
pears two or three times. 2 


It 
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It generally appears towards tlie end of ſum- 
mer, and particularly attacks children. 
Where the diſcaſe appears ut this ſimple ſtate, 
there is little required from art, but the kindly 
warmth of the bed, confining the patient to di- 
luent drinks, abſtaining from all fleſh, and giv- 
ing a gentle cathartic or two at the cloſe of the 
diſtemper, when the ſkin is entirely peeled off 
and the ſymptoms vanithed. 
But SYDENHAM obſerves, „ that at the be- 

« ginning of the eruption epiieptic convulſi- 
c ons, or coma, ſometimes happen to young 
« perſons and children; then it is highly pro- 
per to a pply a large and ſtrong bliſter to the 
„neck, and immediately exhibit a paregoric of 
* ſyrup of white poppies, which is to be re- 
« peated every evening during the illneſs, and 
« milk boiled with three times the quantity of 
« water muſt be given for ordinary drink, and 
* abſtinence from animal food enjoined.” 
Sometimes alſo the red eruption is intermixed 
with itching blotches like the ſtinging of nettles. 
The fever here is not uſually more {ſevere nor 
diſtrefling than where theſe do not make their 
appearance, and requires no interpoſition, ex- 
cept the fever runs high ; then bleeding and 
the antiphlogiſtic method may be had recourſe 
tO. 
But the ſcarlet fever ſometimes puts on a very 
malignant appearance. It then attacks with a 
chillineſs, languor, fickneſs, and oppreſſion ; 
theſe are ſucceeded by great heat, nauſea, and 
vomiting, with a ſoreneſs in the throat, a fmall 
quick pulſe, and a frequent and laborious breath- 
ing 
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ing. The tonſils appear inflamed and ulcerated, 
though not rauch ſwelled ; and on the third day 
the elfloreſcence appears, but without any re- 
lief. When it proves fatal, it generally ter- 
minates, by a ſuffocation, before the fixth 
da 

"This dangerous kind of the ſcarlet fever re- 
uires great "caution and judgment in the me- 
thod of cure. Bleeding can hardly be ordered 
with ſafety, but if inflammatory ſymptoms 
ſhould prevail fo as to indicate that evacuation, 
it muſt be made by ſcarifying, and afterwards 
applying cupping- -glaſſes betwixt the ſhoulders, 
and repeating the operation as occaſion requires. 
The fame precaution is alſo neceſſary in pro- 
moting ſtools ; for antimonials, which are fre- 
quently ſo ſucceſsful in other fevers, in this 
frequently bring on violent and dangerous purg- 
ing: however, the body, if coſtive, muſt be 
kept open by gentle and emollient clyſters. A 
bliſter ſhould be applied between the ſhoulders, 
and another round the throat, if neceſſity re- 
quires it. If a putreſcent diatheſis be 
highly predominant, the chief dependance muſt 
be on the cortex, joined with ſnake-root, 
and cordials. If the bark ſhould run off by 
ſtool, three, four, or five drops of tinct. opii 
op be added to each doſe. See Angina Ma- 
igna.

Of the Eryſipelatoſe Fever. 


'THE erviipelatoſe fever is a ſuperficial inflam- 
mation, cauted by a ſharp, hot, acrid humour 
in the blood; and begins with a ſhivering and 
loſs of ſtrength, and may ariſe from a too ſudden 
cooling after great heat. In general it is termed 
eryſipelas, or St. Anthony's fire; and is called 
by ſome a 6/ight. : 

This fever is generally preceded by cold and 
ſhivering, and ſucceeded by heat, thirſt, reſt- 
leſſneſs, and other febrile ſymptoms. The face, 
if that ſhould be the ſeat of the complaint, 
{wells ſuddenly with great pain, and a glofly, 
thining redneis, inclining to yellow; abundance 
of ſcurf or ſmall pimples appear, which often 
riſe into little bliſters, and ſpread conſiderably 
over the whole head, the eye-lids in the mean 
time being cloſed up by the ſwelling, which 1s 
putty ; a difficulty of breathing ſometimes at- 
tends. The pain, ſwelling, and other ſymp- 
toms, conduce to the encreaſe of the fever, till 
both are taken off by judicious management. 
The hot ſtage is frequently attended with a con- 
fuſion of the head, and ſome degree of deli- 
rium; almoſt always with drowſineſs, and pers 
haps a coma. 'The ſurface of the ſkin in the 


bliſtered 
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bliſtered places ſometimes become livid and 
blackiſh. The inflammation uſually continues 
for eight or ten days, with the fever and other 
ſymptoms. In the progreſs of the complaint, 
the delirium and coma attending ſometimes go 
on encreaſing, and the patient dies apoplectic, 
on the ſeventh, ninth, or eleventh day of the 
diſeaſe ; but if not, the inflammation, after 
having affected a part, commonly the whole of 
che face, and perhaps the other internal parts of 
the head, ceaſes, as does allo the fever; and 
without any evident crifis the patient reco- 
vers. 

Great care and attention is required in the cure 
of this complaint; not to ſink the fever too 
low by immoderate evacuations, nor prevent 
the diſcharge of the morbific matter by the 
iMpr udent application of cold or aſtringent ſub- 
ſtances, as there is evidently an acrimonious 
humor thrown oft from the blood, and depo- 
fited in the inflamed veſſels of the ſkin, from 
whence it ought to exude. 

Though it attended with much fever, which 
it frequently is, bleeding is requiſite ; but in the 
common milder ſort, gentle lenient purging will 
be ſufficient, but muit be repeated. There is 
not, perhaps, an acute diſtemper, which al- 
los of theſe purges more freely than this, more 


particularly where the ſwelling has ſeized the 
head and face. After which,

nape of the neck, or between the ſhoulders.

But if, on the contrary, notwithſtanding the 
ſubſidence of the tumefaction, ſhould the pulſe 
and. fever continue high, we muſt have recourſe 
to bleeding, according to the exigencies of the 
caſe; and a purge be given, particularly if it 
affects the brain; bliſtering the lower extremi- 
ties, and applying ſinapiſms to the feet, ſhould 
not be omitted. 
Once a day, or every ſecond day, a ſtool or 
two muſt be procured. | 
Beware of topical applications. Camphor, 
perhaps, would be no contemptible medicine, 
here, preſcribed to be uſed both internally as 
well as externally. 
Flannels wrung out of a ſtrong decoction of 
elder- 
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elder-flowers, with the addition of a little of 


the liniment. ſaponac. and applied warm, have 
been recommended ſtrongly, but at preſent it is 
generally allowed that it may be the ſafeſt and 
the beſt to apply a piece of ſmooth linen rag only 
over the part, impregnated with flour, or dry 
meal, particularly when a thin watery humour 
weeps from the little veiications attending eryſi- 
petaloſe inflammation; and all greaſy and reſi- 
nous applications are to be carefully avoided. 


SM AF; FE 
Of the Mihary Fever. 


THE miliary fever takes its name from the 
puſtules or bladders, reſembling in ſhape and 
ſize the ſeeds of millet. There are two kinds of 
| miltary eruption, the white and the red, termed 
by medical writers, purpura alba, & purpura 
rubra: but the two are often intermixed ; though 
| in both the contained fluid has a ſouriſh tmell, 
and is ſaid to have a very acrid taſte. This fe- 
ver, like other eruptive fevers, may be of diffe- 
rent kinds, either of the ſimply continued, the 
inflammatory, putrid, or nervous; when ac- 
companied by the firſt it is generally of the mild- 
eſt ſort, for in this, before the eruption, the 
ſymptoms are moderate, no great pain, thirſt, 
or ickneſs; the pulſe rather depreſſed and 
hard; till the third or fourth day theſe increaſe, 
when the eruption makes its appearance, chiefly 
on the neck, back, and breaſt, preceded by a 
copious ſweat, of a fouriſh ſmell, a tingling - 
lenſation in the ſkin, particularly in the fingers, 

G and 
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and an itching in thoſe places where the mil. 
ary eruption is moit plentiful. The eruption, 
replete with ſerum, having an inflammatory 
appearance, round the bottom of the ſmall ve- 
ficles, is generally completed in thirty hours. 
The patient, all the febrile ſymptoms now ſub- 
ſiding, ſweats plentifully, makes higher colour- 
ed urine, the pulſe becoming at the fame time 
gradually full, ſoft, and equal ; and at the end 
of ſeven days the eruption dies, and falls off in 
ſcalss. But when. the fever is of the inflam- 
matory type, the inflammatory ſymptoms, not- 
with ſtanding the eruption, go on encreaſing, 
the pulſe continues quick and hard ; the urine 
pale and watery ; the tongue dry and white; 
the face puffed up, and the head tormented 
with ſevere internal pain, inceſſant toſſing, and 
inability to ſleep. When of the flow nervous, 
the pulſe is weak, quick, and unequal ; urine 
ſometimes turbid, ſometimes clear; the voice 
trembling, the tendons ſtart, the head is con- 
fuſed, the ſweats are clammy, with a diſagree- 
able ſmell, the eruption never coming out, but 
appearing to lurk in the ſkin, without any {1g1 
of inflammation, or remarkable degree of heat. 
This fever continues at leaſt three weeks, and 1s 
very apt to return. 
When of the putrid, it is often attended 
with petechiæ, and always with ſuch ſymp- 
tons, as have been deſcribed in caſes of putrid 
fever. (Page. 25.) 
The miliary fever frequently attacks delicate 
women after lying in. Some think that the 
miliary eruptions are merely accidental, not 
produced by any ſpecific acrimony, whill 
Others 
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others maintain the contrary opinion, and con- 
ſider it a diſtinct ſpecies, and not to be con- 
ſounded with the petechial or ſpotted fevers, 
which are only varieties of the putrid. How- 
ever, with reſpect to the cure, we muſt advert 
to the nature of the ſymptoms. 

If the febrile ſymptoms run high, bleeding 
in the beginning, before the eruption, wi 
ſometimes be neceſſary, which muſt be propor- 
tioned to the different circumſtances of the pa- 
ticnt's caſe ; and then,

If, on the contrary, the fever ſhould appear 
of the low nervous kind, cordial medicines are 
indicated, ſuch as mixtures with confectio aro-

| muſt be given with great caution and modera- 
tion, and wine-whey may be allowed for drink : 
but the patient muſt not be kept too warm. 

Whea a violent pain in the head, coma, or 
delirium, attends, a bliſter ſhould be immedi- 
ately applied betwixt the ſhoulders, it may be 
repeated as in the cure of nervous fevers, for it 
is allowed that in no febrile affection do bliſters 
anſwer every good purpoſe more perfectly than 
in this ſpecies of = miliary ; but in that ac- 
companied with putridity, they cannot be ex- 
pected to be of any material ſervice, for when 
this happens, the cortex and wine are the chief 
remedies.

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There is one ſymptom which often accom. 
panies this fever, and requires great ſagacity in 
properly conducting the paticat under it; that 
is a purging ; for though its continuance to ex- 
ceſs may contribute greatly to embecilitate thc 
conſtitution, {till if it is improperly checked by 
aſtringents, all the febrile ſymptoms will cer- 
tainly be aggravated. In this tituation we are 
to ſupport the ſtrength by vinous cordials, and 
divert the fluids to the ſurface by ſmall doſes of 
1pecacuanha, united with ſome abſorbent.

Of the Aphthoſe Fever, or Thrujh. 
"This diſeaſe makes its appearance by little 


ulcerations in the mouth and fauces, of a white 
colour, affecting much the tonſils and uvula; 
and ſometimes they have a yellow appearance, 
They are very frequently met with in young 
children, and are perhaps generally owing, in 
thoſe tender ſubjects, to acidities in the prima 
vie. In adults this complaint is frequently ac- 
companied with miliary eruptions; and may 
properly be ſaid to be an effect of this fever; 
but the true aphthous fever may be thus de- 
ſcribed. There is a phlyctænous eruption ſeiz- 
ing the internal ſuperficies of the mouth, but 
the ſpots are ſmall! and roundiſh, very painful 
in the palate, in the tongue of the ſame colour ; 
the apex perforated, which little ulcers, the 
( cuticle being abraded, creep, and are very pain- 
ful ; thence in ſwallowing, ſucking, and with 


adults in chewing, give great uneaſineſs. There 
i 
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is very often no fever, or a very ſmall degree, 
unleſs the aphtha ſhould be complicated with 
the ſmall pox, &c. The colour of theſe is va- 
rious ; commonly they are white in the middle, 
red in the circumference ; in the tongue of the 
ſame colour. But in the malignantaphthe, the 
papulæ are brown, yellow, black, livid. 

In this diforder, for infants, nothing avails 
more than a little magneſia and rhubarb, with 
thin chicken-water. And the ulcers may be 
touched with infuf. roſe to prevent their ſpread- 
ing.

In adult ſubjects, the aphthæ in the mouth, 
and the ulcerations on the tonſils and uvula, at- 
tending this complaint, are diſtinguiſhed from 
thoſe in the angina maligna, by the whiteneſi 
of the ſloughs, by the edges not being red and 
angry, and by there not being a ſhining rednek 
all over the fauces, and other ſymptoms com- 
mon to the malignant angina.

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TA IS is a kind of continued fever, which 
gradually, after the manner of chronic diſeaſes, 
and without any remarkable proſtration of 
ſtrength, and with a flight encreaſe of frequency 
in the pulſe, is apt to run on for many weeks, 
nay months, with the pulſe becoming quicker 
after eating. This fever has been called irre- 
gular intermittent, ſymptomatic, and the fever 
of ſuppurations ; though it does put on the ap- 
pearance of an intermittent, and by common 
obſervers is ſometimes miſtaken for it, yet it is 
clearly different; for even in the cleareſt remiſ- 
tion, and during the ſtate of the greateſt quie- 
tude between the fits, there is uſually a feveriſn 
quickneſs perceptible in the pulſe, which ſeldom 
fails to exceed the utmoſt limit of a healthy one, 
by at leaſt ten ſtrokes in a minute, hence the 
diſtinction is diſcoverable. The chilneſs of this 
tever is ſometimes ſucceeded by heat, and 
lometimes immediatety by a ſweat, without 
any intermediate Rate of heat, and the heat will 
lometimes come on without any remarkable 
chilineſs previous to it; and the chillneſs has 
been obſerved to go off without being followed 
by heat or ſweat. The duration of theſe ſtages 
is ſeldom the ſame for three fits together. — 
The hectic patient is little or not at all relieved 


by the coming on of the ſweat, but is often as 
anxious 
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anxious and reſtleſs in the ſweat, as in the chill. 
neſs and heat. When the ſweat is over the fe- 
ver will ſometimes continue, and in the middle 
of the fever the chiilneſs will return, which is 
2 moſt certain mark of this fever. This hectic 
will return with great exactneſo, like a quoti- 
dian, tertian, or quartan, for two, perhaps 
three fits together, ſeldom or never for four; 
and the fit will now and then keep off for ten 
or twelve days, and at other times, eſpecially 
when the patient is very ill, it will return ſo 
frequently on the ſame day, that the chillneſs of 
a new fit will follow y immediately the ſweat of 
the former. Pains like the rheumatiſm will 
often afflict hectic patients, even ſo ſtrong as to 
require opium. Swellings of the neck, trunk, 
and limbs, will riſe up almoſt inſtantaneouſſy, 
but they are not painful, hard, or diſcoloured, 
and they continue for ſeveral hours. 
Sometimes it will attack thoſe in apparent 
tolerable health, in a violent and ſudden man- 
ner, like a common inflammatory fever, bring- 
ing the patient into eminent danger, then abate, 
and little fever remain ; but that has never 
ceaſed but with life. This though is rare. It 
commonly creeps on ſo ſlowly, that for ſome 
months people ſcarce think themſelves ill, 
complaining only of being ſooner than uſual 
tired, of want of appetite, and of falling 
away, but if the pulſe beat ninety, perhaps an 
hundred and twenty times in a minute, there 
is the greateſt reaſon to be apprehenſive of the 
event. 
Though there perhaps is no diſorder, where 
the pulſe is of mote uſe to direct our judgment. 
without 
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without great caution, once in twenty times we 
may be deceived, if we truſt entirely to it; 
for in that proportion, a patient with all the 
worſt figns of decay, from ſome incurable 
cauſe, which irreſiſtibly goes on to deſtroy his 
life, will not ſhew the leaſt degree of quickneſs, 
nor any other irregularity of the pulic, to the 
day of his death. The cure of fevers of this 
claſs depend on artificial management, as ſcarce 
any is to be expected from nature, and as they 
are of ſuch long continuance, the dietetic regi- 
men is thought preterable to the pharmaceutic. 
Hence courſes of goat's whey, afles' milk, and 
freſh butter-milk, with the Seltzer and Briſtol 
waters, are recommended, and oftentimes the 
bark is given with advantage, as it is found to 
moderate the ſweats, and prevent the violent 
paroxyſms of the fever; but country air, cheer- 
ful company, and riding, or failing, contribute 
molt ſpeedily to a recovery. Indeed there is lit- 
tle doubt, but if, before the diſeaſe is gone too 
far, patients would take a fea voyage, many who 
are threatened with, or labour under a hectic 
tever, would have their lives prolonged. 

This affords a general ſurvey of the hectic 
fever, and the mode of management; but in 
ſome caſes, other means will be found neceſ- 


fary, which we ſhall conſider in the two follow- 


ing chapters, under the titles of phthiſis pul- 
monalis, and tabes.

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CH AP. II. 


Of the PBthil ſts Pulmonatis, or P ulmonary Con- 
ſumption. 


A. Pulmonary conſumption is attended with a 
cough, dyſpnœa, a remitting fever, a total 
waſting of all parts of the body, and very often 
a ſpitting up of pus, proceeding from an ulcer 
or tubercles in the lungs. An effort of nature 
to clear the lungs from any purulent matter ir- 
ritating them, appears to be the cauſe of all the 
fymptoms. 

It may ariſe from intemperance, from a very 
tender and delicate habit of body, hæmorrhages, 

leuriſy, long continued congiis, bad digeſtion, 
ry ſtudy, grief, ſcrophula, ſometimes from a 
particular formation and ſtraitneſs of the thorax, 
or an hereditary taint in the habit. 

The occaſional cauſe is almoſt always cold 
caught from expoſure to cold, damp, or night 
air, or from wet clothes. 

It is diſcovered by the ſucceeding ſymptoms. 
In the beginning there is a dry obitinate cough, 
with a tone of voice more acute than uſual ; 
clangous ; a weight and oppreſſion of the breaſt, 
with difficult reſpiration in walking, flying pains 

and ſlürches, with uneaſineſs about the Jiaph- 
ragm, a fever which is conſtant, encreaſing at- 
ter eating, with a circun bed roſy redneſs of 
the cheeks, while the of the face looks 
pale, and as it were brty, and grows thin. 
The fever is attended a with a ſmall, frequent 
pulſe, in che eveniny and night encreahng 3 
whence 
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whence watching, much heat, and early in the 
morning 2 ſweat. But the fever fometimes 
makes the attack like a peripneumony, with 
oreater difficulty of breathing, ſometimes with 
ivit rather bloody, and afterwards with a more 
copious expectoration, which is purulent ; 
hence thirſt, high- coloured urine, and emaci- 
ation encreaſes.— The ſpits in the beginning 
are few, difficult to be expectorated, viſcid; 
then the fever remitting, they become more 
copious; of an aſh-co!our, rather ſweet, or falt 
and acrid to the taſte, fœtid, yellow when dry, 
and very viſcid ; when thrown into water they 
fall to the bottom, unleſs ſupported by froth. 
Sometimes the ſpits are in the form of little, 
white, round lumps. When theſe ſymptoms 
are violent, an hæmoptoe ſoon attends, in which 
the blood thrown up appears thin, florid, and 
frothy ; and afterwards it becomes paler, and 
then the diſcharge is gradually changed into 
pus. At length a colliquative diarrhea comes 
on, ſuppreſſing expectoration; the nails grow 
curved, the ends of the fingers bulbous ; the 
hair falls off, the body becomes extremely thin ; 
and death, ſcarce ever foreſeen by the patient, 
cloſes the ſcene. 
The phthiſis may be conſidered of three 
kinds; 1ſt, where the cough is not attended 
with any expectoration, but of a white frothy 
palegm, in ſmall quantities, until near the 
cloſe ; 2d, where there 1s a remarkable expec- 
toration of uncoloured viſcid mucus at firſt, but 
in the progreſs changes to a yellowith, fetid, 
grey, or greeniſh matter ; 3d, where large 
an 
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and frequent hemorrhages happen from the pul. 
monary veſſels. 

In our mode of cure, the diet ſhould confift 
of mild, light, nourithing food; jellies, viper- 
broth with eringo roots, thin chocolate, and 
milk ; and bo all, a milk diet ſhould be di- 
rected, with country air, gentle riding on horſe- 
back, ſailing in a ſhip, agrecable company, a and 
Briſtol waters drank on the ſpot. 

Small repeated bieedings will be proper in the 
beginning, and even during the whole courſe of 
the diſeaſe, eſpecially in young ſubjects. If 
the veſſels are not tender, and no preceding 
hemorrhage contraindicates, frequent ipecacu- 
anha vomits, about 2 taken thrice a week, 
with an ancdyne at night, of pil. e ſtyrac. gr. 
v. ad vii. with as much pil. ex aloe cum 
myrrha, if neceſſary, and a conſtaat uſe of but- 
ter-milk, or goat's whey, in the country, may, 
perhaps, ſucceed better in this diſcaſe than any 
other method: and a decoction of the bark 
given at noon and evening, will greatly tend 
towards removing the fever, and ſtrengthening 
the habit of body. I have ſeen its happy ellects 
in a variety of inſtances; and even when the lungs 
were ulcerated, the ſymptoms have been re— 


ſtrained, and life rendered, in ſome meaſure, 
comfortable by it. 


In a ſpitting of blood, treat it as directed under 
that article.

Oo the Tebes. 


TIIE tabes is a general waſting of the whole 
body, attended with a feveriſh quickneſs in the 
ulſe, but without any cough, or ſpitting : 
theſe laſt diſtinguiſh it from the phthifis. It 
is generally occaſioned by a collection of matter 
in ſome part of the body, but more particularly 
attends upon the inflammation of a ſcirrhous 
gland. 
When it ariſes from an infraction, or fuppu- 
ration of the liver, it may be diſcovered by a 
yellow, bilious, or browniſh ſediment in the 
urine ; a fallow, or ſometimes a yellowiſh com- 
plexion ; with a fulneſs, pain or ſenſe of 
weight in the right hypochondrium.—Some- 
times alſo, and very frequently, a cough ac- 
companies 
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companies theſe ſymptoms ; but if the belly is 
tenſe, and there ſhould be a frequent diarrhoea, 
W with the common hectic ſymptoms, we may 
de pretty certain that it is the meſentery which 
is ſimilarly affected. When it ariſes from 
exceſſive indulgence in libidinous pleaſures, 
it diſcovers itſelf by frequent nocturnal emiſſions, 
and a conſtant diſcharge of mucus and ſeminal 
fluids from the urethra, pain in the ſmall of the 
back, with a ſenſation of crawling down the 
ſpine, coſtiveneſs, and difficulty in making wa- 
ter, joined to the other ſymptoms of tabeg. 
In order to form a cure, total abſtinence from 
thoſe laſcivious exceſſes which firſt induced 
the complaint is abſolutely requiſite ; and be- 
fore the fever comes on, a courſe of aſſes milk, 
chalybeate waters, and the cold bath, may be 
ſucceſsful; but after the heftic heats, and col- 
liquative ſweats have made their appearance, 
lictle is to be expected. 
In the cure of this malady, a wholeſome air, 
gentle exerciſe, and a proper courſe of mild 
diet, are particularly neceſſary. The body, if 
coitive, muſt be kept gently open by eccoprotic 
medicines ; but in caſe of a coll:quative diarr- 
haa, it muſt be moderated by opiates, and the 
teſtaceous powders. When a ſcirrhus in the 
liver, or meſenteric glands, gives riſe to it, the 
cure muſt be attempted by the deobſtrubent 
gums, with ſoap and mild chalybeate medi- 
cincs, aſſiſted by goats whey, aſſes milk, and. 
the like. The mycrh draughts, as recited 
hen ſpeaking of phthiſis, ſeems here to be an 
uletul medicine. Small doſes of calomel and ci- 
cuta ſhould be tried, and mineral waters which 
H abound 
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abound with foſſile alcali, ſuch as Seltzer, Til- 
bury, Clifton, &c. If the fcirrhous gland, or 
abiceſs, be fituated externally, the cauſe is to be 
removed by opening the fiſtulous ſinuſes which 
confine the purulent matter, or by extirpatiag 
the part which ſupplies the fomes of the dif. 
eaſe. The bark, in ſome of theſe hectics, i; 
often of great ſervice, to which may be joined 
other dietetic remedies proper in theſe caſes, in 
order to attempt to correct the acrid and putre- 
factive nature of the offending matter, if the 
cauſe ſhould be ſo ſituated as to admit not of 
extirpation. It is obſerved, that the Bath wa- 
ters are particularly hurtful in this ſpecies of 
hectic fever, as alſo in the phthiſis, which they 
never fail to increaſe.

Of Worms, and the Worm Fever. 
W oRMs, which infeſt the human body, 


are of four kinds; the round, like the common 
earth-worms ; the flat and ſhort white-worm, 
like a © gourd-ſeed ; the tænia, or long tape- 
worm ; and the aſcarides, or ſmall white worms, 
with ſharp-pointed heads. They are moſt fre- 
quently found in children, more eſpecially whe! 
they are ſucking, and are at the ſame time in- 
dulged with meat ; for their tender ſtomachs 

| cannot 
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cannot digeſt ſolids. Such food, therefore, 
will corrupt, and produce worms. — They are 
known to exiſt by a nauſea, with an inclination 
to vomit, looſeneſs, whitiſh and turbid urine, 
fluſhing of one cheek in a circumſcribed ſpot, 
hectic fever, faintings, intermitting weak irre- 
gular pulſe, itching of the noſe and of the anus, 
fits, and convulſions: they alſo may produce 
hunger, lots of appetite, ſometimes one, ſome- 
times the other, voracity, coſtiveneſs, paleneſs, 
fœtid breath, grinding of the teeth, and even 
death; add to theſe, the ſtomach and abdomen 
are c much inflated, Beſides theſe 
general ſymptoms, it has been obſerved, that 
ſudden gripings about the navel denote the pre- 
fence of the round worms; a weight in the belly, 
a8 if a ball were rolling have? in Is, is held as. a 
ion of the tænia; and an itching about the anus, 
rich a ent. are ſigns of the aſcarides. 

The diet ſhould be "light and eaſy of digeſ- 
tion, with a moderate ee of red port 
wine diluted. A pint of water in which Zi. 
argent. viv. has been boiled, is an uſeful 
drink. The lumbrici, or thoſe like earth- 
worms ; the flat ſhort white worm, and the 
tznia, may be diſlodged by ſome of the following 
remedies : AEthiops and rhubarb is chiefly pro- 


per for children, eſpecially after purging, if 


they can bear that operation.

The hair ſubſtance of conhage, or cow- 

itch, made into an electuary with treacle, and 

given from one to two tea ſpoonfuls faſting, 

oſten cures. 

So does ſoap from z1. to 3i. in grown peo- 

wk ; and lime-water, where the {ſtomach has 
been chiefly concerned. 

Sca-water has been experienced to be effec- 
tual in deſtroying worms in general in children; 
and, for adults, perhaps nothing exceeds the 
virtues of the ſulphur fprings at Harrowgate, 
when drank upon the ſpot. 

Againſt the aſcarides in particular, a decoc- 
tion of the leaves of ſavin in water, is very 
uſeful; as are likewiſe clyſters compoſed of de- 
coctions of wormwood and rue, in oil, or milk, 

with a ſmall quantity of aloes diſſolved; or, 
what is as efficacious, blowing the ſmoke of 
tobacco, by a proper contrivance, into the rec- 
tum, as none of the remedies above recited are 
capable of diſlodging theſe worms, without the 
ile of theſe clyſters.

tur. aloes: or jj. of the hmat. ftann. may be 
given every morning, for fix or ſeven days, and 
then be purged off with ſal cathart. amar. diſ- 
ſolved in water. 

Whatever 2:4icines have been made uſe of to 
deſtroy and expel the worms, it will always be 
of great uſe afterwards to preſcribe a courſe of 
the bark, in decoction, or otherwiſe, to 
ſtrengthen the whole habit, by lime- water and 
| bitters, with ſteel, to prevent a relapſe. 
| In the worm fever, bleeding and bliſters are 

often very neceſſary. Fomentations, and poul- 
tices of rue and wormwood, are allo recom- 
mended to the abdomen ; or rubbing the belly 
with ox gall.

CH AF 4 


Of the Phlegmon, or ſuperficial Inflammation. 


Is all inflammations have for their immediate 
cauſe an exceſs or encreaſe of oſcillatory motion, 
and a diminution of the reſiſting power of the 
coats of particular ſets of the ſmaller biood- 
veſſels, which occaſions a diſtenſion of theſe 
veſſels, a tranſudation of the red part of the 
od through pores in their coats, and its pro- 
greſs into the minuter branches, which in health 
appear to carry only the ſerous fluids ; we ſay 
that the phlegmon is occaſioned by an extrava- 
tation of the blood, or by its ſtagnating in the 
capillary veſſels of the {ſkin and parts adjacent, 
which being preſſed on, at the ſame time, by the 
blood from behind, accumulates there. 

The figns are a circumſcribed ſwelling and 
hardneſs, heat, tenſion, pain, and redneſs in the 
part, with a fenſe of throbbing, attended with 
a quick, full, and hard pulſe ; which increaſ- 
ng, the inflammation, it not ending in refolu- 
tion, 
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tion, terminates either in ſuppuration, a gan- 
grene, or ſcirrhus. 

It ariſes often from external cauſes, as wounds, 
bruiſes, &c. and when not critical, ſhould he, 
if poſſible, rcſoived. For which purpoſe the 
diet ſhould be ſlender and ſparing, with refri. 
gerating and diluting drinks, accompanied with 
reſt. 

Bleeding, in general, is highly neceſſary, 
and ſhould be repeated occaſionally ; and after. 
wards ſtools muſt be procured, by cooling

But if, notwithſtanding all this, matter 
ſhould begin to form itſelf, all evacuations muſt 
be laid aſide, and the ſuppuration be encou- 
raged, by adding linſeed-meal, and white lily- 
root, to the common poultice, if thought ne- 
ceflary ; or applying the cataplaſma maturans. 
When the abſceſs is formed, it ſhould be open- 
ed at the proper time of maturation, and the 


wound dreſſed with doſſils of dry lint, laid on 
gently, 
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gently, and covered with pledgets of the oint. 
ment of yellow wax ; or ung. Arcæi may he 
uſed. In a few days, if the fore appears not 
clean, red precipitate, mixed with ointment of 
Fellow wax; or the green baſilicon, may be 
applied, to clean away the floughs that often 
fill the bottom of the ſore, which, when ef. 
feed, the red granulated fleſh will fprout up, 
and then dry iint and proper bandages will al- 
moſt always complete the cure. Eut aſter open- 
ing the abſceſs, ſhould there be found a thin 
acrid diſcharge, with flight hectic ſymptoms, 
the cortex muſt be adminiſtered, to bring on a 
kindly ſuppuration, and facilitate the healing of 
the fore. In ſome caſes, mercurial alterants, 
and dieteCtic decoctions, are requiite to correct 
the acrimonious ſtate of the humours, and me- 
liorate the diſcharge. 

Inflammations ariſing from contuſion are the 
molt ſucceſsfully treated by immediate a large 
bleedings, applying vinegar to the part injurcd, 
and procuring ſtools, this laſt caution is parti- 
cularly neceſſary to be attended to, eſpecially in 
blows Ol the head, or legs. 

But no external application, in the beginning, 
exceeds the cataplaſm of oatmeal, oil, and vinc- 
gar ; or the following mixture :

CHAF I 
Of the Furunculus, or Bott. 


TAE furunculus, or boil, 1s a ſmall circum- 
ſcribed tumor, or pointed tubercle, attended 
with redneſs, pain, and hardneſs, ariſing pro- 
miſcuouſly in all parts of the body ; theſe are 
ſeldom capable of being diſcuſſed ; - they com- 
monly ripen, or turn to matter, in the ſpace of 
ſeven or eight days, and after the diſcharge of 
their contents, which is not the pus of a com- 
mon abſceſs, not ſo fluid, but conſiſts chiefly in 
firm floughs, that form a core, frequently heal 
without much trouble. 
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The common bread and milk poultice may he 
applied, or, in ſome caſes, gently adheſive and 
maturating plaſters, ſuch as the eimplaſtrum 
commune, & commune cum gummi; and when 
the ſuppuration is complete, ii the pus does not 
make its own way, the tumor mult be open=d. 
In this kind of inflammatry inmor +44 
ſlough, or core, muſt be caſt out before the fore 


will heal.

to be corrected,

Of the Paronychia, or Whitlow. 
TEIS is a painful tumor, appearing on the 


finger ends, owing to an inflammation affecting 
the perioſteum, and tendons adhering to it, from 
an acrid, very corroſive humour fixing itſclt 
there. It is ſometimes attended with a fever, 
reſtleſſneſs, great throbbing in the part, and a 
quick pulſe; and the whole arm is frequently 
affected by it; the inflammation runs on to ma- 
turation, and ſometimes to a gangrene. 


Bleeding 
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Bleeding is proper in the beginning, and if 
the diforder increaſes, with a violent inflam- 
1Natory tention on the Parts, apply emolli- 
ent cataplaſms, and uſe the following lini- 


ment:

Arczi for ſome days; then heal it with the ce- 
ratum epuloticum, &c. The ſooner it is 
brought to maturation, there 1s the leaſt danger 
of a carics of the hone.—lIn the fimple whit- 
low a jluppuration is readiJy procured, and very 
eafily healcd, the laudable pus being let out. 
But there is another called the malignant whit- 
low, or Felon ; this is extremely dangerous, and 
15 almoſt never cured, except by very early inci- 
fon down to the bone. |

If the 
parts affected are rubbed with petroleum, it often 
preſerves, and cures them. Diluted muriatic 
acid has been recommended for bathing the parts 
with before they break; and after they have 
broken, the ſteams of vinegar, and the common 
digeitive ointment. It will be proper, now and 
then, to give fome gentle purgatives ; and, it 
the complaint is very violent, an alterative 
courſe of medicine might be uſeful before the 
approach of winter. Keep the feet and legs 
warm, avoid getting wet, and being much ex- 
poſed to ſevere cold.

Of the Inflammation of the Breaſts, and 
1þples. 


WW HEN the breaſts begin be uneaſy and 
tumefy, a few Gays atter delivery, from the milk 
{agnating, a ſhivering is generally a preceding 
Iymptom; then Becel iin flammation, with 
lebrile attections, ſometimes more, ſometimes 
cle; a quick pulſe, thirſt, head-ach, and dif- 
Acult reſpiration. If the pulſe is full and hard, 
aud the other ſymptoms violent, we may have 
recourſe to the lancet, and mild purgatives. 
Zentle dia phor etics may be preſcribed, and ſpir. 
vin. camph. applicd, or warm cloths, or em- 
olaſtr. commun. cum camph. or rags dipt in 
1 and put to the axillæ. Should pain, 
2 inflummation, come on, apply a poultice 
with bread, milk, and oil, and an emollient fo- 
mentation. The following, which is generally, 


applied in time, effectual:

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If there be only a hardneſs in the breaſt, from 
coagulated milk, emollient cataplaſms and fo- 
mentations are to be uſed, as hkewile freſh. 
drawn linſced oil by way of liniment. 

Chapped, or lore nipples, are very frequent 
with thoſe who give ſuck ; in this caſe the ol. 
ceræ is a very proper application; or freſh cream 
ſpread upon fine linen; or a ſolution of gum 
arabic in water. If the nipples be lax and 
moiſt, and more aſtringent applications be ne-

If an inflammation of the breaſts be attended 
with a fever, the treatment muſt be the ſame as 
hath been already deſcribed under the head of 
milk-fever. 


CHAT. YL 
Of the Hernia humoralis. 


THE hernia humoralis is an inflammation firſt 
of the epididymis, and afterwards of the teſti- 
cles, with pain and hardneſs, which often con- 
tinues for a conſiderable length of time. It may 


be produced by the ſame cauſes as other inflam- 
mations, 
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mations, but it moſt commonly ariſes from the 
venereal infection. 
Bleed plentifully, repeat it as occaſion may 
require, and treat the patient as in other caſes 
of topical inflammation; ſuſpend the parts in a 
bag-truſs, and confine the patient to bed; apply 
Goulard's ſaturnine water, cold, or a mixture 
of vinegar and brandy; and, if the ſwelling 
and inflammation be great, foment with the 
fſotͤs communis, with the addition of a little 
{pir. vin. camph. & ſal ammoniac, and apply 
the bread and milk poultice with about 3500. of 
the unguent. cærul. mit. 

If it ſhould ariſe from the ſudden ſtopping of 
a virulent gonorrhœa, that ſhould be recalled. 
again, if poſſible ; for which purpoſe, after 
bleeding, if neceſſary, and a clyſter, ſhould the 
patient be coſtive, he mult fit in a warm bath, 
or the ſteams of warm water, his teſticles be- 
ing properly ſuſpended.

Of the Phimoſis, and Paraphimo/is. 


WHEN the præputium cannot be retracted 
beyond the glans the diſorder is called pimfis ; 
and when retracted and cannot be drawn over 
the glans again, it is then termed parapbi— 
mots. 

Theſe will generally yield to emollient cata- 
plaſms, unguent. hydrargyri, emetics, and brit. 
purgatives. Sometimes it may be proper, in 
the phimoſis, to throw up an emollient or fatur- 
nine injection between the glans and prepuce, 
to keep the parts clean, prevent the matter 
from corroding, and heal the ulcerations which 
are ſometimes the cauſe. | 

It often happens that theſe diſeaſes become 19 
obſtinate, from miſmanagement, as not to yield 
to any medicines or external applications. In 
theſe caſes the hand of the ſurgeon becomes 
neceſſary to ſlit, or even amputate, a part 0!

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CHA FE YM 
Of the Ophthalma. 


AN ophthalmy is an inflammation of the 
membranes which inveſt the eyes, eſpecially the 
tunica albuginea, and is attended with a prick- 
ing pain, heat, and redneſs. This is only when 
the diſorder is in a ſlight ſtate, but, when it is 
more violent, it is attended with great pain, 
tenſion, tumors, heat, and redneſs; ſometimes 
with a pricking ſo great as if the eyes were ſti- 
mulated by a needle or thorn fixed therein; they 
are filled with a hot humour, and a pituitous diſ- 
charge, ſometimes ſmaller, ſometimes very co- 
pious in quantity, ſucceeds ; and alſo a certain 
kind of fordes fill up the larger angles ; and 
when the diſeaſe is ſtill more violent, the parts, 
even to the cheeks, ſwell, the arteries all round 
beat violently, the ſmall veſſels become turgid, 
and are conſpicuous, which before were imper- 
eptible in health, in the white portion of the 
eye. It ſometimes extends itſelf to the retina, 
and very often makes the fight intolerable. It is 
moſt to be dreaded when an original diſeaſe ; 
when the temples ach, the forehead itches, and 
the body ſweats in the night. 

t may be occaſioned by any internal cauſe 
whatever, capable of producing an inflamma- 
tion, though it frequently proceeds from acci- 
dents, When attended with long head-achs, 
itis bad, and portends blindneſs. 

All hot aromatic food, and wine, is bad : a 
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low diet, reſt, and keeping the part covere/ 
from the ligat, with plenty of dilution, wii 
be here very requiſite.

CHAP. IX. 


Of the Angina, or Rup/ey. 


AN angina is an inflammation of the throat, 
with burning heat, pain, tumor, and redneſs; 
a conſtant inclination to, and difficulty in deglu- 
tition, attended with a fever. Frequently the 
uvala and parts adjacent are highly relaxed and 
inflamed, and liquids often rejected by the noſe, 
with redneſs in the noſe. 

This is the common inflammatory ſore throat, 
where ihe tonfils are chiefly affected; but 
ſometimes the nfammation ſeizes the muſcles 
of the larynx, and membranes lining the upper 
part of the trachea ; then no great degree of in- 

ammation appears in the fauces, nor any re- 
markable extc.uai ſwelling, which, in the viner 
caſe, ſometimes happens; the internal heat and 
pain are extremely violent, tlc breathing very 
painful and difficult, aud the voice becomes ſrl 
and rattling. Sometimes the inflammation ſpreads 
from the parotid and maxallary glands, affecting 
alſo the ligaments and muſcles, which raiſe up 
and connect the lower with the upper jaw. 
Hence, though there is ſeldom any remarkable 
degree of fever, the external ſwelling is ver) 
large, and very often ſevere pain in opening the 
mouth; here the complaint is called the 
Mumps. 

When the inflammation affects the membrane 
lining the upper part of the trachea, and the 


paſſage of air is almoſt filled up with a thick 
ſlough, 
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lough, having a fibrous or membranous appear- 
ance. It commonly makes its appearance with. 
the crdinary ſymptoms of catarrh, but ſome- 
mes the peculiar iymptoms ſhew themſelves 
at the onſet, which are a hoarſeneſs, with a 
{arillneſfs and ringing found both in ſpeaking and 
coughing, as if the noiſe came from a brazen 
tbe. At the ſame time there is a ſenſe of pain 
about the larynx ; ſome difficulty of reſpiration, 
with a whizzing ſound in infpiration, as if the 
neflage of the air was ee The cough 
is generally dry, and if any thing is ſpit up, it 
is a matter of a purulent appearance, and ſome- 
times films reſembling portions of a membrane; 
there is allo a frequency of pulſe, a reſtleſſneſs, 
and uneafy ſenſe of heat. The internal fauces 
are met without 1 Inflammation, but fre- 
itly a redneſs, and even a ſwelling appears;

In caſes of great danger, where the reſpira- 
tion is much affected, the ſteam of hot vine- 
gar, drawn in with the breath, does vaſt ſer- 
vice; and Where a ſuppuration has taken place, 
a vomit of ten grains of vitriolated zinc purified 
ſometimes breaks the tumor, and ſnatches the 
perſon from the jaws of death. 

in the third the ſame method muſt be pur- 
ſued vigorouſly to prevent ſuffocation, of which, 
ſnould great danger appear, bronchotomy muſt 
be had recourſe to, in order to give the only 
chance for ſecuring the patient from death.

I. 


Of the Phrenitis. 
A PHRENITIS is an inflammation of the 


brain, or its membranes, with a conſtant de- 
lirium, and an acute continual fever. 

The ſigns are, difficult but flow reſplration, 
violent pain in the head, continual wat "hi 08. 
fierce delirium, redneſs of the cyes and face, a 
quick, hard, full pulſe, black and dry tongue, 
thin and diaphanous urine, ſudden ſtartings ont

rium attending fevers, by its coming on ſudden- 
ly, and preceding, as it were, the: fever. It 
is rarely met with in temperate climates, but 
very frequent in hot ones, after having been 
expoſcd much to the burning heat of the fin.

. II. 


Of the Pleuriſy. 


A PLEURISY is an inflammation of the 
pleura, attended with a high fever, ſhort dry 
cough, and an acute pain or ftitch, increaſing 
always upon inſpiration, in the ſide, moſt com- 
monly the right, under the fleſhy part of the 
breaſt, attended with a difficulty of breathing. 

It chiefly attacks the ſtrong and laborious 
country people. It begins with a chillineſs and 
ſhivering, which is ſucceeded by heat, thirſt, 
reſtleſſneſs, and a moſt tharp pungent pain is 
felt on one fide near the ribs, which extends 
itſelf towards the ſhoulder- blades, ſpine, and 
breaſt, and to the back. The pain is moſt vio- 
lent when the affected fide is laid upon: it 1s 
alſo attended with a difficulty of reſpiration, 
nauſea, redneſs of the cheeks, and 2 dry cough. 
When matter is expectorated it is either phlegm, 
bloody, or yellowiſh. The pulſe is remarkably 
hard, vibrating like a ſtretched cord, full and 
ſtrong. Spitting is not a conitant fy vraptom ot 
this diſeaſe ; though, when it happens, it is 
conſidered as a more favourable ſymptom, pro- 
vided it be well concocted. 

Nitre ſhould be given plentifully in the 
common emulſion, linſeed-tea, barley- water, 


pectoral decoction, &c. 
The 
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The body ſhould be kept neither too ſoluble 
nor too lax. Bleeding is moſt abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary, and that repeatedly, from a large orifice. 
Cupping on the part affected, with ſcarifica- 
tion, is very often attended with ſucceſs; and 
ſo are bliſters, laid on the part, or between the 
ſhoulacrs, which ſhould be applied immedi- 
at:ly, whether the heat or fever be great or 
not. 
Lecches are ſerviceible applied to the part, 
after the patient cannot bear to have more blood 
taken from the arm. Ather may likewiſe be 
externally applied. 

Frequently a cooling emollient clyſter pre- 
vents great miſchief, and anticipates the ne- 
ceflity of farther bleeding; though theſe reme- 
dies are properly repeated till the fourth day. 

small doſes of antim. tartariſ. may be given 
after venæſection, ſo as not to create any ſtrong 
vomiting ; for emetics ſhould be given with very 
great caution, if at all; and the clyſter thrown 
un, which often reſolves the inflammation.

becomes troubleſome, they may then be al- 
lowed with advantage ; and in caſe the head 
ſhould be affected by them, fal. c. c. in ſmall 
doſes may very conveniently be added. 

There are tome eminent phyficians who avoid 
promoting expectoration in this diſorder, and 
think it requires no other treatment, except 
timely and copious#bleeding, with plenty of 
diluting warm drinks, emollient fomentations, 
nitre and camphor, with opium to eaſe the 
pain. But if the expectoration be yellow and 
ſtreaked with blood, and comes up freely, by 
keeping it up with pectoral drinks, all will end 
well : and here bleeding ſhould be avoided, 
which would rather obſtruct the deſign of na- 
ture. To promote the expectoration,

If this goes on well, is copious, and free for 
a few days, relief is conſtantly perceptible, and, 
ina ſhort time, will complete the recovery; but 
if it ſhould ſtop, and not be ſucceeded by ſome 
other evacuation, things will begin to wear an 
unfavourable aſpect, we mult, therefore, if the 
pulſe will bear it, bleed direct warm ſteams 
to be drawn in with the breath, apply bliſters, 
and give antimonials in ſuch doſes as to bring 
on gentle vomiting, in order to renew expec- 
toration and prevent ſuffocation from the lungs 
being overloaded. |

If the pleuriſy be attended with a violent 
fever, burning heat, dry cough, and parched 
tongue, the caſe generally will ſoon terminate 
ether in a ſuppuration, or gangrene. 

The diſorder is moſt dangerous when the 
pain affects the right fide, or ſtrikes through to 
the back. 

It is worth obſerving, that there are few 
pleuriſies met with now in this city, ſuch as 
were deſcribed by, and known to that candid 
and great phyſician SYDENHAM : nor will the 
caſes we fee here in general bear large and re- 
beated venæſections: for if the body be weakly 
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and the pulſe ſinks on the firſt bleeding, ygy 
muſt ſtop directly: and if, at the fame time, 
the pain and difficulty of breathing contin. 
then fal. c. c. with bliſters will be very uſcj,, 

In caſe of a diarrhoea, apply emoilient t9. 
mentations to the whole body; and, if an ah. 
ſceſs appears, it muſt be promoted by fomen. 
tation, &c. it ſhould be opened before matu- 
ration, and kept running as long as poſſthlc, 

A metaſtaſis happening and manifeſting it. 
felf by pain in the ſhoulder, back, &c. apply 
emollient fomentations, gentle frictions, tt1- 
mulating and drawing plaiters, e gum. labdh- 
ni and emp]. mclilot. 

If there is much expectoration, ſteams of 
warm water ſhouid be recc:ved into the lungs, 
the air ſhould be warm and moiſt, the leg. 
ſhould be bathed in warm water; light d lut- 
ing diet, ſaponaceous medicines, expectorants, 
as honey, ox. ſcillit. rob. ſamb. &c. 

If there is a ſcirrhus, or callus, &c. at the 
wound, no cure but from hard execrciic, con- 
{tant riding, and country air, external cmol- 
ents, ſoap, juice of quick-graſs, and whey. 

If a gangrene appears, treat it as gangrenes 
in general. 

After the loſs of much blood in this diſeaſe, 
wie ſhould be very circumipect and careful that 
the body be again filled with healthy juices. 

Sometimes this diſorder terminates in an ab- 
ſceſs, in the ſubſtance of the lungs, which 15 
called a vomica. It is known by the cough 
and difficulty 'of breathing continuing, though 
the pain has ceaſed ; by flight ſhiverings, ſuc- 


ceeded 
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ceeded by heat ; by a quick weak pulſe, hec- 
tic fever, a general waſting of the body; and 
by the patient not being able to lie down but 
on the fide affected. 

From this there will be little or no proſpect 
of eſcaping, unleſs the apoſtem ſhould dif- 
charge itſelf into the branches of the trachea 
ſo gradually as not to occaſion ſuffocation, then, 
perhaps, the matter may be coughed up, and 
expectorated by degrees. 

When there is a collection of purulent mat- 
ter lying looſe in the cavity of the thorax, it 1s 
named an empiema. In this caſe, there is ge- 
nerally an enlargement of the cavity, and an 
edematous fulneſs of the ſkin and fleſh of one 
fide of the cheſt, with a dry cough, and dif- 
ficulty of breathing. 

When a vomica 1s once formed, gentle me- 
dicines of the terebinthinate kind, with bal- 
famics, and dieuretics, ſeem to promiſe the 
beſt ſucceſs, joined with aſſes' milk, gentle 
exerciſe, and a mild country air. Balſamic 
ſteams have alſo been recommended to be re- 
ceived into the lungs. In the empyema, the 
operation may ſometimes ſucceed happily ; if 
not, diſſolution is inevitable 


H 
Of the Peripneumony. 


Tris is an inflammation of the lungs, 
known by a great load and oppreſſion at 
the breaſt ; a difficult reſpiration, hot breath, 

K 2 cough, 
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cough, fever, and a florid redneſs in the coun. 
tenance. There is a ſighing, ſobbing reipi- 
ration, with great anxiety and proſtration of 
ſtrength. The pulſe ſometimes is hardly per. 
ceptible before bleeding; but afterwards beats 
ſtrong ; ſometimes it is full and ſoft, at other 
times ſlender and unequal. The cough in the 
peripneumony is commonly more moiſt, the 
pain not ſo acute, or ſuperficial, nor the pulſe 
ſo full, or hard, as in the pleuriſy, though 
the difficulty of breathing, anxiety, and op- 
preſſive weight be more diſtreſſing. 

A white and uniform ſediment in the urine 
promiſes ſafety to the patient, and ſhortneſs of 
the diſeaſe ; and ſo does a red ſediment chang- 
ing gradually to white; becauſe it is a fure 
ſign of a perfect concoction, and change of the 
morbific matter. 

The treatment of the peripneumony is, in 
general, to be the ſame as in the pleurity. 

All viſcid food is very improper. Gave pa— 
nada, water-gruel, green tea, and milk, bar- 
ley-water, butter-milk, whey, and pectoral 
decoctions. | 

The room in which the paticnt lies thould, 
if poſſible, be large and airy. Bleed in the 
beginning from a large orifice, and repeat it ac- 
cording to the exigency of the ſymptoms : but 
great attention and care 1s required, with re- 
gard to this operation : for if the habit of body 
be ſtrong, the pulſe full, firm, and hard, it 
may be repeated the more boidly ; but other- 
wiſe we ſhould be cautious in the repetition. 

Emollient clyſters are alſo immediately indi- 


cated, with bliſters on the back and ſides.

In caſe the ſymptoms run high, give a ſcru- 
ple of nitre every 11x hours in a draught of the 
decoct. hord. comp. with a little juice of Se- 
ville orange. 

If the pulſe flags, add di. confect. aromat. 
to che ſal. c. c. draughts: or if the blood ap- 
pears pale and jelly like, without the true buff, 
this with other ſymptoms contra-indicate the 
ule of the lancet ; and if a ſpitting comes on, 
bleeding will be greatly injurious. 

Should florid frothy blood be ſpit up freely, 
bleed as far as the patient's ſtrength will ad- 
mit, and give plentifully of the lac amygdalæ 
with nitre. | 

Should it put on a putrid appearance, and 
bring on a thin defluxion on the lungs, with 


the

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the blood like the lees of red wine, black and 
fœtid, with a looſe craſſamentum, and red. 
diſh-coloured ſerum, forbear the lancet. Ace. 
tum comphoratum, conſerv. lujulæ, red wine 
and water, with orange and lemon juice, in- 
fuſ, roſe, hartſhorn jelly, &c. are at this time 
very proper. All volatiles muſt be entirely 
omitted, and opiates very cautiouſly preſcribed, 
if at all. 

Bliſters, iſſues, and ſetons, are very fre- 
quently of great uſe in theſe caſes. 

We ſhould be very circumſpect in this diſ- 
eaſe, and not diſturb nature. In caſe the 
breathing by difficult, and the pain continues 
without any ſigns of expectoration, we mult 
endeavour to premote it ; but be at the ſame 
time very careful not to bring on a diarrhea, 
by being too free with the ſquills, &c 

In this critical diſeaſe, a ſound and very 
diſtinguiſhing judgment is highly required, ſince 
the parts affected are fo eflential to lite. 

When a ſuppuration comes on, we may ex- 
pect that a vomica pulmonum will be the con-

Of the Gaſtritis, or Inflammation of the & tomach, 


IN this diſorder the patient perceives a heat 
and pulſation in the part, with a moſt acute 
pain, wich is always increaſed upon ſwal- 
lowing even liquids the moſt mild; a tenſion 


at 
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\t the pit of the ſtomach, extreme anxiety, 
and internal burning heat: there is a retchin 
and frequent hiccongh, with a ſmall, quick, 
and intermitting pulſe. 

The treatment depends in a great meaſure 
on the cauſe : if it ariſes from the retroceſſion 
of any febrile exanthemata, little can be done 
without refoliciting the eruption tv the ſkin, 
which muſt be attempted by the inſtantaneous 
application of blitters. It from {wallowing 
poiton, little in this cure is to be done without 
we are called unmedaately at the commence- 
ment, almoſt before the inflammatory ſymp- 
toms can be ſaid to have taken place, at leaſt 
in any degree. Then the ſtomach ought to be 
emptied of its contents, and large quantities 
of new milk of freth butter given; if arſenic 
has been the poiſon uſed, the alimentary canals 
mould be filled with ſheathing liquids ; and if 
the corroſive ſublimate has been taken, or any 
poiſonous metailine ſalt, we ought. to aim at 
its decompoſition by the uſe of alcaline falt, 
which will prevent an inflammation from taking 
Place, if adminiſtered in time. Should wounds 
0; viher external violence be the cauſe, we muſt 
proc ed in the antiphlogiſtic method, and at- 
tempt the reſolution as ſoon as poſfible, in the 
very beginning; elſe will there be very little 
hope. 

Give warm emollieat drinks; for nothing 
*«crimonious can have a place in this diſeaſe. 

Whatever is drank muſt be very ſmall in 
quantity at a time, ſo as not to diſtend the 
ſtomach. 


Bleeding 
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Bleeding 1s generally very requiſite ; and 
order emollient oily clyſters and gentle ang. 
dynes, with fomentations ; bliſters may alſo be 
proper; and a healing medicine, ſomethin 


like the following, may be preſcribed to be 
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taken frequently:

Of the Hepatitis, or Inflammation of the Liver, 


IN caſe the ſiver be inflamed, though it is 
conſidered by many not as a very common caſe, 
except in the Eaſt indies, it may be known by 
a pungent pain in the region of that viſcus 
ſhooting up towards the throat and c/avicle, 
a dry cough, vomiting, loſs of ftrength, 
quick pulſe, and a tenſion of the hypochon- 
drium : ſometimes alſo the eyes and ſkin will 
be yellow, the urine ſaffron- coloured, with a 
difficulty of breathing, watching, and coſtive- 
neſs : and it ſhould have been obſerved, that 


if the patient attempts to lye on the left tide, 


there is an increaſe of pain; and to the touch 
alſo there is a ſenſe of ſoreneſs. Theſe attend 
when the convex or ſuperior part of the liver 
is the ſeat; when the concave, the patient 
can turn with more eaſe, and the pain is not 


ſo 
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{ ſevere. Here the greateſt danger is to be 
apprehended, ſhould a ſuppuration come on; 
in which caſe, the patient generally dies tabid. 
Therefore we muſt have recourſe to bleeding 
repeatedly and early, in which the pulſe, and 
other attendant ſymptoms, are to be our guide, 
with bliſters on the part: theſe promiſe the 
ſpeedieſt and moſt certain relief, together 
with ſuch antiphlogiſtics as are recommended 
in inflammatory diſorders in general; ſuch as 
{mall doſes of antimonium tartariſatum, or 
dleum Ricini, with rhubarb, to keep the 
bowels gently open, ſaline draughts, cooling 
clyſters, diuretic emulſions, emollient topical 
applications, and the pediluvium. 

An inflammation of the liver 1s a very fre- 
quent diſeaſe in the Eaſt Indies. After the 
fever is ſomewhat abated by veneſection, and 
gentle purgatives, they have immediate recourſe 
to quickſilver, as a ſpecific for this diſorder, 
raiſing a gentle ſalivation of fifteen or twenty 
days continuance, by means of the mercurial 
ointment, rubbed upon or near the affected 
part, together with the uſe of mecurial pills 
or calomel taken occaſionally. 

When, in ſpite of the above methods,. an 
abſceſs forms in this malady, the liver fre- 
_ quently adheres to the peritonæum, and a tu- 
mour appears externally, which may common- 
ly be opened with ſucceſs, after forwarding 
the ſuppuration by emollieat cataplaſins. If 
the adheſion is perfect; if the abſceſs burſts 
internally into the cavity of the abdomen, death 
muſt be the inevitable conſequence. Or, if

thod of cure, thould be very nearly the ſame 
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this diſeaſe ſhould terminate in a ſcirrhus, 
which moſtly happens from too free an ute 
of wine or ſpirituous liquors, vcry little hopes 
of a perfect cure are left; it generally ends 
in a fatal and incurable jaundice or dropfy.

Bleed repeatedly, in which you are to be 
directed by the pulſe and other ſymptoms; throw 
up emollient broth clyſters ; and let the patient 
drink freely of the following decoction.

But this complaint, though it may proceed 
from hard riding, ſtrains, ſome external inju- 
ries, or other ſources of inflammation, it often 
ariſes from a calculus, or gravel. In theſe 
caſes the urine 1s often mixed with blood and 
mucus, is gravelly, and the pain increaſes by 
ſevere motion, or riding or jolting in a carriage. 
Here alſo are recommended nitrous medicines, 
warm bathing, and terebinthinate clyſters.

CHAP. 
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H 
Of the Cyſtitis, or Inflammation of the Bladder. 


IE the bladder be inflamed, an acute burning 
dain and tenſion will be felt in the region of the 
pubis, with a fever, a frequent inclination to 
co to ſtool, and a conſtant detire to make water, 
2 difficulty in making it, or total ſtoppage. 

In this caſe, the fame method is to be at- 
tempted, as preſcribed above for the nephritis, 
with warm bathing, &c.

Of the Fiyfteritis or inflammation of the Uterus. 


= | 
# ITIS diſeaſe, beiides the common cauſes 
productive of inflammation, often happens af- 
ter abortion and child-birth, eſpecially when 
the lochia are prevented, by cold or other 
affections; and is then attended with other 
liymptoms then thoſe which appear from an 
uterus not lately impregnated. 

In the firſt caſe, there is a pain at the bot- 
tom of the belly, which in general is neither 
throbbing nor acute; the pulſe is frequent 
elpectally after child-birth ; often ſmall ; ſome- 
tunes irregular ; in ſtrong habits, and after 
early abortion, hard; the patient is afflicted 

| with 
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with delirium, ſubſultus tendinum, and other 
ſymptoms of irritation ; the womb mortifies, 
and death cloſes the ſcene. 

In the ſecond, the pain is more conſtant, 
limited, and throbbing ; there is a heat in the 
uterus, attended with tumour ; as allo in the 
vagina: the pulſe is hard, full, and ftrong, 
with other ſymptoms of general inflammation 
there is a heat, and difficulty in micturition, 
great coſtiveneſs, and pain in going to ſtool. 
If the diſeaſe riſes to a great height, and in- 
creaſes, the pulſe becomes ſmall and frequent, 
the ſymptoms of irritation attend, and ſuppu- 
ration is more liable to happen. In both, 
ſome of theſe ſymptoms make their appearance 
viz. ſtrangury, or ſuppuration of urine, teneſ- 
mus, ſwelling, and heat. An inflammation in 
the uterus, ariſing from common cauſes, as in 
this laſt cafe, ſhould be treated hike that of any 
other part, with bleeding, gentle emollient 
clyiters, a light diet, and warm diluting li- 
quors, with reſt ; and apply fomentations, and 
afterwards the milk and bread poultice, with 
oil, to the pudenda. In caſe it ſhould dege- 
nerate into a cancer, the palliative cure is all 
1 that can be expected: perhaps frequent bleed- 
5 ing, gentle anodynes, and a due regard to the 
non- naturals, may do as much as can be ex- 
pected. But when it is the conſequence of 
abortion, or labour, if the pulſe is hard, not 
very frequent, nor the patient much weakened, 
| one bleeding may be advantageous ; it ſcarce 
1 can be repeated; therefore relaxants muſt be 
our reſource ; as the pulvis antimonialis, with 
faline draughts, taken care not to produce purg- 


ing 
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ing: to which may be added anodyne and 
antiſpaſmodic fomentations and poultices. 

'; delicate and feeble conſtitutions, after 
childbirth, and when there is no hardneſs, 
but great frequency of the pulſe, little can be 
done but keeping the patient in bed, mode- 
rately warm; exciting, if poſſible, by farina- 
ccous decoctions, in ſmall quantities at a time, 
but frequently repeated, gentle perſpiration, 
and conſtantly applying fementations and poul- 
tices, the bowels may be occaſionally emptied, 
by repeated emollient clyſters, and the water 
drawn off, if neceſſary. Bliſters promiſe leſs 
in this than moſt other local inflammations, 
becauſe they quicken the pulſe too much. If 
the pain continues, opiates may be ſafely and 
alvantageouſly given: but ſtimulants aroma- 
tics, and emenagozues ſhould not be adminiſ- 
tered till the fever and ipaſms abate; and at 
dell, indeed, they are a dubious and uncertain 
remedy. But, notwithſtanding all our efforts, 
thould ſuppuratioa come on, an exit muſt be 
procured for the pus as ſoon as poſſible, which 
wi ſometimes point to the perinæum.

Of the Puerperal Fever. 


Tre puerperal ſever is a diſeaſe peculiar to 
lying-in women; and though it happens fo 


Irequently, yet it hath, till of late, been 
ſtrangely overlooked by authors, even thoſe who 
have written profeſſedly on fevers. 


It 
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It commonly begins with a rigor or chillineſ;, 


on the firſt, ſecond, or third day after delivery, 


followed by a violent pain and ſoreneſs over 
the whole hypogaſtric region. There is much 


thirſt; pain in the head, chiefly in the fore. 
head and parts about the eye-brows ; a fluſhing 
in the face; anxiety; a hot dry ſkin; quick 
and weak pulſe, though ſometimes it will reſiſt 
the finger pretty ſtrongly; a ſhortneſs in 
breathing; high-coloured urine, and a ſup— 
preſſion of the lochia. Sometimes vomiting and 
purging attend from the firſt ; but in general, 
in the beginning, the belly is coſtive: how- 
ever, when the diſeaſe proves fatal a diarrhaa 
generally ſupervenes, and the {tools at laſt 
become involuntary. 

There have been ſeveral treatiſes written 
lately upon this diſorder ; but as the authors 
are not agreed as to the cauſe of the complaint, 
nor the proper mode of treating it, I ſhall not 
pretend to give any preciſe method of cure. 
In general, the good ſenſe of the phyſician will 
teach him that, when the pulſe 1s ſtrong, 
and the pain, heat, and thirſt, are great, bleed- 
ing, laxatives, and the antiphlogiſtic regimen 
will be requiſite: on the contrary, when there 
is great debility, the patient muſt be ſupported, 
and all evacuations carefully avoided. | 

It is pretty obvious, that as this fever in 
different ſtages ſeems to partake of the inflam- 
matory and putrid type, or may even com- 
mence with the latter, practitioners ſhould be 
extremely cautious what method they adopt ; 
nor can any other rules be laid down for 1ts 
cure than what has been ſpecified when treat- 

ing 
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ing of the inflammatory and putrid fever, 
which muſt be ſeparately purſued, according 
to the ſymptoms ; only taking eſpecial care not 
to puſh on the antiphlogiſtic too rapidly, ner 
to be too haſty in bleeding, or repeating that 
operation in the inflammatory ſtate ; leſt the 
patient ſhould be hurried too haſtily, and tòo 
fatally, into the putrid ; nor enter upon the 
corrobating and antiputreſcent courſe too early, 
leſt the inflammatory ones ſhould be heighten- 
ed thereby. 8 65

CHA F I 


Of the Gout. 


THE gout is an hereditary diſeaſe, ariſing 
without any evident cauſe, but for the moſt 
part has an unuſual affection of the ſtomach 
preceding, 5 
There are febrile affections attendant, pain 
in ſome joint, and moſt commonly attacking 
the great toe; certainly the joints of the feet 
and hands. It returns at intervals, and often 
alternates with affections of the ſtomach, - and 


other internal parts. There is one ſpecies on- 
ly of this diſeaſe : but ſome alterations, in par- 
ticular circumſtances, relative to the apparent 
ſymptoms, have occaſioned authors to make 
lome diviſions into varieties. Thus, when 
the gout comes on, attended with a pretty 
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ſtrong inflammation of the extremities, or ſome 
part of them, continues for tome days, and 


recedes gradually with tumor, itching and de- 


ſquamation of the part affected, it is called 


REGULAR GOUT: when it makes its attack 


with atony of the ſtomach, or ſome other in- 
ternal part, and even without the expected 
and uſual inflammation in the limbs, or wit! 
only ſlight pains; and theſe fugitive, and often 
ſuddenly alternating, wich dyſpepſia or other 
ſymptoms of atony, it taxes the name of 
ATONIC. When the inflammation in the 
liabs, ſuddenly receding, and atony of the 
ſtomach, or ſome other internal part, by and 
by ſacceeds, it is then denominated RE TR0- 
GRADE: and ERRATIC, when with an in- 
flammation of ſome internal part, the influn- 
mation of the joints have either not preceded, 
or, having preceded, ſuddenly diſippears. 
Thus the firſt of theſe being ſtyled the Re- 
GULAR, the three laſt, conjunctively confider- 
ed, are called the IRREGULAR GOUT. 
THis diſeaſe may be acquired; and when 
that is the caſe, it proceeds from high living, 
a ſedentary life, exceſs in venery when young, 


drinking hard, fitting up late, cloſe applica- 


tion to ſtudy, anxious and intenſe thinking, &c. 


It chiefly affects the tendons, nerves, mem- 
branes, and ligaments, and comes on at firit 
ſuddenly, about the end of the month of Jauu- 
ary or beginning of February. The patient 1 
ſometimes trouble with crudities and indigei- 
tion before the attack. The pain reſembls 
that of a diſlocated bone, and is attended with 


3 ſenſation as if water juſt warm was poure! 


upon 
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upon the membranes of the part affected; and 
theſe ſymptoms are ſucceeded by a chillineſs, 
ſhivering, and a flight fever. About two in 
the morning the fit generally attacks the pati- 
ent, who is diſturbed by the vehemence of the 
pain, which uſually ſeizes the great toe; at 
other times the heel, calf of the leg, the ancle,. 
and metatar{al bones; at others, the gnawing- 
of a dog, or of a weight and conſtriction of the 
parts affected, increaſing often to an exquiſite: 
degree. After much toſſing and anxiety, to- 
wards morning the pain is ſomewhat more 
tolerable, a breathing ſweat comes on, and the 
part ſwells. If there be much gouty matter, 
the pain will return again on the next day, as 
the evening approaches. In a few days after, 
it often ſeizes the other foot; and thus it goes 
on, till all the gouty virus is ſpent. This is 
called a regular fit; and this is certainly an 
effort of nature to free the habit from the mor- 
bifie matter; yet however painful may be 
the exertion, the ſharper it proves the ſooner 
the fit terminates, and the longer and more 
perfect is the intermiſſion. The fit generally 
returns once, ſometimes twice a year, ſpring 
and autumn: it ſeldom attacks before the 
thirty-fifth or fortieth year. 
This diſtemper is more fatal in the decline of 
life, when it frequently ſeizes upon the nobler 
parts; ſuch as the head, ſtomach, and bowels. 
The affected parts ſhould be kept moderate- 
ly warm ; the patient ought to go to bed early, 
and not to riſe ſoon : he ſhould rather keep in 
bed entirely, until the ſymptoms abate ; abſtain 
from fleſh, fiſh, and high-feafoned food. A 
| Li ſlender 
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ſlender light diet is beſt. Of liquids, London 
ſmall- beer and toaſt may be allo ved, together 
with weak ſack whey, Bathwater-whey, wa. 
ter-gruel, and a little wine. | 

During the paroxyſm, little is to be done by 
medicine. The fafeſt external applications are 
to wrap the parts affected in new-combed woo], 
or in the ſofteſt flannel. If there be à ſickneſs 
at the ſtomach, the patient may drink plerti- 
fully of chamomile, or carduus tea, fo as to 
excite vomiting ; and the body ſhouid be kept 
gently open by clyſters, or with tinct. alces, 
or magneſ. alb. but ſhould the fit be very vio- 
lent, a gentle anodyne may be adminiſtered. 

Bleeding, though recommended in very full 
habits, and recent attacks of the gout, and 
ſaid to be advantageous, and indeed juſtly, 
ſhould be ſtudiouſly avoided in the aged, the 
weak, and thoſe who have had repeated pa- 
roxyſms. 

The nature of this diſeaſe, and its irregular 
appearances, are not in general well under- 
ſtood ; and to inveſtigate it thorougly, requires 
perhaps as much ſagacity as any ditorder inci— 
dent to the human frame. In fhort, the gout 
ſeizes all parts of the body at different times; 
but in general the ſtomach participates more or 
leſs of its attack. | 

After the declenſion of the fit, the diſorder 
is more eaſily eradicated when confined to the 
extremities, than when the viſcera is affected; 
in which laſt caſe the ſtomach is fo infirm as 
hardly to perform its office.

If on the ſtomach, pre- 
leribe wine boiled with ſpices, or burnt brandy 
with ſpices, or brandy with garlic; and if 
taeſe ſhould be thrown up by vomiting, add a 
few drops of tinct. opii at proper intervals.

In perſons ſubject to frequent gouty attacks 
in the head, and where the fits are not regu- 
Jar and critical, an iſſue in the neck or thigh 
made 
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made pretty large, has been found to be of 
great efficacy.

Soap and  lime-water, with the uſe of ſto- 
machie medicines, proper diet, and exerciſe, 
with Bath-watcr, and daily friction of the feet 
with ::annels, bid faireſt to relieve, if not pre- 
rent the returns of the gout. | 

The powder called the Duke of Portland's, 
has been much recommended to keep off the 
gout. It is compoſed of equal parts of the 
roots of round birthwort, and gentian ; of the 
leaves of germander, and ground-pine ; and 
of the tops of the leſſer centaury. Theſe are 
to be well dried, pounded, and fifted, fo as 
to make a fine powder. 'The doſe is a drachm 
every morning for the firſt three months; for 
the enſuing taree months, three quarters of a 
drachm; and half a drachm for the next ſix 
months. The ſecond year requires only half 
2 drachm every other day. But it is to be re- 
marked, that as this powder may, in ſome 
caſes, be very ſerviceabie, ſo an indiſcriminate 
uſe of it may do a great deal of harm. 

A milk diet, with a total abſtinence from 
fermented liquors and fleſh meats, has, in many 
_ Inſtances, cured effectually the gout ; but then 
it may be queſtioned whether it does not bring 
on worſe complaints. The ſtomach, in par- 
ticular, is ſo much weakened by it, as never 
afterwards. to bear any ſolid food. Beſides, the 
young and vigorous, or thoſe. of very ſtrong 
conſtitutions, ſhould make the attempt ; for 
the weak or aged, or ſuch as are much broken 
down with the diſeaſe, cannot bear to live fo 
low. And it muſt alſo be obſerved, that the 


diet 
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diet muſt be perſiſted in during the courſe of 
life; for, on a return to the former mode of 
living, the gout generally returns with increaf. 
ed violence. 


CHAP. II. 
Of the Rheumatiſiu. 


TE rheumatiſm is either acute, or chro- 
nic. The acute is that which is attended with 
febrile ſymptoms; and the chronic, that which 
is without fever. The former can only be 
relieved be conquering the inflammation; the 
latter generally proceeds from a defect of the 
glandular and mucilaginous humour in the 
joints, inſtead of which a ſharp irritating acri- 
mony prevails. A local rheumatiſm is to be 
diſtinguiſhed from a more general one. 
The acute rheumatiſm commonly affects 
thoſe who are in the prime of life, and is 
known by wandering pains, with ſwelling and 
redneſs in the part, which increaſe towards the 
evening, and when the patient grows warm in 
bed, and is preceded by a rigor, ſhivering and 
thirſt, A fever attends, with anxiety and 
coſtiveneſs. | | 
The pain generally purſues the courſe of the 
muſcles, and attacks the larger joints, rather 
then thoſe of the hands and feet ; ſometimes 
one part 1s attacked, while another is quite 
free from pain ; ſometimes different parts are 
ſeized at the fame time ; and indeed ſometimes 
all parts at the ſame inſtant. 
- There 
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There is ſcarce a diſeaſe more hereditary than 
this. 

That it proceeds from a ſerous humour, is 
evident from many ſymptoms which — 
this complaint. 

Bleeding is neceſſary, and ſhould be reppat- 
ed, eſpecially when the diſeaſe is attended with 
reat inflammation. 

After this, if the patient be of a ſtrong habit 
of body, nitre may be given in as large quan- 
tities as the ſtomach can bear. It is beſt ex- 
hibited in water-gruel, 51. to a quart, and a 
tea-cupful taken every ſecond hour. If the 
ſtomach Mould reje& it, when taken in ſuch 
quantities, it may be exhibited in ſmaller doſes, 
and combined with other things ; as,

ons, camphorated oil, or the linim. ammon, 
may be ordered to be rubbed in warm, una t 
parts to be afterwards wrapped in flannel; and 
as the matter of the rheumatiſm is beſt carrad 
off by the cuticular pores, diaphoretic and 
ſudorific medicines are beneficial ; arid in this 
mode the cure is commonly completed. ticnce 
de oction of ſeneka may be given in ſuch large 
quantities as to raiſe a {weat.

The chronic rheumatiſm, which ſhews itſelf 
in various parts of the body, without fever or 
infarimation in the part, is ſometimes the 
effect of the inflammatory ſpecies ; but chiefiy 
attacks thoſe who are advanced in life. The 
pain ſeldom attacks ſo many places at a time as 
in the acute ſpecies, neither are the parts af- 
fected ſo liable to become red or tumified. A 
milk diet, properly attended to, has great effi- 
cacy ; ſo has bleeding, if the pulſe will admit 
of it : if not, begin with calomel, in ſmall 
doſes ; or with a gentle purge of infuſ. ſenæ.

Obſtinate rheumatic caſes frequently require 
change of climate, from a cold to a warm one, 
and the uſe of the Bath-waters.

CH AP. III. 


Of the Lumbago, and the Scratica. 
TIE lumbago is a fixed pain in the ſmall of 


the back, particularly upon ſtirring, or endea- 
vouring to raiſe the body ; without nauſea, and 
other ſymptoras peculiar to the nephritis. 
They may belong either to the gout or rheu— 
matiſm, but moſt commonly the latter. 
When the ſciatica is of the arthritic ſpecies, 
the pain is more deeply ſeated than when to 
the rheumatic. Hence they ſeem to be the 
ſame complaint, only varying their feat, and 
from thence take their names. The /c19/1c0,

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termed alſo bias, is a fixed pain in the hip.

We thould be careful to diſtinguiſh the acute 
tom the chronic; for, like the rheumatiſm, 
they may be of either ſpecies, becauſe of the 
tormer, bleeding is neceſſary, and repetitions 
occaFonal:y ; nitre, plentiful dilution, faline 
purges; and in the lumbago, terebinthinate 
ch de 18, &c.

CHAP. VI. 


Of the Head-ach. 
TEE head-ach is a painful ſenſation ſeated in 


the contents of the cranium, as the brain, 
dura or pia mater, or in the muſcles, mem- 
branes, nerves, or other parts of the head. It 
is called a cephalalgia, if the head appears full, 
and as it were overloaded with a dull pain, 
attended with heavineſs; cephalæa, if invete- 
rate, or extremely acute, having a ſpaſmodic 
tenſion, a ſoreneſs of the exterior parts for its 
aſſociates; and a hemicrania,, if only one fide 
or part of the head is affected. If the pain be 
fixed to a point, it is called c/avys hyſtericus. 
As theſe affections ariſe from ſuch a varicty of 
cauſes, which may require different treat- 
ment, it will always be uſeful, if poſſible, to 
diſtinguiſh the acting one, as it may ariſe from 
rheumatiſm or gout, from a plethora, or in- 
flammatory diatheſis, an intermittent fever ve- 
nereal virus, foulneſs of the ſtomach, or ſome 
other nervous affection of the primæ viæ, 4 
diſtenſion of the nervous fibres, convulſions, 
or a ſudden tranſlation of matter.

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If theſe pains take their origin from a ple- 
thora, which the ſymptoms of a full pulſe, 
gorid countenance, and heavineſs of the head, 
will diſcover ; bleeding, cupping, bliſters, and 
ventle purgatives, are to be preſcribed. 

When they ariſe frm gouty or rheumatic hu- 
mours, bliſters to the back and legs, putting 
the feet in warm water, and vinum aloes given 
now and then, anſwer very well.

When the pain is removed, the patient ſhould 
be always very careful to keep his feet warm.

If a weak ſtomach be the cauſe, joined with 
any uneaſineſs f the mind and relaxed nerves, 
pil. gummol. Spa-waters, and riding on boric- 
back, are of the greateſt uſe. Should it be 
foul, and it or the nteſtines be loaded with 1a- 
burra, after a gentle emetic, or a purgative, 
ſtomachic 
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ſtomachic bitters, joined with chalybeates, 
will be ſerviceable, taking care to avoid coſ- 
tiveneſs, and promoting all the due ſecretions 
properly. Hence aloetic pills accaſionally 
ſhould be had recourſe to; and the menſes, or 
piles, ſhould they be abſtructed, muſt, if poſ- 
ſible, be recalled. | 
It is worth obſervation, eſpecially to the 
ſtudious, never to write on low deſks or tables, 
or to tie their ſtocks or neck-cloths tight, as 
many inconveniencies have ariſen from thence. 
Some have fallen within the author's notice, 
where various nervous medicines have been 
uſed, together with cupping, neutral ſalts, &c. 
all to no purpoſe. | 

It may be proper alſo to obſerve here, that 
people who are much ſubject to headachs ſhould 
always lie high with their heads; ſleep in thin 
night-caps; if they eat ſupper, it ſhould be 
very light ; avoid coſtivencts ; go always to bed 
with their feet warm, and well rubbed : for by 
obſerving theſe directions, many have found 
great benefit, in complaints of this kind, 
which have long evaded the power of medi- 
cine, where attention to theſe particulars have 


been di ſregarded.

Of the 7. ooth-ach. 


TRE tooth- ach is often occaſioned by an 
impure acrimonious ſerum, which corrodes the 
membranes and nerves; very frequently

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brought on by colds and rheuma tic complaints, 
more particularly after a ſudden change of wer- 
ther, or from a caries: ſometimes it is merely 
ſympathetic, as in hyſteric and pregnant 
women. 8 
If the tooth be rotten or hollow, burn the 
nervous chord, if poſſible, which is the ſeat of 
the pain, and the cavity may be filled up with 
lead, wax, or maſtich. 
The beſt radical cure is to extract the tooth, 
if it can be conveniently effected. 
If the tooth affected be not one of the grin- 
ders, it may be replaced by one drawn freſh 
from a healthy perſon, which oftea becomes as 
uſefui and laſting as the original one couid have 
been. 
Touching that part of the ear called the 
antihelix, with a hot iron, has alſo ſometimes 
been found to remove the tooth-ach.

When the pain is merely ſympathetic, the 
cauſe which gives riſe to the nervous affection 
muſt be ſtruck at; fo that if either hyſtena, 
pregnancy, &c. ſhould be the occaſion, the 
cure depends on antiſpaſmodics, bleeding &c. 
as the particular cauſe may require. 

A fatid breath may proceed from carious 
teeth, putrid gums, bad lungs, or may ſome- 
tunes be conſtitutional : it is often attendant on 
weak nerves ; and frequently owing to mer- 
curials. 

IF conſtitutional, it is not to be remedied, 
Elegance and care, however, may palliate and 
render it leſs offenſive: and the ſtate of the 
ſtomach and primæ vie deſerve great attention 
in this caſe.

Of the Otalgia, or Ear- ach. 


Tins complaint may be occaſioned by an in- 
flammation of the internal ear, which is ſome. 
times fo violent as to render the patient deli- 
rious; by a purulent diſchrge; by inſects, or 
hard bodies getting into the ear, or by catching 
cold. 
If inflammation gives rife to it, veneſection, 
cooling and ſmart purges ; cupping, leeches, 
and bliſters, to the back part of the head, and 
behind the ears, and the pediluvium, are ne- 
ceſſary. | 
Purulent matter appearing in the meatus 
auditorius, detergent injections are to be made 
ui. of; which may be compoſed of ſoap and 
water, tinct. aloes comp. and water, or de- 
coctum hord. cum mel. roſ. et tinct. myrrh. 
If from living inſects, the moſt effectual 
way to deſtroy them is to blow in the ſmoke of 
tobacco, and then pour in warm oil. Hard 
bodies getting into the ear, are to be extracted 
by proper inſtruments, aſſiſted by emollient 
injections. | 
Pains in the ear, occaſioned by colds, re- 
quire mild diaphoretics, and the patient to be 
kept warm ; and cataplaſms of bread and milk, 
with roaſted onions, will be of ſervice. If the 
diſorder gives not way to theſe methods, bleed, 
and bliſter behind the ears, and give an ano- 
dyne going to bed. The rheumatiſm may 
| ſometimes 
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ſometimes produce theſe complaints; a bladder, 
Sled with warm water, and applied to the 
part, will be of uſe; alſo the ſpir. campho- 
ratus. Should the pain be merely ſpaſmodic, 
or ariſe from a defluxion of acid ſerum, cupping, 
and bliſtering the back of the head, will be 
ſerviccable ; and ſoft doſſils muſt at the ſame 
time be put into the ear, dipped in oil of al- 
monds ; to which a little oleum ſuccini, and 
tinctura opii, may be added. 

A noiſe in the ears may be relieved by the 
vapours of aromatic plants conveyed thither 
through a funnel ; or drop the following into

Of the Cardialgia, or Pain and Uneaſineſs in 
the Stomach. 


Ims complaint is commonly termed the 
beart-burn ; which is an uncaſy ſenſation in 
the ſtomach, with anxiety, a heat more or leſs 
violent, and tornetimes attended with oppreſſion, 
faintneſs, an inclination to vomit, or a plen- 

titul diſcharge of clear lymph, like faliva. 
This pain may ariſe from various and dif- 
terent cauſes ; ſuch as flatus ; from arp hu- 
mours, either acid, bilious, rancid, or empy- 
reumatic ; from worms gnawing and vellicat- 
ing the coats of the ſtomach ; from acrid and 
pungent food, ſuch as ſpices, aromatics, &c. 
as 
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as alſo from rheumatic and gouty humour, 
or ſurfeits; from too free a uſe of tea, watery 
fluids relaxing the ſtomach, &c. from the na. 
tural mucus being abraded, particularly in the 
upper orifice of the ſtomach : this moſtly hap. 
pens with thoſe whoſe blood abounds with 
ſcorbutic ſalts. 

In all pains of the ſtomach, particular atten. 
tion ſhould be paid to the offending cauſe, a; 
the cure will entirely depend upon that being 
conquered. 

The diet ſhould be of a light animal kind; 
the drink brandy and water, toaſt and water, 
Briſtol or Tilbury-water ; no vegetables ſhould 
be allowed; and very little bread, and that 
well toaſted. 

The cure of a common cardialgia, if it pro- 
ceeds from indigeſtion, or an acid acrimony, 


ſhould be.

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per: but probably no remedy ſo effectual as ; 
milk diet. 

If it is attended with a diſcharge of clear 
lymph, like faliva, ſometimes infipid, ſome- 
times acrid, it is called the water-braſli. 
Tincture of bark in lime-water is recommend- 
ed as very uſeful, and often given with ſucceſ;, 

If the coats of the ſtomach have their tone 
weakened, and cannot protrude their contents 
in proper time, and thus occaſions this com- 
plaint, moderate living is abſolutely neceſſary. 
Vinum amar. with the vitriolic acid diluted, 
or the etherial ſpirit of vitriol, will be ſervi— 
ceable : if coſtive, the aloetic pills are adviſea- 
ble. Occafionally riding ; but failing 1s prete- 
rable as moſt ethcacious. 


Ca AP. IX. 


Of Pains in the Stomach and Bowels from Poiſin, 


AR SENTqIC 


Ts ſubſtance taken inwardly, produces 
violent gripings in the ſtomach and bowels, 
diſtenſion, vomiting, great heat, thirſt, cold 
ſweats, tremors, convulſions, inflammations, 
gangrene, and finally death. A mortification 
of the pudenda is ſaid to be peculiar to the 
poiſon of arſenic. 

Give large quantities of milk, honey, and 
ſugar mixed, of warm water and oil, and add 
1pecacoanh. or, what is much briſk and certain 
un its operation, zinci vitriolati purificati 75 
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to be repeated ſo as to promote as quick a 
diſcharge upwards as poſſible, and inje& oily 
clyſters. In a word, fill the whole tract of 
the alimentary canal with ſoftening emollient 
liquids, ſuch as new milk, freſh butter melted, 
chicken or veal broth, ſweet oil, to dilute and 
ſheathe the poiſon, giving them largely, both 
by the mouth and clyſters. And when you have 
obtained a free evacuation both ways, let the 
perſon continue to drink very plentifully of 
decoctum hord. cum g. Arabic ſperm. cet. 
pulv. tragacanth. fat veal and mutton broths, 
milk, oil, &c. not forgetting to keep the body 
open for ſeveral days, in order to carry off the 
pollon. 

Theſe rules hold good, as to poiſons in ge- 
geral, when taken into the ſtomach. If there 
be a plethora, or the pulſe be ſtrong and full, 
it will be very neceſſary during the above cure 
to take away blood. 

When the mouth and fauces appear exco- 
rated and ulcerated, as they will do ſometimes 
when corrofive ſublimate, nitrous, vitriolic, or 
muriatic acid have been taken, little doubt re- 
mains of the cauſe ; but when they are want- 
ing, and death has enſued, and on opening the 
body, eroſions, lived and mortified ſpots, ap- 
Pear on the coats of the ſtomach, we are not 
raſnly to conclude that poiſon has been taken, 
becauſe theſe may originate from internal 
cauſes ; therefore the contents of the ſtomach. 
ſhould be axamined. If a white powder 1s 
found in the ſtomach, and that arſenic, it has 
a milky whiteneſs, is gritty and inſipid: part of 
it ſwins on the ſurface of cold water, like a 


pale 


oy, 
— 
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pale ſulphureous film; the greateſt portion 
ſinks to the bottom and remains there undi{. 
ſolved; thrown on a red-hot iron, it does not 
flame, but riſes entirely in thick white fumes, 
which have the ſtench of garlic, and cover 
cold iron held juſt over them with white floy. 
ers. If it be incloſed between two plates of 
copper put into the fire and made red hot, the 
copper will become white. Ten grains boiled 
in iy of clear water, and then paſſed through 
a filter, I divided in five equal parts, and put 
into as many glaſſes.— In one I poured a few 
drops of ſpirit of ſal ammon. into another ſome 
of the aqua kali, into a third ſtrong vitriolic 
acid, into the fourth ſome muriatic acid, and 
into the fifth ſome ſyrup of violets. The firſt 
threw down a few particles of pale ſediment 
the ſecond gave a white cloud, which hung a 
little above the middle of the glats ; the third 
and fourth made a conſiderable precipitation of 
a lightiſh-coloured ſubſtance, which in the 
former hardened into glittering cryſtals, ſtick- 
ing to the fides and bottom of the glaſs. Sy- 
rup of violets produced a beautiful pale green 
tincture, &c. Theſe are methods we muſt 
make uſe of for the certain diſcovery of its ex- 
iſtence, and conſequently its effects. | 
Another method is to ſoak a piece of bread 
in the liquid contents of the ſtomach, and ge 
it to a dog, and then from the con{equences it 
produces form our concluſions. It is neceliary t0 
be as certain in theſe points as poſhble, that when 
called before a bar of juſtice, in the unha 
caſes of people being poiſoned, to give evidence,

Beſides the general cure for expelling poiſons 
delivered above, the antidote for corroſive ſub- 
limate is a weak ſolution of any mild alkaline 
dat; about one ounce of ſalt of tartar, ſalt of 
wormwood, or common pearl-aſhes, may be 
1;folved in a gallon of water, and the ſtomach 
zlled with the ſolution, which will decom- 
und the ſublimate, and deſtroy it ſaline ſpi- 


culæ. 
VEGETABLE POISONS. 


The plants which chiefly produce unhappy 
effects are, forme kinds of muſhrooms ; hemlock 
gathered for parſley, and eaten in fallads ; the 
roots of the bemloch-dropwert, eaten inſtead of 
curtots, and the berries of the deadly vue 
which children eat by mittake for wild cherries. 

All the poiſons of this claſs ſeem to prove 
mortal rather from a narcotic or ſtupefying, 
than an acrimonious and ſtimulating quality. 
A ſtaring wildneſs in the eyes, confuſion of 
light, palpitations, giddineſs, loſs of memory 
and voice, ſtupor or fury, convulſions, and 
reachings to vomit, are the chief ſymptoms. 

The patient ſhould immediately take a ſolu- 
tion of the zincum vitriolatum purificatum, 
and repeat it till it cauſes him to vomit plenti- 
fully, aſſiſted by a large quantity of warm wa- 
ter, and other ſoftening fluids, as above recom- 
mended. After the operation of the vomit, 
and the evacuation of the inteſtinal canal, by 
v1y and emollient clyſters, the patient ſhould 
continue to take large quantities of water, or 

| whey, 
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whey, ſweetened with honey or ſugar, and 
medicated with a conſiderable quantity of vi. 
negar, which is eſteemed a ſpecific, or antidote, 
againſt this fort of poiſons. 


Ez DUM, 


This excellent drug, when taken by miſtake, 
or otherwiſe, in too large a quantity, is con- 
verted into a poiſon. The cure is to be the 
ſame as already deſcribed, except that there 
may be a greater neceſſity for ſpeedy veneſec- 
tion, as the effect of this poiſon is to produce 
ſymptoms ſimilar to thoſe of the ſanguineous 
apoplexy. Bliſters may be applied betwixt the 
ſhoulders, and to the ancles, and vinegar to 
the noſtrils, and dilute vitriolic acid, cream of 
tartar, lemon-juice, or any convenient palata- 
ble acids may be added liberally to whatever 
liquor the patient drinks. The common faline 
mixture is here particularly recommended, and 
that to be given treely. 

Much depends upon keeping the patient 


from ſleeping until the effe& of the optum be 
over. 


After the poiſon is evacuated, gentle aloetic 


purges are very proper to be given at ſtated 
intervals.

Of the different Species of Colic. 


Tun colic is an acute pain, and obſtruction 
in the inteſtines. When dic colic pain is ac- 
companied with vomiting of bile, it is called 
a brlious colic, When the pain ariſes from 
fatus, without any inflammatory or bilious 
\{\mptoms, it is termed the flatulent or windy 
colic. If it takes its origin from hyſteric 
complaints, it is named the 41ijteric colic, When 
it is accompanied with tenſion in the abdomen, 
ſoreneſs to the touch, heat, thirſt, quick pulſe, 
and other inflammatory ſymytoms, it gets the 
name of 77j/ammatory colic, When it is attended 
with an obſtinate conſtipation of the bowels, 
and a vomiting of every thing that 1s taken, 
indicative, from the nature of what is diſcharg- 
ed, that the paſſage through the inteſtines is 
cutirely cloſed, the diſeaſe is termed the ac 
paffion. When the pain is violent, and ſeated 
in the umbilical region, ſtrixing through to the 
back, with obſtinate coſtivenets, and a retracti- 
on of the navel, ſucceeded by ſpaſmodic con- 
traction or palſy of the lower extremities, it is 
called the nervors colic. 


Bilious Colic. 


The bilious colic generally ſeizes the patient 
about the beginning of ſummer, with a vomit- 
ug of a yellow greeniſh caſt ; a bitter taſte in 
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the mouth, with great heat; circumſcribed pain 
about the region of the navel ; ſometimes with 
moſt excruciating pain all over the abdomen; 
then ſhifting from place to place ; little or ng 
diſcharge of urine ; a pulſation in the abdomen, 
with a ſenſe of cold about it: frequently it i; 
attended with a hoarſeneſs, which continues 
during the whole ſtage of the diſtemper, with 
thirſt, fever, and coſtiveneſs ; and ſometimes 
terminates in the iliac paſſion. | 

Bleed repeatedly, if the pulſe will admit of 
it, and avoid every thing that will tend to in- 


creaſe the vomiting.

In the mean time, give ſmall thin broths, 
gruel, whey, or warm water, to be drank very 
plentifully; and order emollient and opening 
clyſters to be frequently injected. If theſe do 
not give ſpeedy relief, the patient muſt be put 
into a warm bath, and continued there as long 
as he can well bear it. The vomiting, in this 
colic, is often very diſtreſſing. Give a faline 
draught every hour, in the act of efferveſcence, 
till the complaint ceaſes; and add to each 1 
few drops of tinct. opii. if occaſion requires. 
Mithridate confectio opiata, in the form of a ci- 

| ta latin, 
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taplaſm, may be laid to the pit of the Nomach - 
The leaves of common mint boiled in red wine, 
and applied to the ſcrobic. cord. are alſo ſome- 
times effectual in this caſe, when other things "54 
have failed in ſtopping the vomiting. After ſtools = 


have been obtained, and the ſymptoms abate,

The Bath waters, and riding, are proper to 
reſtore the patient, and prevent a return of this 
diſeaſe ; or a courſe of Seltzer, or ſome ſulphu- 
reous chalybeate water, with a courſe of ape- 
rient gums with ſoap, ferrum ammoniacale, 
and rhubarb. The diet ſhould be ſuch as 
is light and eaſy of digeſtion, not crude and 
fatulent. Malt liquors ſhould be avoided ; 
and if feveriſhly diſpoſed, Seltzer-water with 
Hock, if not with Madeira, Liſbon, or Sherry, 
particularly if the habit is rather cold and 
palegmatic, form the beſt beverage for drink. 


Flatulent Colic. 


The flatulent colic is known by a wander- 
nz pain in the bowels, following the track of 
the colon, attended with borborygmi, which 
abates when the air is ſet free ; the pain is not 


ne calperated by preflure, but rather relieved ; 
ce, there 15 no extraordinary thirſt, and the pulſe 
r little diſturbed. The habit is generally, 


uy indeed almoſt always, coſtive; and ſomèe- 
mes fo ſtrong, that the periſtaltic motion of 
N 2 the 
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the bowels is inverted, and the inteſtinal con. 
tents puſhed upward, and ejected by the mouth, 
This, as well as ſome other ſpecies of coli, 
is ſometimes attended with nephritic ſymp. 
toms ; hence the nephritic or /tone-colic. Hoy. 
ever, they may be eafily diſtinguiſhed from the 
nephritis, by the pain not being fixed in the 
kidney, and propagated to the genitals, but be- 
ing more extended towards the centre of the 
belly, and by the ſudden relief after a diſcharge 
by ſtool. In the colic, after eating, the pain 
increaſes, but in the nephritis it is rather mi- 
tigated. In the nephritis, the urine is firſt 
clear and thin, and afterwards lets fall gravel or 
other ſediment : in the colic, the urine is gene- 
rally thicker in the beginning. 

Though we know that this diſeaſe ariſes 
from ſpaſm in ſome part of the alimentary ca- 
nal, the moſt common places are either the 
valye of the colon, or its flexure, where it 
turns up under the ſpurious ribs to the left tide, 
the lower part of the duodenum, the pylorus, 
or cardia. Yet ſtill it is very difficult to diſco- 
ver what is the cauſe, there are ſo many diffe- 
rent ones ; moſt of which can only be gueſſed 
at : therefore the paticnt's conſtitution 1s to be 
enquired after with great nicety, reſpecting it 
particular nature, as well as conduct reſpecting 
the non-naturals previous to the attack. For 
the obſtruction may ariſe from acrid biles, dif- 
ferent kinds of ſaburra, ſtoppages of the duc- 
tus communis choledochus, from ſpaſm ot 
from biliary concretions, hardened feces, Worms, 


ruptures, remains of undiſſolved food, car thy 
or 
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or ſtony concretions lodged in the inteſtines, 
compreſſion of the inteſtines from tumors in 
any of the contiguous viſcera, introſuſception 
or volvulus of the inteſtine, a thickening of 
its coat from ſchirrous, cancer, &c. hence, 
whatever the cauſe, we muſt endeavour in our 
plan of cure to take off the ſpaſm, and promote 
a free paſſage througb the bowels downwards. 

If the patient be plethoric, or of a ſtrong 
habit of body, bleeding is generally neceſlary ; 
after which, order him to drink plentifully of 
warm water, or Chamomile tea, ſo as to pro- 
mote vomiting ; then procure ſtools by emol- 
lieat clyſters, which muſt be repeated, and 
made ſtronger, if neceſſary, till an evacuation 
is obtained; or to a decoction of ſena or co- 
locynth add oil, honey, and common ſalt, or 
crude ſal ammoniac,

Hyſteric Colic. 


Women of a groſs and lax habit of body, of 
irritable diſpoſition, and thoſe who have juſt 
recovered from very difficult labours, are parti- 
cularly ſubject to it. It attacks the region of 
the ſtomach, and ſometimes the parts juſt 
below it, with violent pain, and is ee

ed with exorbitant vomitings of green or yel- 
Io matter? ſucceeded by great lowneſs of ſpi- 
rits. The pain goes off in a day or two, and 
frequently returns again, in a few WCeks, with 
1s great a violence as ever. It is ſometimes 
attended with a jaundice, which vaniſhes ſpon- 
tancouſly in a few days. 

Vhen the ſymptoms are all gone off, and 
the patient is pretty well recovered ; grief, 
anger, walking, or any other exerciſe uſed too 
ſoon, will occaſion a relapſe. 

Bleeding and purging, in this ſpecies of co- 
lic, generally do harm ; unleſs the woman be 
of a ſanguineous conſtitution and robuſt make, 
and then they are very proper. 

The patient muſt drink a large quantity of 
warm poſſet-drink, whey or carduus tea, till 
there be a thorough evacuation of the contents 
of the ſtomach ; after which,

The opiate muſt be repeated till the ſymp. 
toms go off entirely, allowing a proper interval 
between each doſe ; for this is chiefly to he 
depended upon. Aromatic bitters with the 
cortex, country air, and riding, will be the 
| beſt means to recruit the ſtrength, and prevent 
a relapſe. When a colic ſimilar to this attacks 
hypochondriac ſubjects, it is termed the hyps.. 
chonariac colic. The cure is the ſame as juſt 
now deſcribed. 


Inflammatory Colic. 


In the inflammatory colic, a vehement burn- 
ing fixed pain 1s felt in thoſe parts which are 
moſt affected, alſo accompanied with a preter- 
natural heat of the whole body, quick pulſe, 
loſs of ſtrength, anxiety, and inquietude. 

When the inflammation is in the upper part 
of the inteſtines, the ſtomach will be diſtended 
with wind ; and where it is very violent, con- 
vulſions will ſucceed in the diaphragm, at- 
tended with vomiting, painful inflation, rumbl- 
ings, and ſharp griping twitches, which may 
at laſt be productive of the paſſio iliaca. 

When the ſharp pain, attended with fever 
and nauſea, appears to be betwixt the navel and 
the pit of the ſtomach; it may then be ſuſpect- 
ed that that part of the colon is affected which 
lies under the ſtomach. If it be in the right 
hypochondrium, under the ſpurious ribs, then 
that part of the colon which joins the ilium, 
may be inflamed : but when the pain is in the 


middle 
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middle of the abdomen, about the navel, it 
indicates the ſmall inteſtines to be affected. 

In the inflammatory colic, bleeding largely 
and repeatedly will in general be abſolutely 
neceſſary ; eſpecially if the patient be plethoric, 
and the ſymptoms urgent: in this, the pulſe 
will be the ſureſt guide; alſo warm ſoftenin 
emollient drinks and clyſters ſhould be preſcrib- 
ed. After theſe, if the vomiting be violent, 
an anodyne may be proper, given in the faline 
draught in the act of efferveſcence, and re- 
peated occaſionally. Warm fomentations are 
alſo uſeful, and the ſkins of newly-killed ani- 
mals, applied warm to the abdomen ; or bags 
filled with common falt, or oats, heated ; and 
if theſe ſhould fail, we muſt have recourſe to 
the ſemicupium, and warm bath. Bliſters are 
likewiſe adviſed, and directed to be applied to 
the part affected, immediately after bleeding, 
be the cauſe either inflammation or flatulence. 

Freſh weak broths are the beſt for drink, as 
well as for nouriſhment. 


After bleeding, ſtools muſt be procured.

In the mean time, clyſters are to be thrown 
up, compoſed of freſh broth, ol. oliv. and the 
fal amarus. 

Quickſilver, where theſe fail, to the quanti- 
ty of two or three ounces, given every ſecond 
hour, or ſwallowing leaden bullets, have been 
recommended, with intent to force through the 
inteſtinal obſtruction : alſo taking the paucit 
out of bed, and daſhing cold water on his ex- 
tremities, whilſt he ſtands bare-footed on a 
cold flag: and in deſperate caſes, tobacco cly- 
ſters, either by infuſing a- dram or two in the 
decoctum pro enemate, or blowing the ſmoke 
into the rectum by means of an inſtrument 
made for that purpoſe. Should any of theſe 
means ſucceed, the patient muſt continue for 
ſome time his courſe of cathartics and opiates 
occaſionally, till all the ſymptoms perfectly 
vaniſh, and the freedom of the alvine evacua- 
tion convinces us all the hardened fæces are 
entirely removed. To prevent a relapſe, crude 


flatulent vegetables, animal food of difficult 
digeſtion, 


* 
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digeſtion, ſhould be avoided, coſtiveneſs always 
prevented, and riding perſiſted in; for in this 
caſe it is ſingularly ſerviceable. 

But if, notwithſtanding the helps above 
preſcribed, the fever ſhould continue, and 
clammy ſweats come on, with paleneſs, diar- 
rhea, fœtid black ſtools, or like the waſhings 
of fleſh, with a ſmall intermitting pulſe, and 
at laſt a total ceſſation of pain, you may prog- 
noiticate a gangrene coming on, and that death 
is near at hand. 


Iliac Paſſion. 


TE iliac paſſion is owing to an inflammation 
and obſtruction in the inteſtinal canal, ſo as to 
allow no paſſage for either the fæces or flatu- 
lence. It may be occaſioned by hardened fæ- 
ces, violent vomitings, ruptures, earthy or 
ſtony concretions lodged in the inteſtines, tu- 
mors, introſuſception, or volvulus of the in- 
teſtine, a thickening of the coats of the inteſ- 
tines, &c. and is attended with an acute pain 
of the bowels, an oppreſſion at the ſtomach, 
tenſion of the belly, bilious or even ſtercorace- 
ous vomiting, great thirſt, heat, fever, and at 
laſt with ſingultus, cold ſweats, delirium, con- 
vultions, gangrene, and death. 

The method of cure 1s nearly the fame as 
preſcribed in the inflammatory colic, the iliac 


paition being only the greateſt degree of that 
diſcaſe. 


The 
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The common drink ſhould be weak chicken. 
broth, beef-tea, chamomile- tea, or the doco@. 
hordei comp. the lac amygdalæ may likewiſe 
be drank freely ; and a quantity of nitre may 
be added to it. 

Bleed largely and repeatedly, more particu- 
larly if it ariſes from a ſtrangulated rupture; 
next inject emollient oily, and ſtimulating cly. 
ſters ; and give oily, aperient remedies, by the 
mouth: but the chief hope here is in bleeding, 
cathartics, and opiates. 

Give 310 extract. colocynth. cum aloe, with 


one or two grains of the opium purificatum, 
and wait its effects :

In caſe of an hernia, you muſt never fatigue 
your patient by attempting to reduce the inteſ- 
tine, till the ſpaſm and tenſion be entirely re- 
moved : when that is done, and the part reduc- 
ed, keep him quiet for ſome days, and preſcribe 
a ſoft, eaſy, and low diet. | 

The warm bath, with the ſmoak of tobacco 
blown into the rectum by means of a proper 
inſtrument, are often of the greateſt ſervice ; 
and alſo the following tobacco-clyſter, and pills:

Nervous Colic. 


This diſeaſe is alſo called colica Pictonum, 
colic of Poictiers; Devonſhire colic ; convulſive 
colic; and in the Weſt Indies, where it is en- 
demic, they term it the Dry belly-ach. 

It begins with a ſenſation of weight or pain 
at the pit of the ſtomach, attended with loſs 
of appetite, yellowneſs in the countenance, a 
light degree of fickneſs, and coſtiveneſs. A 
vomiting ſucceeds of acrid ſlime, and porra- 
ceous bile. 

The pain will frequently deſcend to the re- 
ion of the navel, and ſhoot from thence to 
each 
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each fide with exceſſive violence. Its ſeat ſeery, 
to be the centre of the meſentery; and the iq. 
teſtines ſeems as if drawn in towards the ſpine, 
with convulfive ſpaſms ; ſo that it is ſometimes 
impracticable to throw up clyiters. The pain 
does not, as in molt colics, abate and increaſe 
ſeveral times in a few minutes ; but generally 
obſerves the ſame tenour, for ſeveral hours to. 
gether. The pulſe is commonly low, and as 
quiet as in health, without any appearance of 
fever or inflammation ; but rather on the con- 
trary, a faintneſs and lowneſs of ſpirits. When 
the pain has continued long and violent, and 
begins to abate, the patient commonly feels an 
unuſual ſenſation and tingling along the ſpina 
dorſi, which extending to the arms and legs, 
they thus become weak and paralytic. 

Before the diſorder is confirmed, its progrets 
may perhaps be ſtopped by clyſters of the de- 
coction of colocynth, ſena, and the carminative 
ſeeds, diflolving therein common falt or crude 
fal ammoniac, with a proper quantity of oil, 
eſpecially oleum ricini, and keeping the body 
open with mild aperients, of which the caſtor 
oil is the moſt effectual. The patient ſhould 
avoid catching cold, and be careful that he 
takes nothing acid or indigeſtible by way of diet. 

This colic is often the effect of lead acci- 
dentally taken in drinks, ſuch as cyder, &c. 
and too frequently eating and drinking things 
of an auſtere acid quality. It is common n 
cyder counties; and often happens to plumbers, 
painters, and thoſe who attend the ſmelting Oi 
lead, or making of white lead. |

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When it is confirmed, the following method 
has been found ſucceſsful : order the patient to 
drink warm chamomile tea, to wafh the ſto- 
mach two or three times, and then have re- 
courſe to opium:

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If after the purging the pain returns, purg- 
ing medicines muſt be laid aſide, and recourſe 
muſt again be had to opium. 

The patient is to uſe a thin ſpare diet, ſuch 
as weak chicken-broth, panada, or gruel ; but 
after ſome time, bread and boiled chicken, and 
Ometimes a little rum well diluted with water, 
may be allowed ; but all fermented drinks and 
acids are ſtrictly forbidden. 

The oleum ricini ſeems as well adapted to 
this diſeaſe as any in the whole materia medica.

As a preventive, in the Weſt Indies and on 
the coaſt of Guinea, it has been found of great 
uſe to wear a flannel round the waiſt, and to 
drink infuſion of ginger by way of tea.—And 
in this country they enjoin bleeding; then the 
colocynth clyſter, as above ſpecified, is inject- 
ed, and repeated two or three times at the in- 
tervals of half an hour, till a ſtool is procured, 
If after this the pain continues, twelve ounces 
of warm milk and fix grains of opium, or a 
decoction of white poppy-heads in milk, is in- 
jected. The following morning a ſolution of 
blue vitriol 1s given in the proportion of one 
grain to an ounce : of this two or three ſpoon- 
fuls are taken faſting, and repeated every half 
hour till it operates. Next morning it is to be 
repeated, and ſo on for nine ſucceſſive days. 
The diet 1s broth, gruel, or panada, though 
about the ſeventh or eighth day bread and boiled 
chicken are allowed, and ſometimes rum well 
diluted with water, but all fermented drinks and 
acids are forbid.

Of the Stone and Gravel, 


THz fione and gravel are calculous concre- 
tions in the urinary paſſages, occaſioning 
pain in the back, pubes, &c.— When in the 
kidneys, they are attended with a nauſea and 
vomiting; urine at firſt made in ſmall quan- 
tities, and watery; afterwards more copious. 
turbid, and alſo bloody, if the tone be point- 
ed and rough, firangury, coſtiveneſs, a pain. 
ful retra&ion of the teſticle of the affetted 
Hide, and a numbneſs down the thigh and leg. 
When the obitruQting matter is got into the 
bladder, the pain in the kidney abates, but 
is perceived in the bladder, eſpecially about 
the neck; the urine becomes turbid, and 15 
| diſcharge! 
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charged in drops, with a frequent inelina- 
ton to make water, and it is oftentimes bloo- 
dy in conſequence of riding, or being jolted 
in a carriage; there is alſo a frequent deſire 
to go to ſtool, a ſenſe of weight in the pe- 
rinum, an itching in the penis, and a mu- 
cous ſediment in the urine. If from the ſti- 
mulus occaſioned in the kidney, or in the 
ureters, an inflammation ſhould be induced, 
it muſt be treated as ſet down in the nephritis. 

Bleeding is, in general, very neceſſary; the 
urva urf to Ii, or 5 in powder, has done 
good; and the following drink is very proper

Where the fone is become ſo large as not 
to give way to medicine, the only reſource 
15 cutting. 

Soap, and oyſter or cockle-ſhell lime-water, 
long perſiſted in, have ſometimes been attend- 
ed with much ſucceſs, as ſolvents for the 
ſtone. The kali purum, or aqua kali puri, is 
generally thought to be the moſt efficacious. 
The patient muſt begin with ſmall doſes, 
luch as x. xx. or even xxx. drops, to be ta- 
ken in half a pint of veal-broth, or new 
milk, and gradually increaſe the quantity 
of lixivium as far as the ſtomach and urinary 


pallages will bear. 
* An 
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An infuſion of the ſeeds of daucus ſylveſ. 
tris, or wild carrot, ſweetened with honey, is 
greatly extolled by ſome in complaints of thc 

tone and gravel. And a decociion made by 
boiling thirty berries of raw coflee in a quart 
of watcr till it becomes of a deep greeniſh 
colour; and taken night and morning to the 
quantity of eight or ten ounces, with ipir. 
ætheris nitroſi gutt. x. and occationally pure. 
ed with caſtor oil, has been known to bring 
away gradually a large quantity of calculous 
matter. Acids are alſo ſaid to be as power- 
ful ſolvents in ſome kind of calculous con- 
cretions as even the pure kali. The acidum 
muriaticum may be made uſe of for this pur- 
pole. 

The uva urſi has likewiſe been much re- 
commended as a lithontriptic. 

During the uſe of all ſolvent medicines, 
the body ſhould be kept open now and then 
with ol. ricin. or ſome other gentle cathartic. 
But it ſometimes happens that the attempt 
at diſſolving is not only impracticable, but 
may be dangerous; we have then no other re. 
ſource but palliatives: hence the body ſhould 
be kept open occaſionally with ſome eccopro- 
tic; and mild diuretic infuſions and decoc- 
tions, ſuch as are pleaſant and the ſtomach 
will eaſily bear, and will paſs freely, ſnould 
be adminiſtered. 

With reſpect to diet, heavy and flatulent 
food ſhould be avoided, as alſo high ſeaſoned 
viands, or ſuch as are apt to turn rancid; 


likewiſe butter, fatty ſubſfances, and E 
8 
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The diet ſhould be of the lighteſt kind, ea- 
ily digeſtible, and ſuch as will rather prove 
laxative. | 


C H AP. XML 
Of the Iſchuria, or Suppreſſion of Urine. 


A Total ſuppreſſion of urine is called by 
authors iſchuria, and differs in its ſymp- 
toms according to the parts affected: hen 
the KIDNEYS, ſome diſeaſe having preceded, 
there is a pain and uneaſy ſenſation of 
weight in the renal region, without any tre- 
mor of the hypogaſtrium or ſtimulus to 
micturition. When the URETERs, ſome diſ- 
eaſe of the kidneys having preceded, there 
is a ſenſe of pain or unea{lineſs in ſome part 
of the ureter, without any tumor of the 
hypogaltrium or defire to make water.— 
When the BLADDER, there 1s a tumor of the 
ypogaſtric region, with pain at the neck 
of the bladder, and a frequent ſtimulus to 
make water. — When the URETHRA, there is 
1 ſwelling of the hypogaſtric region, with 
a frequent defire to make water, and pain in 
lome part of the urethra. Bs 

A partial and painful ſuppreſſion of urine 
is called dyſuria, or ſtranguria, which have 
different ſymptoms according to the cauſes; 
and is either attended with heat of urine 
without any evident diſeaſe of the bladder, 
or a ſpaſm communicated from other mow 
wit 
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with the bladder, or with ſigns of calcyly, 
in the bladder, or with a large excretion «f 
mucus; or it is occaſioned by preflure from 
the neighbouring parts affecting the bladder, 
or from thoſe parts being inflamed. 

As there are ſo many cauſes which give riſe 

to theſe complaints, we muſt particularly 
advert to them in our modes of cure. If it 
is cauſed by inflammation, we muſt depend 
upon the antiphlogiſtic method as laid down 
in nephritis and cyſtitis. If from ſpaſinodic 
ane ions, to opiates, terebinthinate glyſters, 
and The warm bath. It from ſuperabundance 
of mucus, to ſaponacecus medicines and 
Kimulating diuretics, viz. horſe-radiſh, mul. 
tard-ſeed, ſquills, with alcaleſcent fſub- 
fances, and terebinthinate balſams as atte- 
nuants. If from gravel or calculus, no in- 
fenmation being attendant, to lithontrip- 
tics. 

Total ſuppreſhon of urine, when from 
cauſes exiſting in the kidneys, or ureters, 1s 
leldom cured, unleſs they ariſe from ſpaſ- 
modic aflections; but when it is partial our 
hopes may be more battering. If urine gets 
into the bladder, and is there ſuppreſſed. 
ſhould the common methods fail of ſuccel: 
according to the cauſe, the catheter ſhovid 
be paſſed with caution, and be had occaiion- 
al recourſe to till the original defect be 
cured, whether it ariſes from inflammation: 
weakened tone of the coats of the bladder, 
paralytic affection, a ſtone plugging up the 
neck, an ulcer there, or the womb preſſing 

upon

upon its neck, which happens in caſes of 
pregnancy. But as ſuppreſſion moſt com- 
only proceeds from {paſms or inflamma- 
tions of the neck of the bladder, bleeding,

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If the ſuppreſſion ſtill continues, repeat 
the bleedings, have recourſe to the warm 
bath, and give ſolutions of gum Arabic, 
Kc. Sometimes the introduction of the 
bougie, firft oiled, may aſſiſt much in re- 
moving theſe complaints by its flight irrita- 
tion, and gently dilating the paſſages. 

When there is a total ſuppreſſion of urine, 
the catheter or bougie muſt be uſed to draw it 
oft. If we try the latter, it muſt be allowed 
to remain in the paſſage for a length of time, 
and on its being drawn away, the water 
moltly follows; it gives leſs pain and is 
eaſier introduced than a catheter, but is not 
ſo certain. 

It it ariſes from paralytic affection of the 
coat of the bladder, during the uſe of the ca- 
theter, the cortex and cold bath are adviſa- 
ble, with cantharides, or probably a bliſter 

to 
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to the ſacrum might be attended with ag. 
Vantage. 

If from an ulcer in the neck of the blad. 
der, detergent bougies and injections we 
muſt depend upon, and a courſe of ſulphu- 
reous waters may be beneficial. If from 
pregnancy, the preflure mutt be removed 
occahonally by elevating the uterus, in. 
flammatory affeclions prevented from com. 
ing on, the body kept conſtantly cool and 
open, and in a recumbent poſture as much 
as may be till nature removes the cauſe, 
which will happen in due courſe, and bleed. 
ing mult be now and then ſubmitted to. 

If a painful diſcharge of urine ariſes from 
caruncles in the urethra, they are moſt ef. 
fectually removed by bougies, which ſhould 
at firſt be uſed with lenity and caution; 
and if on their firft introduction (being pre- 
vioully ſmeared with oil) any inflammatory 
{ymptoms come on, bleed and purge, and 
confine the patient to his bed; and when 
theſe complaints are gone off, let him con- 
tinue to uſe them conſtantly till the diſorder 
be removed. 


CHAP. XIV. 


Of the Hemorrhoids, or Piles. 


TEE piles are painful tumors in the low- 
er part of the inteſtinum rectum. 
Thoſe who lead ſedentary lives, are of 4 


looſe texture of fibres, high feeders, hard 
drinkers, 
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rinkers, and ſuch as are conftitutionally 
-oitive, or have uſed themſelves to aloetic 
durges, &c. are more particularly ſubject to 


{> diſorders. 

Sometimes they are internal, and occaſion 
creat pain in going to tool : when external, 
they are likewiſe very painful, and apt to 
bleed : after which the pain generally abates. 

If the patient be plethoric, bleed; and or- 
dera light cooling diet, ſuch as broths, gruels, 
whey ; and avoid liquors, which are heating 
and inflaming.

as apoplexies, epilepſies, madneſs, &c.

EMAP. I. 


Of the Tetanus. 


TETANUS is a rigid and painful contrac. 
tion of the muſcles in the neck, and trunk 
of the body. It is divided into two ſpecies: 
the op;ehotonus ; and the epiſthotonus, or em- 
proſihotenus. In the former, the whole trunk 
of the body is convulſed and drawn back- 
wards in a curve, with the head bent to- 
wards the ſhoulders ; in the latter the trunk 
of the body is drawn forwards, with the 
chin to the breaſt. This diſeaſe is moſt fre- 
quent in hot climates, and is ſaid to be en- 
demic in South Carolina, eſpecially among 
the negroes. It ſometimes comes on ſud- 
denly ; then the patients rarely ſurvive more 
than forty-eight hours; ſometimes gradual 
1y; firſt affecting the back part of the neck, 
and about the ſhoulders, with an uneal/ 
ſtiflneſs, the rigidity of the muſcles in ge 
neral gradually increaſing. From the man. 
ner of the attack muſt the danger of the diſ 
eaſe be eftimated: the more gradual and 
flow, the better; and if nine or ten days 
are got over, the patient generally recover

go this dreadful ſpaſmodic caſe, bleed, 11 
the pulſe will admit of it. If it ſhould hap- 
pen in conſequence of an irritation from a 
wounded nerve, or tendon, divide it dire 
ly, and dreſs the wound to bring on a pro- 
per digeſtion and cicatrix, But the cure 
principally depends upon a liberal uſe of 
muſk, opium, and the warm bath, Pret- 
cribe twelve grains of muſk, and one, two, 
or three grains of ſolid opium, with theria- 
ca, in a bolus; and let them be repeated 
every four or fix hours, with the julepum 
e camphora. If the patient cannot ſwallow, 
opium muſt be given in clyſters, with the 
addition of oil, or turpentine diſſolved in 
the yolks of eggs: the body at the ſame time 
ſhould be kept open by manna, ſal. amar. ol. 
ricin. &c, or by cly{ters. In the mean time, 
the warm bath muit be made uſe of, and 
when the patient is taken out, he mult be 
wrapt up in warm flannels, and put in bed; 
the belly muſt be fomented, and a bladder 
halt-full of warm water, muſt be applied 
to the pit of the ſtomach,

If che pulſe, during the convulſive ſpaſm, 
is firft ſmall, languid, and flow, then quick, 
intermitting, and irregular; cordials ſhould 
be interpoled, ſuch as caſtor, ſpir. amm. 
fœtid. ſal. cornu cerv. &c. and fotid clyl. 
ters injected occaſionally. 

Where you ſuſpect a tetanus coming on in 
children, evacuate gently by ſtools, and 
give ſmall doſes of muſk and opium, and 
you may frequently prevent the bad conſe- 
quences of the approaching fit. 

To reſtore the patient, after the tetanus, 
a courſe of the cortex and the baliam. Peruv. 
is to be tried, and the ſpine is to be rubbed 
with ſome ſpirituous liniments. But blifters, 
and all other ſtimulants, during the fit, are 
reckoned injurious. 


HA p. II. 


Of the locked Jaw. 


Tris diſeaſe is termed, by SAUVAGES, 
triſmus tonicus, and is a rigid contraction of 


the muſcles, which raiſe the lower jaw. It 
may 
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may be either primary, or ſecondary; that 
is, cither ariſe Ipontaneouſly, without any 
evident cauſe, or be the conſequence of 
wounds, or other morbid affections. 

The true ſpecies are divided into that 
which affects infants within the firſt four- 
teen days from their birth; and that from 
a wound or cold attacks all ages. 

The treatment 1s nearly the ſame as that 
preſcribed for the tetanus. A bliſter may 
be applied between the ſhoulders, or acrots 
the throat, and the jaw anointed with the 
oleum lateritium; and purgatives given by 
the mouth, or opening glyſters injected, 
and repeated occationally. On the interme- 
diate days the following draught may be 
gien:

This may be conſidered as a ſpecies of te. 
tanus; only the affections are more partial: 
and allo may that diſeaſe, called c atocnys, 
wherein there is a general rigidity and ſtiff. 
neſs of the mulcles, accompanied with in- 
ſenſibility, or without the pain and difficul. 
ty of breathing, which are pecular to the 
tetanus; though this is of the chronic kind, 
whillt the other is a diſeaſe belonging to 
thoſe of the moſt acute claſs. 


CHAP. III. 
Of the Hyarophobia, or Canine Madneſs. 


WE may eatily diſtinguiſh a dog to be 
mad, by his dull and heavy look, endea- 
vouring to hide himſelf, and ſeldom or ne- 
ver barking; and yet he is angry and ſnarls 
at ſtrangers, and fawns and leaps on bis 
owner; by retuling meat and drink, droop- 
ing, hanging down his ears and tail, and 
laying often down as if going to ſleep.— This 
is the firſt {tage of madneſs, which is dan- 
gerous, though, perhaps, not ſo infectious. 
Soon after this he begins to breathe quick 
and heavy, ſhoots out his tongue, flavers 9 
good deal, and froths at the mouth; looks 
half aſleep, flies ſuddenly at the bye-ſtanders. 
and runs forward in a curve line. As theſe 
Imptoms increaſe, he knows not his 
| | 118 
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bis eyes are thick and dim, and water, like 
tears, runs from them; his tongue is of a 
lead colour; he grows faint and weak, and 
often falls down; then riſes and attempts to 
fy at ſomething, grows mad and furious.— 
This is the lait ſtage, in which he ſeldom 
lives above thirty hours. The nearer to 
this ſtate, the more dangerous 1s the bite, 
and the more direful its effects. 

The general ſymptoms, attending the bite 
of a mad dog, are, 

A little time before the diltinguiſhing 
{ymptoms make their appearance, the pa- 
tient is affected with languor, a general un- 
eaſmeſs and heavineſs, diſturbed fleep and 
frightful dreams, accompanied with toſſings 
of the body, ſudden ſtartings and ſpaſms, 
hghing, a love for ſolitude, and anxiety. 
Thele ſymptoms continue through the whole 
courſe of the diftemper, increaſing daily. 
Pains begin to ſhoot from the place where 
the ſkin was torn, all along up to the throat, 
with a ſtraitneſs and ſenſation of choaking, 
and a horror or dread at the fight of water 
or other liquids, (and {ome ſay on ſeeing a 
looking-glaſs), great tremor, and loſs of ap- 
petite, The perſons affected can, in gene- 
ral, ſwallow any thing which is ſoft and ſo- 
lid; but when their lips come but in con- 
tact with a fluid, they ſtart back in the 
greateft fury and agony, though this does 
not akrays attend the inability to ſwallow 
irom the firft : there have been inſtances 
Were people have been extremely deſirous 
P 2 | to 
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to drink, and have made the attempt in vs, 
rious ways; they vorait a bilious matter; x 
fever with great heat comes on, attended 
with a continual watching, ſometimes with 
a priapiſm; the tongue becomes dry and 
rough, and often lolls out of the ** 
the voice becomes hoarſe; the thirſt is ver; 
confiderable, and yet they cannot drink; 
they endeavour to ſpit at the by-ſtanders. 
even involuntarily, with an apparent dehre 
of biting thoſe they can come at; and yet 
have ſenſe enough to beg they would keep 
from them, for fear of an accident of that 
kind ; they rage, and foam at the mouth; 
they cannot bear to ſee a dog come into the 
room, and dillike a perſon in ſcarlet ; their 
pulſe ſinks, and their breathing fails; cold 
clammy ſweats come on, with convulfions, 
which finiſh the melancholy tragedy. 

This diſeaſe has been known to come on 
ſpontaneouily, ſometimes; and in hyſteric 
caſes it has been met with in an inferior de- 
gree, the patients finding ſuch extreme diff- 
culty in ſwallowing, that they can hardiy 
be prevailed upon to take any liquid. 

The wound ſhould be immediate}: y enlarg- 
ed, or the part entirely cut out; then ap- 
ply a cupping-glais with a ſcarification 
after which, cautcrize the wound, waſhing 
it daily with ſalt-water and vinegar, and 
keep it open with eſcharotics. Some prefer 
rubbing the wound daily with the unguent 
hydrargyri fortius. 

Bleeding 
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Bleeding is recommended, by ſome, to 
icht or twelve ounces; but that is not ne- 
ccllary, unleſs the patient be of a pletho- 
ric habit, | 

Emetics, eſpecially the hydrargyrus vitrio- 
atus, may be very proper; and at night,

The ſame evening, or next day, put the 
patient into a cold bath, or dip him in the 
tea, rub him dry, and put him to bed, re- 
peating the muſk bolus, with Ib p. of the in- 
fuſion of valerian and ſaſſafras, with as 
much warm ſmall white-wine whey as you 
can get him to drink, to encourage ſweat- 
ing.— This ſhould be repeated, together 
with bathing, &c. ſucceſſively, for four, 
lx, or ſeven nights, if the animal was rav- 
ing mad; and for three or four nights at 
the next full moon, and the change. 

The hydrargyrus vitriolatus has been of 
late recommended as an excellent preſerva- 
we againſt the hydrophobia. There are 
leveral examples given by Dr. JaMEs, in 
lis Treatiſe of Canine Madneſs, of its pre- 
venting 
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venting madneſs in dogs that had been bit. 
ten; in ſome, of its performing a cure af. 
ter the madneſs was begun. From fix or 
ſeven grains to a ſcruple are to be given 
every day, for a little time, and repeated 
at the two or three ſucceeding fulls and 
changes of the moon. Some few trials have 
likewiſe been made on human ſubjects, bit. 
ten by mad dogs; and in theſe alſo the yi. 
triolated quickſilver, uſed either as an eme- 
tic or alterative, ſeemed to have good ef— 
fects. Quickſilver, applied externally, is 
alſo propoſed as an efficacious prelervative 
againft this malady. The unguent. hydrar- 
gyri fort. may be rubbed in gradually, ſo 
as to excite a flight ſalivation, which ſhould 
be continued for ſome weeks. 

In caſe the hydrophobia has ſeized the pa- 
tient before aſſiſtance has been had, bleed 
freely, then proceed on the fame principles 
as laid down by the ingenious Dr. NuGENT, 
in his Eſſay on the Hydrophobia. Opium 
and muſk. are what we are chiefly to rely 
upon. Solid opium, to the quantity of gr. 16 
may be directed to be given, in the form ol 
za pill, every three hours; and a bolus, with 
moſch. gr. xv. cinnab. fact. 31. every bs 
hours. At the ſame time ſponges dipt in 
hot vinegar, may be conſtantly put to the 
mouth and noitrils; and a piece of thin flan- 
nel, moiſtened in the following liquor, may 
be applied to the throat, three or four times 
a day:

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Mercurials alſo, without opium, have 
been found efficacious after ſymptoms of the 
hydrophobia have come on. After plentiful 
bleeding, the parts about the place where 
the bite was received, the limbs, and the 
ſine from the top to the bottom, are to be 
rubbed very frequently with mercurial oint- 
ment; and the following bolus is to be given 
once in twenty-four hours :

Theſe are to be continued till a ſalivation 
comes on, which is to be kept up for ſome 
weeks. 

A caſe has lately occurred, where the 
greateſt benefit has been derived by the ap- 
plication of oil thrown into the habit, by 
every means, by the mouth, by the anus in 
form of a glyſter, and by general frictions 
frequently repeated: the laſt mode we 
ſhould recommend to be moſt depended up- 
on, as the largeſt quantity of oil may be 
thrown into the habit by theſe means, in 
the ſhorteſt ſpace of time; and perhaps it 
is to this that the efficacy is moit to be at- 
tributed. Though the application of oil in 
this dreadful malady is mentioned by Celſus, 
who recommends a bath of warm oil, fill 
that mode has proved inefficacious; there- 
fore we ſhould have recourſe to friction and 
the other methods when practicable, in pre- 
ference. 5

Of Spaſms and Cenxuiſlons. 


WEEN muſcles continue in a lizte of 
contraction like the former, they are termed 
TONIC; When there 1s violent apitation, 
and they do not re. ain in that permanent 
fate, they are called cLon1c; hence theſe 
we are now to treat of are involuntary con- 
tractions of the muſcles, which invades ac- 
cidentally, the patient remaining ſenſible; 
owing to an irregular influx of the nervous 

fluid, irritation, weakneſs, pain, &c. 
Spaſms are now and then attended with a 
fever, thirſt, coltiveneis, aſthma, anxiety, 
pain, thin, pale and crude urine; reſtleſſ. 
nels and diarrhœœa. Bleeding ſhould not be 
preſcribed in theſe complaints but with the 
utmoſt caution; when they ariſe from iua- 
nition, occafioned by preflure, diſcharges, 
or evacuations, medicine 1s of little ule, 
except ſuch as is eſteemed dietetical: a 
light nutritious diet, with plenty of warm 
ſuppings, ſhould be recommended; and theſe 
are to be varied according to the ſtrength 
and other circumſtances of the patient. I 
they ſucceed wounds or external injuries, 
after bleeding, according to the circum- 
ſtances of the caſe, emollient cataplaims 
and liniments are to be applicd, and opiates 
. wit!

If the ſtoppage of any accultomed evacyz. 
tions, we are to attempt to unload the hz. 
bit, and re-produce the uſual diſcharge, 
viz. as menſes, piles, &c. 

However, as it ſometimes happens that the 
cauſe cannot certainly be "7 any" we 
muſt then purſue the general method of 
relieving theſe ſpaſmodic affections by the 
uſe of antiſpaſmodics and opiates, as the 
ſymptoms may require, chufing ſuch as are 
found to be molt agreeable to the patient's 
conſtitution: we may allo apply blifters, 
they have been found ſerviceable; and in lo- 
cal ſpaſmodic complaints externally, you 
may apply zther, with a {ew drops of the 
ol. nuc. moſchat. or eſſence of lemons; or 
the following liniments:

Cf the Chorea Sandi Viti. 


Tak Chorea Sancti Viti, or St. Vitus 
Vance, is a ſpaſmodic diſeaſe, chiefly in- 
ident to children of both ſexes, but more 
eſpecially girls, from ten to fourteen years 
of age. 

In this malady, the legs and arms are in 
conftant convullive agitations; and ſo is the 
head: lolling out the tongue, inarticulate 
ſpecch, and a ridiculous drawing of one of 
the legs after them like ideots, attend theſe 
patients. If a glaſs of liquor be put into 
their hands to drink, they cannot direct it 
properly up to their mouths, but uſe a 
thouſand odd geſtures, and when it reaches 
their lips they drink it very haftily, as if 
they meant to divert the ſpectators. It is 
conciſely deſcribed: convuliive motions, 
partly voluntary, for the moſt part on one 
hde, in the motion of the hands and arms, 
reſembling the antic geſtures of buffoons; 
attacking the younger part of each ſex, 
trom ten to fourteen molt frequently, who 
allo in walking rather drag one foot after 
them than raiſe it up. 

Cold bathing and feel medicines are in 
general of uſe in this caſe; and if the 
lirength of the patient will admit, bleed- 
ng, though that is ſeldom neceflary : —_—

Of the Epilepſy. 
TAE epilepſy, or falling ſichneſo, is à con- 


vulfive motion of the body, in which all or 
many parts of it are violently contracted 
and variouſly agitated ; owing, perhaps, to 
the too great action of the brain upon the 
motory nerves. It 1s attended with a de- 
privation of all ſenſe. This ſymptom, its 
returning Periodically, though not always 
at regular intervals, and its being a chronic 
diſeaſe that often laſts for a number of 
years, without proving fatal, diſtinguiſhes 
it from a convulſion. Indeed, it is the to- 
tal loſs of ſenſe which diſtinguiſhes the true 
epilepſy; and though thoſe who are affected 
with this diſeaſe fall down ſuddenly, like 
thoie ſtruck with an apoplexy, they do not 
lie quiet like theſe, as if in a profound ſleep: 
hence the diſtinction between the two. If 
it be hereditary, it is moſt difficult to cure; 
f it ariſe from other cauſes, or be ſympto- 
matic, 1t may be remedied. 

The fit is commonly preceded with a lan- 
guid pulſe, pale countenance, and after- 
'vards great pain in the head; then a ſtupor 
and drowhnels, and the patient ſuddenly. 

falls 
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falls down, gnaſhes his teeth, froths a! the 
mouth, and uſes many ridiculous and diſa. 
greeable diſtortions and geſticulaticns; 
followed fometimes by involuntary emi 
tions, and diſcharges by ſtool as well as 
urine; yet the patients are frequently ſeized 
without any previous knowledge of a ft 
coming on. Ihe duration of the fit is vari. 
ous; but when the agitation ceaſes, the pa. 
nents lie quiet as if aſleep: after an hour or 
two the ſenſes are recovered, they are inſen- 
ble of what has paſſed, and feel extremely 
tore and fatigued. It is probably an effort 
to diſengage thoſe humours that oppreſs the 
brain and its ventricles; and, in the inter- 
mediate ſtate, requires nervous warm medi- 
cines to increaſe the moving powers. 
Hippocrates oblerves, that a quartan fever 
ſucceeding an epilepſy, is ſalutary. It is 
often purely nervous and ſympathetic, or 
morbus ſine materia; and proceeds, in ſome 
cates, from a bad formation of the cranium. 
Hyſteric women are extremely ſubject to 
a complaint fimilar to this, though it may be 
diſtinguiſned from the true epilepſy by the 
{ex of the patient and conſtitution, being 
liable to many hylteric ſymptoms previous 
to the attack; for though they fall down 
inddenly and ſtruggle violently, they are 
ſeldom ſo totally inſenfible. They general- 
Ly ſhriek, laugh, or utter ſome incoherent 
words during the paroxyſms; beſides they 
generally come on at the time the menies 


ſhould 
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hould appear, and are conſequently cauſed 
hy the catemenia being obſtructed. 

The diet ſhould be light and eaſy of digeſ- 
tion; and the nund kept as free as poſhble 
from all turbulent emotions. 

Where there 1s a plethora, bleed : vomits 
ſhould be given, and now and then repeated, 
and the body be kept open; then,

CHAP. VI 
Of the Hyſleric Diſeaſe. 


Tars complaint, called alſo the eric 
þaſion, appears under various ſhapes, and is 
attended with a variety of ſymptoms which 
denote the animal and vital functions to be 
greatly diſordered. It is often owing to a 
2x tender habit, obſtructions of the menſes, 
tivor albus, &c. 

ln the fit, the patient is ſeized with an op- 
preſton of the breaſt, and difficult reſpira- 
don, accompanied with a ſenſe of ſomething 
like a ball aſcending into the throat, which 
puis the patient under great apprehenſions 
or being ſuffocated: there is a lolz of ſpeech. 


ay and 
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and generally violent convulſive motions, 
Theſe, with the train of hypochondriac 
iymptoms, may be ſufficient to determine 
the diſeaſe; to which may be added, fre. 
quent laughing and crying, and various 
wild irregular actions: after which a gene-

ral ſoreneſs over all the body is felt; the 
{pirits are low and the feet are cold. The 
urine is clear and limpid and diſcharged in 
great quantity. The hyſteric fit may be 
eaſily diftingniſhed from a ſyncope; for in 
ts the pulſe and reſpiration are entirely 
topped; in that they are both perceivable. 
A lyncope ſeizes the patient at once, with- | 
out any previous notice; but the hyiteric 
paſſion is preceded by ſymptoms which de- 
note the approach of the diforder; the face 
is paler in the ſyncope, but in hyſteric fits 
there is generally a higher colour in the 
cheeks; moreover, in the firſt the fit is 
hort, and toon determined; but in the lat- 
ter it may ſometimes (ſhort intervals inter- 
poſing) laſt two or three days. This dif- 
temper is ſeldom fatal, though it often con- 
tinues for a confiderable time, and may ve- 
ry properly be called a chronical one. 
This diſorder is conciſely marked by the 
following appearances: a rumbling ol wind 
in the belly; a ſenſation of a ball rolling 
in the abdomen, aſcending to the ſtomach 
and fauces, and there ſtrangulating; drow- 
tneſs; convulſions; profuſe diſcharges 0 
limpid urine; the mind involuntarl!y 


whimſical and mutable. The remote caules 
| are 
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are generally too ſparing a flux of the men- 
les; too profule ſanguinary catemenia; the 
whites; obſtructions of the viſcera; ſome 
fault in the ſtomach; or too great laſcivi- 
ouſneſs. But the ſpecies the moſt exquifite 
and frequent is that which attacks up- 
grown women who live luxuriouſly, of ſan- 
zuineous, plethoric, and ſtrong conſtitu- 
tions; and who, being free from any other 
diſeaſe, have this originating from mental 
affections alone. 

In general, a light animal food, red wine, 
chearful company, and a I clear air, with 
moderate exerciſe, are of great importance 
in this diſorder. Drinking tea, and ſuch 
like tepid relaxing fluids, ſhould by no 
means be indulged. Bleeding in the ple- 
thoric may be ſometimes neceſſary, but the 
cure confiſts chiefly in whatever tends to 
ſtrengthen the ſolids, and the whole habit in 
general; and nothing will effect this more 
ſucceſsfully than a long continued uſe of 
the mineral chalybeate waters, riding on 
horſeback, frictions, ligatures, &c. 

The body ſhould be kept ſoluble with vi- 
num aloes in {mall doſes, or the pul. aloe 
myrrha, joined with the fœtid gums ; then 
preſcribe the following :

The Pyrmont, Spa, Bath, Tunbridge, I- 
lington, and all chalybeate waters, with the 
aſa fœtid. pills, have been found very ule- 
tal; and ſo have iſſues, which have frequent- 
ly known to give great relief. Mild emc- 
tics nowand then have alſo had their happ) 
effects in theſe diſorders. :

When low ſpirits ariſe from the nerves of 
the ſtomach and bowels being weak, tinc- 
ture of bark and bitters, and chalybeates, 
with exerciſe, are the belt remedies.

ihe hyſteric paroxyſms: in the intervals, 
toric ferruginous ſubſtances, &c. ſhould be 
adhered to; the former alleviating the ſpaſ. 
modic afteCti. ns, whilft the latter are cal. 
cuiated to prevent their return. 


aa AP. VIII. 
Of the Palpitation of the Heart. 


A Palpitation of the heart is a quick, ſtrong, 
and irregular motion of that organ; and is 
generally occahoned by violent and ſudden 
paſſion, by keEtic heats, by an aneuriſm, po- 
lypus, &c. indeed various cauſes occaiion 
this diſorder, which muſt be attended to, 
and, if poſſible, found out before we can 
expect to lay down rules for a ſucceſsful 
practice. If it ariſes from aneuriſm, or 
polypus, or in plethoric conſtitutions? 
bleeding often and freely is the chief and 
only remedy in ſuch caſes: if from WCak 
nerves or a lax habit, then corroborants 
will be proper; ſuch as the cortex, mineral 
waters, &c. 

In caſc of an aſthma, bliſter and give ſome 
volatile drops in an infuſion of valerian, 
twice or thrice a day.

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in a polypus, the patient ought to be very 
-czular in diet, moderate in exerciſe, and to 
make uſe of the chalybeate waters, though 
there can be very little expected under ſuch a 
circumſtance. 

Upon the whole, when the palpitation 
ariſes from a weak ſtomach, rendered ex- 
tremely irritable, the beſt remedies are gen- 
tle vomits, the bark, bitters, exerciſe, and 
num aloes: for preſent relief, {pirit. c. e.

Thu. if it ariſes 
from hyſterics, green {ickneſs, gout, &c. our 
endeavours muſt be to remedy theſe diſ- 
eaſes, by ſuch rules as are leid down in 
treating of them particularly. 
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CHAP. IX. 


Of the Singultus, or Hiccough, 


Tas hiccough is a convulſive motion or 
the tomach, cſophagus, and muſcles {ery. 
ing for deglutition: the diaphragm: 1s gener. 
ally thought to be principally afiected in this 
caſe, but perhaps without any juſt founda. 
tion. | | 

The particular cauſe of this complain: is 
very difficult to diſcover; for in ſfoue, cul. 
tom is only neccHary to produce it, as a hie- 
cough may be voluntarily excited, ſo as to 
become natural, or occat.oned at plealure: 
nor is there greater irritation required 
to bring cn this than is required to- 
wards yawning and ſtretching; and as great 
nauſea often may be brought on and renew- 
ed by the power of imagmation, fo may a 
conſiderable hiccough. However, the gene- 
ral principles are, whatever irritates or diſ- 
turbs the ſtomach, particularly the upper 
orifice, the extremity of the œſophagus, or 
the diaphragm it{elf, with or without pain. 

Hir FOCRATES obſerves, that it may pre- 
ceed either from too much emptineſs or full- 
neſs, particularly of the brain. Much de- 
pends on its being a ſymptoinatic, or a pri- 
mary diſeaſe. 

It is frequently a very dangerous ſymp- 
tom in diſeaſes, particularly after large 
heemorrhages or other evacuations.

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The muſic julep has proved ſerviceable in 
us diforder, when ſymptomatic, and at- 
tended with Hatus; allo the following:

Androm. ſpread upon cloth, may be 
applied to the pit of the ſtomach. 


CHAT Ez 
Of a Cough. 


Tis is a convulſive motion of the mul. 
ces of the thorax and abdomen, occaiioned 
by any thing that irritates the œſophagus or 
lungs, and puts theſe muſcles into ſudden 


and repeated action. 
DuRETUs, that admirable commentator of 
HippocRaTEs, ſays, © A cough is nothing 
elſe than a concuffion of the thorax, endea- 
: vouring 
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vouring to ſhake off what 1s offenſive to it, 
but this concuſſion ariſes from nature, irr;. 
tated by a morbific cauie: for there is a pe. 
culiar Realty”: in all the official parts, of 
agitating themſelves to throw off what is tg 
them Offenhve; as, what is ſneezing, from 
the noſtrils; 1 the ſtomach, hiccough. 
ing; that is coughing f trom the thorax: and 
allo nature has inveſted the kidneys, þlad. 
der, ſpleen, liver, and diaphragm, with the 
lame faculty.” 

It is often cauſed by change of weather, 
Hifting one's cloa gry damps, what is 
called catching cold, 

In phlegmatic _ «RP habits, the 
cough is moiſt; and in the hypochondriac 
- and ſcorbutic, dry. The diſcharge is fre. 
quently viſcid, and lodges in the glands of 
the trachea : when its more fluid parts eva. 
porate, and the nerves of the trachea are ett 
bare, a hoarſeneſs and tickling, &c. eniue. 

A regular warmth is here of uſe. Malt li- 
quors, ſpices, high meats, and wines, ought 
to be omitted ; ilfiend of which, recom- 
mended linſeec-tca, barley-water, brau- tes, 
light puddings, &c. 

Bleeding is neceſſary, unleis extreme 
weakncſs and old age forbid it. A vomit ol 
ipecacuanha is often indi icated, eſpecially in 
caſe of nauſea, or where rough phlegm 1 i 
lodged in the ſtomach or bronchia,—S100!s 
may be procured, and the irritation on the 
lungs, h troubleſome at night, may be ale

CHILDREN. upon account of the weaK- 
nels and laxity of the viſcera, are particu- 
larly ſubject to this diſtemper. 

It is a quick, violent, convulſive cough, 
attended with an acute ſonorous inſpiration 
like the crowing of a cock, together with an 
ctiort to vomit, by a viſcid and thick matter 

; lodged 
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lodged about the bronchia, trachea, ane 
fauces, which, Ricking cloſe, capnot be 
eaſily expeciorated; and therefore the poor 
infants, in endeavouring to bring it up, 
ſtrain moſt violentiy, till they become al. 
moſt ſuffocated, and convulſed- 
For the moit part it begins with ſlight fe. 
brile affections, the cough gradually in. 
creaſes, with a ſound like the crowing of a 
cock; then a clear mucus is only expetto. 
rated; a tickling of the throat, or a kind of 
{ſenſe of ſuffocation, precedes the paroxyſm; 
in the fit the veins ſwell; the arteries beat 
torcibly; there is a pain in the head; the 
eyes look prominent; tears trickle down 
the cheeks; the eye-brows iwell; the face 
appears turgid, red, or livid; the patient, as 
it ſuflocated, would ſoon expire, unleſs 
there was an hæmorrhage from the noſe, or 
the breaſt, or he vomited. Thoſe who vo- 
mit are in the beſt ſtate. If neither occurs 
in the violence of the coughing fit, convul- 
lions or apoplexy are to be feared, and, 
from the length of the diſeaſe, a phthills. 
This cough is epidemic, and is thought to be 
contagious. Once in life it attacks moit 

people; but oftener infants. 
Hence we are plainly taught the indica- 
tion, which ſhould be attewpted, firſt, by 
antiſpaſmodics, attenuants, and diſſolvents; 
and, next by corroborants. it is of great 
contequence, in the cure of this diſeaſe, to 
prevent children cramming themſelves 40

Of the Apoplexy. 


AN apoplexy 1s a ſudden privation of al} 
the ſenſes and motions of the body, except 
thoſe of the heart and lungs. It may be 
divided into two ſpecies, the ſanguineous and 
lerous. They are diltinguiſhed by attending 
to the different ſigns of the ſanguineous and 
phiegmatic temperaments. The firſt is cauſe 
ed by the blood diſtending the veſſels, and 
compreſſing the brain; or by an extravaſa- 
tion of blood. The ſecond ariſes from a 
collection of ſerous or pituitous humours in 
the ventricles of the brain. 

In this diſeaſe, the patient falls down ſud- 
denly, with a total and inftant privation of 
all the powers of ſenſe and voluntary mo- 
tion; the mouth is generally open, and a 
R ſpontaneous 
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ſpontaneous diſcharge of urine and ſtoc 
frequently attends. The face is red an 
bioated; a pain or giddineſs of the hea 
commonly precedes the fit; the veſſels are 
full and turgid about the temples; the eyes 
{well and ſparkle; the heart beats quick and 
frong; the pulſe at firſt is ſtrong and full, 
and then often languid and flow; reſpira— 
tion is high, and ſometimes though rarely, 
the patient foams at the mouth; but a ter. 
tor, or ſonorous breathing, generally at- 
tends. The chief difference between a per- 
ion in an apoplexy and one aſleep 1s, that 
you can wake the one, and not the other. 
We ſhould very carefully attend to the 
diſtinction between the ſanguineous and le- 
rovs apoplexy : the latter of which 1s often 
followed by a palſy. The ſangumecous apo— 
plexy is ſuppoſed to attack more ſuddenly 
than the ſerous; without much oppreſſion, 
or unuſual fleepineſs, the face appears red 
and fluſhed, the veins turgid, the eyes hall 
open but not tranſparent; the reſpiration 
tolerably free, though accompanied wit! 
jnoaring and rattling in the throat, and te 
pulſe full and ſtrong. The ſerous apoples“ 
is apt to be preceded by unuſual heavinc's. 
giddineſs, and drowſineſs; and after the 
firoke the face is not remarkably red 0! 
fluſhed, the veins are not turgid, the relp!- 
ration is more ſtraitened, and there is more 
of the rattling and ſnoring, with a working 
of froth from the mouth: the pulſe is not 
| ſtrong. 
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firong, nor remarkably full, and inclines to 
intermit. 

In the ſanguineous bleed plentifully and 
boldly from the jugular, by a large orifice; 
alſo cupping the back part of the head, with 
deep ſcarification, in order to open the oc- 
cipital veins, is of great uſe. Bleeding in 
the foot is alſo proper; indeed nothing but 
extreme weakneſs can contraindicate a loſs 
of blood —Next, inject ſtimulating and 
ſharp clyſters. |

Of a Coma, Lethargy, and Carus.

THESE diſeaſes have a great alf nity to the 
apoplexy: indeed by ſome noſologiſts they 
are arranged with apoplexy. They ſeem 
but to differ in ſome ihght appearances; 
and the modes of cure are Umilar to what we 
have before laid down under that head. In 
2 coma, the patient Neeps profoundly; bu: 
when called, awakes, opens his eyes, an- 
fwers, and immediately falls aſleep again. A 
lethargy is a more profound ſleep, attended 

ſometimes with a fever, and ſometi mes with 
delirium. A carus is only a ſlighter degree 
of apoplexy, in which you get ſome broken 
incoherent anſwers from the patient; when 
called, he ſcarce opens his eyes; yet, if he 
be pricked, he has feeling. 

Theſe diſorders ſhould be treated by ſti- 
mulating clyiters, volatile fœtids, bliſters, 
cauteries, cupping, and vomits. Out of 
the fit, if the patient be plethoric, or the 
pulſe be full and ſtrong, bleed.

are delivered with a ſcrupulous attention 
to the moft minute circumſtances, and 1 
the very terms of the medical art; alſo, be-

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dauſe thoſe inconveniencies which other men 
would deſpiſe, they attack with a thouſand 
remedies, and often change them, wearing 
out phyſicians with their complaints, ſome- 
mes one, ſometimes another. Sollicitous 
about the event, and prognoſticating moſt 
unfavourably, though their appetites are 
good, themſelves vigorous, having the per- 
fe& exerciſe of all their functions, except 
the judgment relative to the diſeaſe. It af- 
ſes the imagination, and 1s attended with 
ercat anxiety, melancholy and fear; and 
ſometimes uncommon chearfulneſs, and de- 
fined a diſpepſia, or difficulty of digeſtion, 
attended with languor, vneatineſs of mind 
and fear, from cauſes inadequate, in a me- 
lancholic conſtitution, and ariſes in general 
from a ſedentary life, too intenſe applica- 
tion to ſtudy, groſs and viſcid diet, profuſe 
evacuations, and violent paitions, 

The figns are, indolence, tremors, deſ- 
pondency, low-ſpiritedneſs, dread of dying, 
coltiveneſs, difficulty of breathing, ſhort 
cough, flatulence, pale crude urine, ſpaſ- 
modic pains of the head, &c. 

The regimen ſhould confiſt of ſuch food 
as is light and eaſy of digeſtion. Pyrmont 
water ſhould be recommended to be drank 
in common, and exerciſe on horſeback. Re- 
peated vomits are very proper here, and 
due attention that the body be kept ſoluble 
with ftomachic purgatives. The cold bath, 
bark, chalybeates, bitters, and volatiles, 
em the bet remedies, together with the

Thin broths, and ſpoon-meats, with pec- 
toral apozems, are the moſt proper regimen. 
Muſtard-whey, or decoction of madder-root, 
may be proper as a common drink. Bleed- 
ing, in this diſorder, is ſeldom of any ſer- 
vice, but on the contrary generally does 
harm. If comatoſe ſymptoms ſhould appear, 
with a pretty full pulſe, it may be neceſſary 
to uſe the lancet once, and that immediate- 
ly; but cupping in this caſe would be pre- 
lerable.

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aflaſctida, gum ammoniac, tinctura opii 
camphorata ſal. c. c. and ſquills, with bliſ- 
ters, iſſues, and ſetons, are the chief gene- 
ral remedies in aſthmatic complaints.

Of the Alrophia, or Nervous Conſumption. 


W HEN there is a waſting of the body 
without a fever, cough, difficulty of breati- 
ing, and other hectic ſymptoms, but at the 
ſame time there is an averſion for food, and 
weak digeſtion, the diſorder is called an 
atrophia, or nervous conſumption. 

There perhaps never is an atrophy witt- 
aut ſome fever; at leaſt without a quicker 
pulſe than uſual: but the abſence of a hectic 
dever almost always diſtinguiſhes this from 
a tabes. There are different ſpecles, Which 
ariſe, It, from too copious evacuations : 
2d, from want of milk in nurſes ſuckling 
voung children: 3d, from corrupted nutri— 

ment 
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ment: 4th, from the function of nutrition 
being depraved, no cyzcuation, or very 
trifinz, or cacochymia having preceded. 
In the ben of this Cleale, the habit

1 of al! kinds of food, ex cept that 
ich is liquid. There is 4115 a Magus 
Wich N aftlicts the patients bel LO 
in bed; the Urine 38 often mal in quantity, 
and high-co! oured; ſometimes pale, and co— 
pious; there! is no fever, or ſcarce any, nor 
difficulty of breathing, unleſs that which 
ariſes from extreme debility. In the begin- 
ning of this complaint, ſuch things are re- 
quired as can reſtore the tone of the ſolids, 
ſuch as ſtomachic and ferruginous medi- 
eines; the body ſhould be purged every 
tuürd or fourth day | vith rhubarb; the com- 
mon drink, wine, or ale medicated with 
bitters, ar e and Heel; and pills made 
of caſcarilla, calamus aromaticus, and bark, 
mould be adminiſtered; alſo volatile ſpirits 
dropt upon ſugar: the mode of living ſhould 
be varied, and agreeable, in a pure air, and 
with chearful company.

In caſes of viſcid bile, what has been above 
advited will almott always be ſucceſsful; but 
where bilious concretions are formed, which 

ay be expected from a fixed pain in the 
region of the liver, and is lometimes, though 
not always, {ſucceeded by the jaundice; and 
where they are to paſs, opium and the warm 
bath are the two chief remedies, the opium 
is required in large doſes, and frequently io 
be repeated. When the pain abates, an 
emetic ſometimes relieves, by puthing the 
gail-itone back, or bringing it forward; but 
after two or three evacuations upwards, give 
an Opiate. Though vomiting in this caſe 
may be uſeful, it muſt be cautiouſly pro- 
duced, for it procures not the paſſage, or 
retroceſſion of the concreted bile, it may be 
detrimental, if violent: the gentler emetics 
ſhould only therefore be exhibited. Purga- 
tives, by increaſing the motion of the in- 
teſtines, and ſoliciting the flow of the bile, 
are uſeful; the beſt are the mildeſt, as ſea- 
water, neutral ſalts, in a weak infuſion of 
ſome bitter vegetable; theſe may be taken 
for months every day, or every other day, 
and not hurt the ſtomach: but if the diſeaſe 
be of long ſtanding, we ſhall have reaſon 
to ſuſpe& the calculus to be large; or when 
the pain attendant gives us room to ſuſpect

LE leproſy of the Arabians is alſo known 

he Welt Indies by the name of the black 
mury. it is contagious, and an African 
difcaſe, and comes on gradually. The ſkin 
crows thick, rough, wrinkled, and unctu— 
ous: numerous ſpots appear on the body, 
of a yellow brown caſt, which ſoon after 
turn purple, and of a copper colour. They 
chiefly appear on the Srehend and chin. 
Theſe increaſe, and grow thick and rough, 
with hard ſcales; a numbneſs ſucceeds in 
the fingers and toes; the hair falls off; the 
breath becomes difficult and fœtid, and the 
voice hoarſe and naſal. The lobes of the 
ears grow thick, the cheeks large, and the 
ke acquires a livid hue: reſt is diſturbed. 
Theſe Fa increaſe until the parts 
crack with dry fiſſures and knots; then fol- 
low ulcers of a virulent kind, affecting the 
hands and feet with a fever, which cloſes the 
fatal ſcene. 

Perſons labouring under this terrible ma- 
dy are much diſpoſed to venery. 
Moſt of theſe ſymptoms are allo obſerved 
m the elephantiaiis. 

Bleeding and antimonial vomits ſeem to 
e proper here, eſpecially in the beginning.

This ſhould be continued for two or three 
months at leaſt, with a due regard at the 
lame time to a proper regimen. All fat or 
mckled and dried meats ſhould be avoided, 
as well as pork, high iauces, butter, cheeſe, 
beer, ſpirits, and wine of all forts. Ute 
ſub-acid diluents, aperient infuſions, and 
gentle cathartics. 

This diſeale ſometimes terminates in tlie 
arthritic, or joint evil, depriving the patient 
of all ſenſation; and by degrees corrodes 
the tendons and veſſels, ſo as to occahlion the 
dropping off of the joints; and at laſt ulce- 
rating the whole body, becomes highly in- 
fectious and fatal. 

The kermes mineral, with camphor, may

CHAP. VII. 


if the Lepra Græcorum. 


THE projy of the Greeks is a diſeaſe much 
more known in hot countries than in our 
parts; and is very deſperate and deplorable 
m its effects, and not cafily to be thoroughly 
eradicated. It appears in white, dry, "kf 
lace, ſcurfy ſcabs and eſchars, and is deep- 
er rooted in the ſkin than that of the Ara- 
bans. It is attended with great itching, 
and often deitroys not only the cuticle, but 
ven the excretory veſſels 8 ſurlace of the 
teln itſelf, and diſcharges a thickiſh fort of 
lauor, which forms itſelf into cruſts and 
icales, which is the pathognomonic {ſymptom 
cf this moſt hideous diſeaſe. 

The Gzet ſhould be very ſparing, light, and 
ealy of digeſtion; the body kept lax, and 
'requent uſe made of warm baths, in which 
:mollient herbs may be boiled.

TI E ſcurvy is a putrid diſeaſe common in 
cold countries aſter living on putrid falted 
animal food, where there is a want at the 
lame time of freſh vegetables. It is very 
fatal to ſeamen, and to people ſhut up in 
garriſons and beteged places, who expe- 
rience the {ame deficlency, and alſo of fer- 
mented liquors, and a found nouriſhing diet. 
It commonly begins with heavineſs, wearl- 
neſs, and a difinclination to move or ſtir 
about; theſe are ſucceeded by ſpongy pu- 
trid gums which bleed, or ouſe out blood 
on flight preſſure, an offenſive breath, a fal- 
low and bloated countenance; hæmorrhages 
from the noſe; difficulty of breathing, elpe- 
cially on motion; dejection of ſpirits; wel- 
ling of the legs; purple, yellow, or livid 
pots on the ikin, particularly at the roots 
of the hair, not riſing above the ſurface, 
greatly reſembling bruiſe-marks, and flea- 
bites; tumors in various parts of the arms 
and legs; and uv contraction in the flexor 
tendons of the hein; the catching of the

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breath on motion, with the loſs of ſtrength, 
dejection of ſpirits, and rotten gums, are 
held as the eflential, or diſtinguiſhing ſymp- 
toms of this diſeaſe. | 

The cure of this diſeaſe depends entirely 
on the uſe of freſh vegetables, particularly 
lemons, oranges, limes, apples, citrons, 
ſcurvy-graſs, creſſes, endive, lettuce, purſ- 
lain, dandelion, fumitory, &c. Theſe are 
to be taken in ſuch ferms as will allow the 
patients to conſume the greateft quantities. 
If coſtiveneſs is not prevented, nor the {kin 
becomes ſoft and moiſt by the ute of theſe, 
ſtewed prunes muſt be given, or a decocti- 
on of tamarinds with cream of tartar to 
keep the body open: a light decoction of the 
woods, and warm bathing preſcribed, in 
order to ſoften the ſkin, and relax the pores, 
which greatly contribute towards the reco- 
very of people thus aitlicted. With regard 
to particular ſymptoms, mouth-waters of 
decoction of bark, and infuhon of roſes, 
with tincture of myrrh muſt be uſed occalt- 
nally; ſwelled and indurated limbs with 
Iiffened joints, muſt be bathed in warm vi- 
negar, and relaxed by vapor-baths, con- 
fning the vapor to the parts by means of 
cole blankets. To ulcers of the legs, lint, 
impregnated with bark decoction, muſt be 
applied in preference to greaſy or oily ap- 
plications, which are detrimental. 

The method of cure, in other caſes, onght 
tb be adapted to the circumſtances of thoſe 
ho are moſt ſubject to this diſeaſe ; that

cabbage. Others adviie an allowance of ſi. 
gar, melaſſes, and orange or lemon. juice ti 0

Water, which is drank, with fixed air. Bur 
this is an important ſubjeét not to be hxed 
by 24 mere ſpeculation, requiring more trials 
than has yet been made, before the moi W 
beneficial method of conducting ourſelves 
can be ablolutely determined.

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tinguiſhing marks of theſe from others, 
Sometimes the humor does not ſhew itſelf 
externaily, but ſettles on the interior parts, 
which the thickneſs of the upper lip md. 
cates, and in this caſe, wetting, hectic fe. 
ver, and death enſue. Sometimes the ſame 
kind of matter ſettics on the lungs, produc. 
ing cough, with phthiſis. 

In children theſe tumors may proceed 
from bad diet, witch time, exerciſe, and a 
proper courſe of alteratives, may poſſibly 
relieve; without which care and circur- 
{>ection the malady increaſes, and they be- 
come truly ſfcrophulous. 

The diet ſhould be light and of eaſy di- 
geſtion, with a due attention to the non- 
naturals. Exerciſe in moderation will be 
very conducive towards the re-eftablith- 
ment of health.— Pork, cheeſe, butter; all 
ſmoked and dried meats; fiſh, pickles, and 
high aromatic ſauces, are by no means to 
be allowed.

The cort. Peruv. and millepedes have 
been found very ſerviceable in {crophulous 
cafes. Sea-water drinking, and immerſions 
in the ſame element, have of late years 
much prevailed, and with tome ſucceſs, ad- 
hering to a courſe of alteratives at the fame 
time. The uſe of ſea-water will anſwer 
beſt before there are any ſuppuration, or 
ymptoms of tabes; the cortex when there 
are running ſores, and a degree of hectic 
fever. The ſea-water ſhould only be taken 
in ſuch quantities as to render it aperient, 
and when 1t creates great thirſt 1t may be 
mixed with common water. When ſcro- 
phulous tumors, it muſt be obſerved do ſup- 
purate, they ought never to be opened, till 
all the lumpy hardneſs is melted down; but 
tnele abſceſſes generally do better when left 
to themſelves, than when opened by art.— 
Alga marina, or common ſea-wrack, and 
ipplying the fame by way of cataplaſm; 
allo liniment of freſh gall with ſoap lini- 
ment, are recommended as reſolvents.

TH I'S diſorder affects the bones of chil. 
dren, and cauſes a conſiderable protube. 
rance, incurvation, or diltortion of them. 

It may ariſe from various cauſes, but 
more parti icularly, When proper Care has not 
deen taken with children; when they have 
been too tightly ſwathed in ſome parts, and 
too looſe in others; keeping them too long 
in one and the fame poittion; not keeping 
wem clean and dry. Sometimes it may 
proceed from a lax habit; at others, fronn 
want of proper motion.

Exer- 
ciſe and motion ſhould be encouraged, and 
bandages, as well as inſtruments, contrived 
to keep the limbs in a proper fituation; but 
we ſhould take care that they be ſo formed as 
not to put the child in pain, or reſtrain it 
too much. It alſo ihould be kept dry and 
clean. 


Cold bathing is of infinite uſe+ if it is 


to excite a glowing warmth; it may be con- 
tinned with advantage; if the child ſhivers 
in its uſe, it ſhould be put between blankets 
till it grows warm and ſweats a little; after 
ths trial uſe warm water, and gradually 
proceed to the colder; after which we ſhould 
not omit friction, and placing the child be- 
tween two blankets, ſo as to encourage a 
tree diaphoreſis. The back ſhould be well 
rubbed with ſpir. roriſmar. ſpir. vin. cam- 
phor. or good old rum every night.

Of the Lues Venerea. 


IHE lues venerea is a contagious diſeaſe 
coming on after impure coition, and alleciti- 
ons of the genitais, as chancres and buboes, 
and ulcers of the tonfſils, and commonly 
makes its appearance with ſcabby eruptions. 
Thele kinds of eruptions are generally of a 
tawny yellow hue, and not attended with 
much itching, and the Kin underneath is of 
« reddiſh brown, or copper colour. They 
duefly occupy the roots of the hair about 
tre forehead apd temples, they are at firſt 
mall in cluſters, running into ſcabs and 
abby ulcers. Nocturnal pains affect the 
ſtüns, bones of the arms and head; then 
nodes appear On the Kull and tibiæ, which 
ale very painful, and the bones at length 
become rotten and carious; if the throat 
continues ulcerous, the diſeaſe creeps to- 
wards the noſe, which theſe ulcers ſomc- 
tunes deſtroy. It will be neceſſary to dil- 
unguiſh theſe venereal ulcers from ſcorbu- 
tic ones, which may be done, for the moit 

; part 
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part, by obſcrving that venereal ulcers fre. 
quently ſpread to the nole—icorbutic ones 
never; venereal ulcers are callous in their 
edges, corbutic ones not fo; —venereal yl. 
cers are circumſcribed and commonly cr. 
cular; at leaſt they are confined to certain 
places; ſcorbutic ones are of a more irregr- 
lar Egure, {pread wider, and frequently af. 
fe&t the whole mouth; venereal ulcers are 
in general Bollow, and commoniy covered at 
the bottom with a yellowiſh or white ſiongh; 
but ſcorbutic ones are apt to grow up in looſe 
fungi; venereal ulcers are red in their cir- 
cumference, but icorbutic ones are always 
livid; venereal ulcers frequently rot the 
ſubjacent bones, icorbutic ones ſeldom or 
ever; venereal ulcers are generally com- 
bined with other ſymptoms which are known 
to be venereal, ſcorbutic ones with the diſ- 
tinguiſhing ſigns of the ſcurvy. 
Sometimes the lues is attended with cnops 
in the inſide of the lips, palms of the 
hands, and behind the ears; and deafnels: 
at other times the eyes are painful, red, and 
1tch —Varnous, in hort, are the ſymptoms 
under which theſe miſerable patients lan- 
guiſh. | 
Salvation is the radical cure of this con- 
firmed fate, blecding being firſt preraiſed 
eſpecially in plethoric perſons, and the moſt 
effectual way of raiſing it ſeems to be by 
unction.

Of ihe Cholera Morbus. 


3 H E cholera morbus is a violent VOmi!- 
ing and looſenefs; from the bile regurgi- 
tating into the Stomach, and deſcending li- 
berally into the bowe!s; attended with acute 
ſharp pzins, gripings, and inflations in the 

uppe! 
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upper inteſtines; great thirſt, heat, and anx- 
ety; a quick and unequal pulſe; cramps of 
the thighs and legs; cold ſweats; and in the 
alt ſtage, a ſyncope, and coldneſs in the 
extremities. It is divided into two ſpecies ; 
ſpontaneous ; that which ariſes in a warm 
ſeaſon, without any manifeſt cauſe; aciden- 
a, when the cauſe is acrid ſubſtances taken 
internally. This diſeaſe is molt frequent in 
ſummer, and in the autumn; and more par- 
ticularly attacks young perſons and children; 
od people ſeldom; but when it does, is very 
formidable. It is a very bad ſign, when 
what is diſcharged by a vomit has an excre- 
mentitious ſmell, 
Chicken-broth ſhould be freely drank to 
the quantity of fix or eight quarts, and as 
aſt as poſſible; milk, and warm water, 
new-churned butter-milk, decoctions of rice 
or barley; or, what is preferable, an infufi- 
on of oat-br2ad toaſted brown, in water; 
or of oatmeal made brown like coffee, which 
wall lay on the ſtomach, and generally ſtops 
e vomiting; but ſhould that not be the 
male, we mult try the ſaline draught; or co- 
umbo root, cataplaſms of mithrigate, or of 
de leaves of common mint boiled in port 
er claret ſhould be applied to the wriſts, or 
[rxcordia; mint tea given to drink, or in- 
ons of cloves or Cinnamon. 
If the patient be plethoric, bleeding is 
olutely neceſſary; and in caſes of ſevere 
pan, a ſemicupium, or fomentations of the 
Warm ſpirituous kind, are apt to alleviate 
de ſymptom.

Of Bleeding at the Noſe. 


Hnxmorrhages at the noſe may ariſe from 
a plethora, or be occationed by a thin, Tharp, 
acrimonious homour, lacerating the tender 
fibrillæ of the ſanguineous veſſels. In young 
people they are attended with ſigns of an 
arterial; in old, of venal plethora: hence 
the two varieties, The concomitant ſymp- 
toms are, a pain or heavineſs of the head, 
tuthing of the face. They happen ſome- 
times as a critical diſcharge in fevers; or 
may be periodical : if violent, they bring 
on faintneſs, pain, and pulſation in the 
temples. 
Young people are moſt liable to hæmor- 
rages, and they frequently end in con- 
ſumptions. 
The diet ſhould be cooling and balſamic; 
lor drink, milk and water, barley-water, | 
rice-gruel, and tinctur. roſs, Claret may 
Alo be ſparingly allowed.

CHAP. I 
Of Vomiting of Blood. 


AVOMITING of blood frequently pro- 
ceeds from the ſame cauſes as thoſe which 
produce naſal hxmorrhages. The diſcharge 
Is often ſo eafily brought up, that it is ſup- 
poled to come from the lungs; the ſtomach 
under theſe circumſtances is often diſtended, 
ind a ſenſe of an oppreffive weight precedes 
the vomiting. There is no cough where the 
lomach alone is concerned. This is 2 diſ- 
tle much more frequent in women than 

men, 
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men, and owes its origin commonly to ob. 
ſtructed catamenia. When it occurs in men, 
it is generally to be attributed to ſuppreſi. 
ons of hemorraoidal flux, or infarctions of 
the liver; and jndced it is mot commonly a 
{ſymptomatic diſeaſe, very ſeldom idiopa- 
thic. 

In this complaint copious bleedines docs 
not anſwer, as the pulſe is apt to fink under 
them; thergfore they mult be made ſparing- 
ly, and repeated according to the urgency 
of the caſe. if the pulſe be ſtrong and full, 
we may bleed, and 1epeat that operation 
pro re nata; and give the following :

A PULMONIC hamorrhage happen 
from a rupture of the veſſels of the = 
occalioned by a plethora, weak veſſels, hec- 
tie evers, coughs, wounds, irregular living, 
hard drinking, a ſuppreſſion of the menſes, 
hemorrhoids, &c.

evacuation.—It is eahly diſtinguiſhed from 
a ſpitting of blood from the fauces, or 3 
vomiting of blood. In the firſt caſe, the 
blood 1s ſmall in quantity, dark coloured. 
and without froth. In the fecond, there is 
an effort to vomit, whilſt in this the blood 
is frothy, florid, and coughed up in large 
mouthfuls. 

A lender, nouriſhing, and cooling regi— 
men is neceſſary under this complaint; ſuch 
as milk, butter-milk, medicated whey, jel- 
lies, ſago with milk, &c. | 

The ſame treatment is of uſe here as is 
recommended for a bleeding at the noſe, to 
be aſſiſtecd occaſionally with pediluvia, anc 
gentle purging.—Bleeding may be repeat- 
edly allowed, provided the pulſe, age, and 
ſtrength of the patient will admit of it. 

An oily emuthon, with the addition of 
large quantity of nitre, is extremely proper 
in this diſeaſe.

The cauſes in the cure are to be conſider- 
ed: what has been laid down is chiefly for 
this complaint arifing from plethora or acr1- 
monious humours; but where the lungs are 
weak, and the crais of the blood previoully 
injured, to the uſe of agglutinants vomits 
are recommended, and {mall doſes of 1peca- 
coanha, viirum antimony ceratum, or anti- 
monium tartariſatum. In all caſes reſt and 
lence ſhould be enjoined, the body mutt be 
kept open by glyſters, or mild aperients; 
and opiates occationally adminiſtered to pro- 
cure reit. . 

The general directions for treating caſes 
attended with bloody urine, or an hæmorrhoi—

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Jour: and lactea, when it is of a mill. 
whiteneſs: and defined an increale of qua: 
tity of urine, rather ſweet, attended with 
continual turit, the ſkin dry, and for ti, 
moſt part ſquamous. Various are the in 
_ mediate cauics, aſligned by authors, of Us 
complaint. Some ſay, it is an affetion of 
the liver, ſome attribute it to ſpaſm of tn 
ſecretory organs, others to e ee be- 
ing diminift.ed, or the inhalation Increaſed, 
The generality have thought it to ariſe from 

a laxity * of the ſecretory « organs of the kid. 
neys; but our iatcit writers attribute it ty 
a defect of the animal, and aſſimilatory 
proceis, by which the aliment is converted 
into the nature of our body. If of long 
ſtanding it almoſt always terminates fe 
tally. 

However, the following mode muſt be 
purſued, and in recent caſes may be ſuc- 
ceſsful. 

The regimen ſhould be firengthening: 
milk, jellies, ſago, ſalop, infuſ. roſ. drank 
freely with Briſtol-water.— The methods re- 
commended for the fluor albus, in the 
following chapter, will, in general, alto 
ſucceed here.

CHAP III. 


Of a virulent Gonorrhæa. 


A Gonorrhœa virulenta is a flux of viru- 
lent matter from the urethra, in conſequence 
of an impure contact and coition with an 
infected perſon. 

It generally appears in a few days, about 
the third or fourth after receiving the infec- 
tion, with a titillation about the glans penis, 
and a ſenſation of heat, attended with a 
pricking pain in making water. The run- 
ning is at firſt ſmall in quantity, and whi- 
tiſn: as it increaſes, it appears yellow or 
green; nay, even bloody, according to the 
degree of virulence, infection, and diſpoſi- 
tion or habit of the body. Hence ariſe in- 
lammation, excoriation, and painful erec- 
tion, ſwelling of the teſticles, phimoſis, | 
paraphimoſis, chancres, and buboes. This

A GLIFET, or gonorrhea fimplex, is be 
Bux cf a thin matter, ſomething like the 
white of eggs, from the urethra, owing ty 
relaxation. It is diſtinguiſhed from a oc. 
norrizcea virulenta by the colour and con- 
ence of the matter, and by the complaints 
that precede its appearance. It comes on 
generally after a virulent gonorrhœa, and is 
attended with little or no pain in making 
Water. 

A firengthening aftringent regimen is the 
molt proper to remove this diſorder. Cold 
bathing, riding on horſeback, and Pyrmont 
waters, will contribute greatly to that end. 
The medicines preſcribed ſhould be ſuch as 
the following.

But if it be farther advanc- 
ed, and matter formed, encourage the ſap- 
puration by laying aſide all evacuations, and 
apply the galbanum plaſter, or cataplaim:

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CHAP. It 


Of a Cancer. 


A Cancer is a round unequal ſchirrous tu- 
mor, of a livid colour, ſurrounded with va- 
ricoſe veſſels, and ſeated in the glandular 
parts of the body, running on to a foul ul- 
cer, mali moris. 

Some of theſe tumors are fixed, others 
moveable; ſome pale; others, again, in- 
famed. They ſometimes remain harmleſs 
and indolent for many years; at other times 
they increaſe haſtily to a large ſize, ulcerate, 
and diſcharge a fœtid ſanious ichor, and 
loon prove mortal. 

There is, perhaps, no diſorder of the 
whole body, which more abſolutely requires 
an eaſy diſpoſition of mind, and a ſlender 
light regimen, than this. Bleeding, in ge- 
neral, is indicated in the palliative cure, 
which is all the encouragement that ſound 
reaſoning and integrity of heart can give; 
after which, ſome ſuch as the following me- 
dicines may be adminiſtered:

The following receipt comes from a gen- 
tleman of undoubted veracity in Ireland, #5 
Mr. PLUNKET's celebrated remedy for extir- 
pating cancerous tumors; but I mult can. 
didly confeſs, that I have hitherto wanted 


ſufficient courage to give it a trial: 
c Take 
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« Take crows-foot winch grows in low 
ground, one handful; dog-tennel, three 
prigs, both well pounded; crude brimſtone 
in powder, three middling thimbles full; 
white arſenic, the ſame quantity; all incor- 
porated in a mortar, and made into ſmall 
balls the ſize of a nutmeg, and dried in the 
ſun. Theſe balls mutt be powdered andl 
mixed with the yolk of an egg, and laid 
over the ſore or cancer upon a piece of pig's 
bladder, or ſtripping of a calf when dropped, 
which muſt be cut to the ze of the fore, and 
ſmeared with the yolk of an egg. This mult 
be applied cautiouſly to the lips or noſe, left 
any part of it get down; nor are you to lay 
it on too broad on the face, or too near the 
heart, nor to exceed the breadth of half a 
crown; but elſewhere as far as the ſore goes. 
The plaſter muft not be tirred till it drops 
off of itſelf, which will be in a week. Clean 
bandages are often to be put on.” 

Topical and external applications in ge- 
neral, are not adviſed by many in cancers. 
lt tney break, drefing with dry hnt, and 
being kept quiet and eaſy 1s all that is gene- 
rally done. If they are moveable, and in a 
proper ate for extirpation, with a good ha- 
bit of body, the knife is the moſt ſure and 
effectual method, and ftands faireſt to effect 
cure. Water in which cabbages have been 
belled is praiſed by ſome for waſhing the 
part, and a poultice of raw carrots grated, 
and gently warmed, has afforded great re- 
lf to many.

This ſolution has been known to 
be extremely efficacious in many cancerous 
cates, particularly thoſe of the occult kind, 
Local bleeding near the part with leeches has 
deen much recommended, where they can 
de properly applied; where. not, more ge- 
neral fanguinary depletion : but this evacu- 
ation mult be often repeated, as circumſtan- 
ess require: to which mult be joined a milk 
and vegetable diet, avoiding all wine, and 
pirituous as well as fermented liquors.

Of Warts and Corns. 


WarTs may be taken off with a pair of 
Ioliars, and the roots touched with vitriol. 
Roman. or acidum vitriolicum; or if they be 
pendulous, tie an horſehair round them, or 


* a piece 
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a piece of wax-thread, which being ftraiten. 
ed, will occaſion their dropping off inſenb 
bly. Or the warts may be ſlightly touched 
with lunar cauſtic, or acidum nitroſum di- 
lutum, once every day, till they be gradu- 
ally deitroyed; but we muit be cautions, 
when they are ſeated on the joints or 
knuckles. The juice of ceiadine, of effula, 
the gall of pike or eels have been recom. 
mended. On the face, lips, or eyes there 
are oftentimes a ſort cf bluiſh or livid warts, 
which have a near tendency to become can- 
cerovs. Theſe are beſt left to themfelves; 
for if they are tampered with, they are apt 
to degenerate into cancers. The ſame care 15 
to be obſerved in thoſe affecting the knuckles 
and joints, left in our applications the ten- 
dons ſhould be injured. 

Corns are callous tumors on the toes, prin- 
cipally on the joints. They are mitigated 
by bathing the feet frequently in warm water, 
wearing eaſy ſhoes, and a little ſoft cotton 
over the parts, to prevent attrition. The 
following plaſters may likewiſe be found 
uſeful:

Of Bites and Stings of Venomous Creatures. 


IN the bites of the viper, common ſallad oil, 
firſt warmed, then rubbed well into the 
part, has been found to be a ſufficient reme- 
dy. 

In all venemous bites and ſtings, it will 
de proper to relax the {ſkin by emollient fo- 
mentations, and cataplaſins of bread, milk, 
and oil; and ſometimes with the addition of 
theriaca. 

The rattle-[nake bite is ſaid to be cured by 
the following method: 

Take of plantain and hoarhound (if in the 
ſummer) the roots and branches together, 
2 ſufficient quantity ; bruiſe them, and ex- 
preſs the juice; of which give one large 
!poonful. If the patient ſwells, you muſt 
force it down his throat. This generally an- 
wers; but in caſe it ſhould not, give ano- 
iner ſpoonful in about an hour after, which 
ſeldom 
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ſeldom or never fails. If the roots be gry, 
moiſten them with a little water.—A leaf of 
tobacco fteeped in rum may be applied to the 
wound, | 

Milk is counted an univerial remedy a. 
gainſt all poiſons that kill by inflammation; 
and more eſpecially with the addition of oil. 
Would not plentiful bleeding in many caſes 
of poiſon from the bites of animals, be the 
likelieſt means of abating the inflammation ? 

Againſt the ſtings and bites of waſps, bees, 
Guggs, &c. oil, honey, and vinegar, are the 
chief applications; the application of vola- 
tile ſubltances is alſo very uſeful. 

The pediculi which infeſt the head, groin, 
and other parts of the body, may be effectu- 
ally deſtroyed by the unguent. hydrargyri 
mit. or,

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lions a troubleſome boil or tumor in the leg 
or thigh, where it generally takes up its 
ſeut. As ſoon as the boil breaks, its head 
makes its appearance. Theſe worms are 
produce d from ova contained and ſwimming 
in the waters in hot climates. 

Aloetics are by ſome recommended to pro- 
mote their diſcharge from the body; but the 
uſual method 1s, to gently tie the head of 
the worm to a piece of lead, beat into the 
head of a ſmall wire, and roll the worm gra- 
dually every day as 1t advances out of the 
body, round this piece of lead, till the whole 
he entirely drawn out. A fall {ſplinter of 
wood, lint, lk, or cotton twiſted, or a 
piece of linen rag, {ſpread with licking 
plaſter, and rolled up, will anſwer juſt as 
well.

DURNS, or ſcalds, require bleedings to

Burns in the face ſhould be treated nearly 
in the ſame way; bleed, and lay ſoft paper. 
Or Tags, over the face, frequently bein ell 
with linſeed oil freſh drawn. Where the 
burns are very conliderable, opiates are very 
neceſſary, as they take off the pain and. irri- 
tation by their ſedative power.

PiMPLES, and tetters, and thoſe ſebacious 
concretions in the glands of the ſkin, reſem-

Of the Anorexia, or Loſs of Appetite. 


AN anorexia is a want of appetite, fre- 
quently joined with a loathing of food, and 
is often owing originally to a relaxed ſtate 
of the lomach, or may ariſe from hard drink- 
ing—Tea has a bad effect in this diſorder, 
and indeed any other warm liquors habitu- 
ally taken. And here, by the by, it may not 
be amiſs to caution the ladies againſt the 
iree uſe of warm wine and water at meals; 
by which cuſtom they relax the ſtomach, 
and gradually bring on terrible diſorders, as 
well as confirm bad habits. A ſedentary 
ite produces viſcid phlegm, from whence 
proceeds a want of appetite. Indeed, every 
{pecies 
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ſpecies of this diſcaſe ſeems to be only 
{ymptomatical, and varies according to ike 
difterence only of the diſeaſe which accon apa

nies it. However it generally ariſes from 
viicid phlegm, bile, or ſaburre, loading the 
omach, or from its coats lia ving loſt their 
tone.

Of the Fames Canina. 


1 HE fames canina may be a natural mis. 
fortune. In this caie the appetite requires 
a greater quantity of food than can be di- 
geſted. There are three ſpecies; that of 
glutions, where there is a defire for a greater 
quantity of food than 1s natural, without 
any diſeaſe of the ſtomach: /yncopal, when 
this deare, or ſenſe of hunger, brings on 
 1wooning: emetic, when a large quantity 
of food is taken and ſoon rejected by vomit- 
ing. If it beattended with vomiting and a 
coldnets of the extreme parts, it is dangerous. 
Oils, fat meats, broths, milk, and a fari. 
naceous diet, are moſt likely to be of uſe 
when the caule is not very manifeſt. Opi- 
ates may, now and then, be exhibited with 
propriety. If an acid be in fault, vomits, 
and then the teſtaceous powders, and fixed 
alkaline ſalts, ſhould be given; and aloetic 
purges are adviſeable, with bitters and ſuch 
other medicines as warm and ſtrengthen the 
flomach; or the aqua kali and filings of ſteel 
Frequent imoaking tobacco is ſaid to have 
proved beneficial to ſome labouring under 
this malady. From fainting the patient!“ 
recovered by applying to his noſe a toaft 
dipped in wine, or letting him ſmell 0! 
roaſted meat. Afterwards food ſhould be 
given, ſuch as cools and nouriſhes, but 1: 
not eafily digeſted; as carrot, beet, parinip, 

with ſoft, fat, and farinaceous ſubſtances.
